part flipt into the Paſſage, and the Head, 
with the Arm acroſs, ready to follow. 


I THOUGHT it adviſable that the De- 
livery ſhould be immediately attempted, 
the inner Orifice being ſufficiently dilated. 
Thereupon I ordered her to be taken out 
of bed, and placed in the Lap of a ſtrong 
Woman, and two others ſeating themſelves 
one on each fide of her, I fixed the Feet of 
the labouring Woman in their Laps; and at 
the ſame time deſired that they would with 
one of their Hands hold her faſt by the 
Ankles, and, Keep her Knees diſtended, with 
the other. With ſome difficulty I introduced 
my Hand, and endeayoured to reduce the 
Arm, which by this time, with the Head, 
was ſunk fo yery low in the Paſſage, that 
I. was not able to reduce it: Wherefore 
I endeavoured to paſs my Hand by the ſide 
of the Head (which with ſome difficulty I 
effected) to fetch it by the Feet. After I 
had got my whole Hand within the inward 


Orifice, paſſing it along the Breaſt and Fly

CEPTEMBER the 4th, 1725. I was 
called to one Mrs. B—#; upon ex- 
amination into the ſtate of her Caſe, I was 
informed by the Midwife, that about three 
weeks before ſhe had been ſeized with a 
Flooding, which by ſome applications was at 
that time ſtopped, but had often returned, 
and for ſeveral hours before I came, was 
very violent. Examining her Pulſe, I found 
it yery low and unequal, ſhe laboured under 
cold! ſweats and a great faintneſs, ſo that I 
was very n Convulſions would 
haye enſued. I immediately paſſed my 
Finger t o find if thei inner Orifice was dilated 
and ould readily give way, and I a 
the Membranes Alen the Waters much ex- 
tended without the inner Orifice, and bearing 
ſtrongly down: the Head lying very high, 
and her Pains encreaſing, and there being 
little of no Flooding at Ant time, I was re⸗ 
| ved 
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ſolved not to be too, haſty in attempting the 
Delivery. After a few Pains the Membranes 
broke, and the Waters came away in a very 


large quantity : I paſſed up two Fingers, 


and finding the Head ſunk no lower, the 
| Paſſage being made very ſlippery by the 
going off of the Waters, and the inner Orifice 
ſufficiently dilated, I paſſed up my whole 
Hand, when I found the Head high, as be- 
fore, the Navel-ftring thruſting itſelf down 
below it on one fide, and on the other, one 
of the Feet. 


Upon conſideration, of her loſs of ſtrength 
from the great quantity of Blood run off, 
her fluttering Pull: and cold ſweats, with a 
viſible ſinking of her Spirits after every 
Pain, and her having very. little profit from 
her Pains, I judged it highly neceffary . to 
undertake the Delivery as ſoon as poſlible : 
Therefore, that I might the more readily get 
the Feet, I endeavoured to puſh back the 
Head, which. not being any ways ingaged 
amongſt the Bones, eaſily gave way, ſo that 
I readily took hold of one Foot, and drew 
it towards me, till it came forth to the But- 
tocks ; the other Leg and Thigh being bent 
towards the Belly, followed with very little 
difficulty; which, when I had diſingaged, 
I took hold of with a dry and ſoft Cloth 
aboye the Hips, and brought the Child out 
almoſt to the Shoulders : I then paſſed up 
my Hand aboye one Arm, which 1 brought

CEPTEMBER the 12th, 1725. I was 
called up at Five in the Morning to viſit 
the Wife of a Baker, and upon enquiring 
of the Midwife the State of the Caſe, ſhe told 
me the Waters came away inſenſibly, nor 
had ſhe obſerved when the Membranes broke. 
T thereupon Touched her, and found the 
Head of the Child ſunk very low, but 
ſtrongly engaged and locked among the Bones. 
I examined her Pulſe, which was yery full 
and ſtrong, by which 1 found ſhe had a 
good Share of Strength; wherefore J re- 
ſolyed to have Patience, and adviſed her to 
ſummon all her Reſolution, and bear down 
boldly when her Pains came upon her, en- 
couraging her with the Hopes of a ſpeedy 
and ſafe Delivery; adding this Caution, that 
when her Pains went off, ſhe would be very 
careful not to ſuck up her Breath too haſtily, 
Having always found, that by ſo doing the 
Child was drawn back as much, or more, 
than it had been forced down by the pre-

ceding Pain. I comforted her between the 
Pains with warm Wine : 'The Child advanced 


very ſlowly; but as I found I gained ground, 
I was reſolved to purſue my firſt deſign, and 
to have patience.

IN. the ſame "OY" about 11 0 Clock, I 
"was fetched in a great hurry to the 
Wife of a Chairman; upon examining her 1 
found one Arm of the Child ſunk down 
without the outer Orifice, and the Shoulder 
and Side ſo engaged, and ſunk ſo low, that 
1 could neither return the Arm, nor with 
all my ſtrength move the other parts to fetch 
it by the Feet. Another Man-midwife— 
had been there before me, who at firſt would 
not attempt any thing withorit a Sum of 
Money was laid down; but upon aſſurances 
that he ſhould be paid,” he worked upon the 
poor Woman, and left her (as I had fter- 
wards reafon to think) in a worſe Condition 
than he fonnd her, telling her he was not 
able to deliyer her.

that I cGud neither return the Arm, nor 
paſs my Hand, (the whole Paſſage being 
ſtopped up on every fide) to fetch it by the 
Feet; which might have been very eaſily 
done Seen Ret: for i in time. It was 
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unfiniſhed, for fear 1 ſhould 24 have un- 
dertaker to Aeſiver her; this remained a 
ſecret until the next viſit. The Caſe bein 
ſo deſperate at firſt, I was at a loſs. where 
to begin: her pulſe was very languid and 
low, and ſhe was in cold ſweats, ſo that I

difficult a Labour: However, I undertook - 
to deliyer | her immediately, knowing the 
Child was, already dead, and endeayoured 
to pull back the Child; by putting my 
Hafid to the Shoulder, but could not moye. 
it with all my Rrength: examining the Child's 
Arm, I perceived it to be very looſe at the 
Shoulder, and therefore (as J 00 by former 
pullings it was almoſt ſeparated) 1 exiſted it 
round, by which it eaſily ſeperated and ſo 
came away. The Arm being extracted, I paſſed 
a Hook, which I fixed into the Side,; and pulled 
t de ways, to draw the Buttocks towards the 
Orifice: which. at length ſucceeded, tho“ it 
Way after ſeveral Attempts: Ithen brought i wee:

N Sunday October the 1 5th, 1726. 1

neſs of my Fiſt, fo that I could ſcarce

ICE the 18th, 1728. I was deſired to go 
to a poor Woman the Wife of a Cobler 
in Weſtminſter, and upon examination I was 
told by the Midwife, that ſhe had Flooded 
for ſome time, and loſt a large quantity of 
blood, and had been ſeized with a Conyul- 
ſion fit ſome time before I came: I thereu 

touched her, and found the Placenta (being 
ſeparated from the bottom of the Womb) 
fallen down to the Os Internum, which was 
opened enough to admit my hand, and an 
edge of the Placenta lying in the Orifice be- 
fore the Membranes that contained the Wa- 
ters: the Infant was ſtill floating in them 
with its Head ſoremoſt; but as the Placenta 


upon every pain was protruded into the Paſ- 
ſage, and the Child's head was not far ad- 


vanced, I gave it as my opinion, that the 


only way left to ſave the Woman was to at- 
tempt a ſpeedy Delivery. Certainly it is 
much better to attempt the Delivery, though 
there is little hopes of ſucceſs, than to leave 


a Woman in thoſe circumſtances, where death, 
unleſs 
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unleſs ſhe is delivered, muſt inevitably enſue, 
I therefore paſſed up my hand through the 
Vagina to the inward Orifice, which, as 
I ſaid before, was dilated wide enough to 
admit it, and found the Infant floating in the 
Waters : I broke the Membranes, and before 
the Waters were all paſſed off, I eafily got 
hold of the Feet, which immediately I drew 
towards me, but finding the Toes turned to 
the Belly of the Mother, I took care in 
drawing it further out, to turn Toes and 
and Face backwards. The Head being brought 
out as far as the Shoulders, ſtuck there, and 
according to my uſual Method, clapping 
a finger or two into the Mouth of the Child, 
and pulling with my other hand, placed upon 
the Shoulders, I delivered the Woman.

NA. the 29th, 1728. I was ſent for after 
one vlock in the morning to a poor 
Woman in Bridewell Precinct, who about ten 
days before had been ſeized with a great 
Flooding, which by ſome applications was at 
that time in a great meaſure ſtopped; but 
returning with the former violence, I was ſent 
for again. Upon examination, I found her 
Pulſe low, her Spirits much ſunk, and the 
draining continued, which gave me occaſion 
to conjecture that the Placenta was either in 
part, or wholly ſeparated from the Uterus :

Uterus, and preſſing forward by that part of 
the Placenta which hung looſe, I found the 
Child floating in its Waters, the Membranes 
being yet whole : I endeayoured to break or 
tear them with the ends of my Fingers, which 
in a ſhort time I effected, and having found 
the Feet, drew them towards the inner Ori- 
fice; but upon bringing my Hand through 
it, one of the Feet ſlipped my hold, which

UNE the 7th, 152 I was deſired to go 

to a poor Woman in Little Boſwel Court, 
and when I came, the Midwife informed me 
that the Navel-ſtring was thruſt into the 
Vagina beyond the Qs internum, but * 
could not inform me what other part 


ſented, not being able, as ſhe ſaid, to __ 


any other part. Many Midwives are igno- 
rant of the method of Touching, which of- 
ten occaſions very great misfortunes both to 
the Mother and Infant, and ſometimes is the 
death of both, but moſt commonly the Child ; 

which being for ſome time engaged in a 
wrong poſture, and the Waters gone off, the 


Uterus is ſo collapſed, it gives great trouble 


to the Operator, much more pain to the Mo- 
ther, and very often, as I ſaid before, occa- 
Gora the death of the Infant ; all which may 
be prevented if a skilful Operator i is ſent for 


in time : but to return to the Caſe. The Mid- 


wife told me, that the Membranes were broke, 
#9 the Waters gone off about half an hour

before I came; whereupon I immediately 
touched her, and found the Navel - ſtring 
hanging down between the Labia Pudendi.

I then 
paſſed my hand into the Vagina, and found 
the Head of the Child lying ſideways ; it was 
preſſed down upon the Os internum, and en- 
gaged in the Paſſage : I therefore endea- 
voured to force the Head ſomewhat back, 


that I might be the better able to paſs my 


Hand and return the Navel-ſtring: in doing 
this, I had ſome trouble, the Head being ſo 
ſtrongly engaged; but in a little time I paſſed 
my Hand beyond the Head, and preſſing it 
forward, found one of the F ect, which I drew 
towards me; it readily following, I took 
hold above the Ankle with a dry Cloth, and 
drawing on, the Buttocks ſunk ſo low, that I 
got the end of my Fore-finger to the Groin, 
and bending it, I preſſed downwards; with 
my other Hand at the ſame time! pulled the 
Leg, and the Buttocks readily followed. I 
was now able to extricate the other Leg, 
and taking hold above both Knees: with a 
dry Cloth, I pulled towards me in a ftrait 
line, and- the Body readily advanced to 


the Shoulders; then paſſing my hand, I 


brought down firſt one Arm, and afterwards 
the other, and clapping one hand flat to the 
breaſt in order to ſypport it, with the other 
I took hold backwards above the Shoul-: 
ders, and endeayoured to bring forward the 


Head; 
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Head; but that ſticking, I was forced to 
put two Fingers into the Mouth, by preſ- 
fing upon the lower Jaw, and at the ſame 
time pulling with my other hand at the 
Shoulders, I extricated the Head. The Child, 
as I prognoſticated, was born dead. I twiſted 
the Navel-ſtring about two Fingers of my 
right hand, and paſſing up my left, I took 
hold near the Placenta, and by gently pul- 
ling, it readily followed. By thus taking hold 
near the Placenta you are im leſs danger of 
breaking the String, and the Placenta comes

INE the Sth, 1728. I was fetched 
about ſeven in che Evening to a Woman 
whom they told me had been ſome days in 
Labour, and the Midwife affirmed that the 
Membranes were broke, and the Waters run 
off the preceding day ; and further, that ſhe 
thought a Foot preſented 5; but upon my 

85 bf Touching 
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Touching I found it to be the hand bent 
backwards in the Paſſage, and protruded 
out of the inner Orifice up to the Shoulder; 
the Head preſented at the ſide of the inner 
Orifice, and was preſſed within the bones 
that form the Pelvis: whereupon I endea- 
voured to puſh it back,” in order to return 
the Arm; but not being able to effect it, I 

with ſome difficulty paſſed my Hand by the 
ſide of it, and the firſt part I met with was 
the other Arm: not being able to reach the 
Feet, I pulled that Arm forward, by which 
means I found room to paſs my hand far- 
ther up, and got two Fingers under the 
Ham; 1 drew the Knee, and conſequently 
the Foot towards me, which I took hold of 
above the Ankle, drew it out, and faſtned 
a String round it to ſecure it : I then endea- 
voured to find the other Leg, but it being 
bent upwards towards the Child's belly, I 

drew the firſt Leg forwards, by which means 
the Buttocks advanced, and as ſoon as I was 
able, I got my two Fore-fingers up to the 
| Groin and bent them; by pulling there with 
one hand, and with my other pulling the 
Leg I had before brought down (which T 
had wrapped in a dry Cloth to have the 
ſtronger hold), I drew it out to the Hips, 
and ſo on to the Shoulders, and paſſing my 
Hand above them, I brought down one 
Arm, and afterwards the other; I clapped 
one Hand flat to the breaſt to ſupport it, and 
with the other took hold behind above the 
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Shoulders, and by gently pulling and ſhak- 
ing the Child I endeayoured to extricate the 
Head, which not readily following, I paſſed 
up the two Fore-fingers of my left hand 
into the Mouth, and by preſſing them upon 
the lower Jaw, and with my other hand 
pulling at the ſame time above the Shoul- 
ders, I brought it out: I fetched the Bur- 
then-as before. 'The Child was dead, which 
I judged to proceed from its having lain ſo 
long in the poſture I found it: the Head at 
firſt was preſſed down ſideways, and locked 
between the bones of the Pelvis; the Mid- 
wife not knowing how to Touch as ſhe 
ought, ſhe was not capable of judging how 
the Child lay, nor how long it had been 
thus pitched. 


Wurx the Child is not very large, and 
the Woman has had Children before, there 
is not always a neceſſity for pulling down 
both the feet; for if one Leg preſents, and 
the other is bent forward towards the Child's 
Belly, it will eaſily paſs; but in this caſe, 
as well as when the Buttocks preſent, the 
Meconium generally comes away, which 
proceeds from the Infant's Knee or Knees 


being ſtrongly preſſed againſt its Belly in the

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CASE XXI. 


One Hand and the Arm ſlipped 4 


through the inner Orifice into the 
Vagina. 75: 


UNE the 2oth, 1728. I was fetched be- 
fore five o'clock in the morning to the 
Wife of a Hackney Coachman : upon en- 
quiry the Midwife told me that one Hand 
and the Arm was flipped down through the 
Inner Orifice into the Vagina, and that it had 
laid fo for ſome hours, and the Waters, ſhe 
ſaid, were gone off ſeveral hours before the 
Hand was protruded. I rebuked her for not 
ſending ſooner, but ſhe alledged for excuſe 
the poverty of the Woman, and her hopes 
that her Labour might have ſucceeded 1n 
time. As to the firſt, I told her, that was 


no bar to my coming, for I never refuſed to 


go where the life of either a Woman or 
Child was in danger of being loſt ; and as to 
the latter, I ſhewed her that it was impoſ- 
ſible in the poſture the child preſented, it 
could ever be born: Whereupon I imme- 
diately paſſed my Hand, being firſt well 
5 greaſed 
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greaſed with butter, into the Vagina, where 
1 found both the Hand and Arm ſunk very 
low, and paſſing it further, found the inner 
Orifice quite ſtopped up by the Shoulder, 
which was likewiſe ſunk very low : I en- 
deayoured with the ends of my Fingers to 
thruſt the Shoulders upwards, and to return 
the Arm, but found it impoſſible, it was ſo 
ſtrongly locked in the Pelvis, and the Wa- 
ters being run off ſo long before, the Womb 
was very much collapſed : I therefore endea- 
voured to pals my Fingers and Hand be- 
tween the Shoulder and inner Orifice into 
the Womb, which, after ſome difficulty, I 
effected : I found the Child lying croſs the 
Womb, with its Head bent towards the ſide ; 
I ſearched after the Feet, but the firſt part 
I met with was the other Arm, which I put 
out of my way, and going further on, I at 
length met with one Foot, which 1 drew 
outwards, but ſeveral times it flipped from 
between my Fingers; at laſt I brought it 
0 far out, that I was able to paſs a Ligature 
above the Ankle, and endeayouring to bring 
it forward, found it gave way at the Knee; 
whereupon I paſſed my hand and took hold 
of the lower part of the Thigh ; but the Leg, 
notwithſtanding all my precaution, came off - 
at the Knee; the Child had bcen dead for 
ſome time, and it was but about the eighth 
Month of the poor Woman's reckoning. I 
was forced to paſs my hand again, in ſearch 
for the other Leg, which 1 readily found, 
E and 
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and taking hold above the Ankle, I drew it 
towards the Hips; the Body and Shoulders 
readily followed, and the Arm and Shoulder 
which were ſunk down, at the ſame time 
were drawn inwards: it ſtuck very little at 
the Head, which was eaſily extricated. I 
then paſſed up my Hand to fetch the Bur- 
then, the lower part of the String being 
turned twice round the Fingers of my other 
Hand: it adhered to the Uterus; I therefore 
ſeparated it with the ends of my Fingers and 
brought it out; but finding that ſome part 
of the Membranes were torn off, and left in 
the Womb, I paſſed my Hand a ſecond time, 
and brought them for the moſt part away, 
leaving the remainder to come along with 
the Cleanſings.

UNE the 28th, 1728. I was called upon 
to go to ſee a poor Woman in Labour: 
the Midwife told me the Pains were: ſhort, 
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with long Intervals. I felt her pulſe, whicli 
was regular and ſtrong, and upon Touching 
her, found the Child to preſent its Head, 

but high : whereupon I adviſed patience, 
ordering a Clyſter and a Cordial Hypnotick 
Draught after it, the latter to be repeated in 
eight hours, if the Child did not advance and 
her Pains increaſe: the firſt not anſwering, 
they, agrecably to my directions, repeated the 
draught 1 in the evening: between three and 
four a'clock the next morning I was ſent for 
again ; I then found the Child but little ad- 
vanced, her pulſe very quick and labouring, 
and the Womb very much ſpread, ſo that I 
could cntirely paſs my Fingers round the 
Head to the Ears, for it was no ways en- 
gaged, but looſe; the Vagina was large, ſhe 
having had ſeven or eight Children before ; 
wherefore conſidering that her pulſe grew 
languid, and that her ſtrength decreaſed, I 
thought it adviſable to attempt her Delivery. 
I endeayoured to preſs the Child back, that 
I might be able to turn it and get the Feet; 
but it was ſo locked at the Shoulders, I was 
not able to move it; whereupon I paſſed my 
Extractor and drew it with much difficulty 
forwards without the Labia, and then taking 
hold of the Head on each fide with my 
Hands (which cannot be done whillt it lies 
in the Vagina) I drew the Shoulders out; 
the other parts readily followed. A Liga- 
ture being made upon the Umbilical Veſſels, 
I cut them, and paſſed one Hand into the 
Womb, 
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Womb, and at tlie ſumę time twiſting the 
String about the two Fingers of my other, I. 
found the Placenta adhering to the Uterus, 
which I gently divided with the ends of my

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Gming right, but ſticking in the Paſſage,

The Midwife told ane, Lahe 
one Child had been born ſome GEN 5 
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and that there was anothęr remaining be 
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that the Membranes, With the Waters, pre 
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the Woman having Flooded very much after = 


the Birth of the firſt Child, the Midwife 
could not tell me what part of the ſecond 
preſented. I firſt examined her Pulſe, which 
I found very low, and ſcarce diſtinguiſhable: 


ſhe labour'd under cold ſweats, and all the 


ſymptoms of approaching death. I blamed 
the Mid wife for not ſending for me ſooner ; 
but ſhe urged in excuſe, that the other Child 


was born before ſhe came: I told her, that 


'wlienever there were ſuch violent Floodings 
-preceding a Birth, ſhe might aſſure herſelf 
the Placenta was always in part, if not wholly 


ſeparated from the Uterus, and therefore the 


Delivery ought to have been haſtened. The 
Flooding, to all outward Appearance, was 
over at the time I came: this proceeded from 
the Vagina being ſtopped up by the Mem- 

branes, which were diſtended with the Child 

and Waters. As death was the unavoidable 
conſequence, if ſhe was not ſoon deliyer'd ; 
ſo on the other fide, there being ſmall hopes 


of faving her, ſhould I attempt the Delivery, 


I was in ſuſpence what to do; yet as I had 
ſometimes ſeen Perfons recoyer upon Deli- 
very, contrary to my expectations, I thought 
it adviſable to undertake it: Whereupon I 
paſſed up my Hand, and found the Mem- 


branes much extended with the Waters, and 


the Legs of the Infant (which the Midwife 
knew nothing of, not knowing how to 
Touch) preſſed very forward into the Va- 
gina ; I immediately broke the Membranes 
Ml . with 
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with my Nails, and taking hold of a Foot, 
drew the Child forwards; but finding the 
String was between the 'Thighs, as ſoon as it 
was come out to the Buttoc ks, I bent the 
Leg and Thigh, to.extricate the String; and 
then drawing towards me, I found the String 
twiſted again round the Body; the Shoul- 
ders and Head readily followed. Paſling u 
my Hand to Fetch the Placenta, I found it 
wholly ſeparated from the Womb, and ſtop- 
ping up the Vagina: I drew it out, and a 
large quantity of blood and waters followed. 
The blood which was extra vaſated in the 
Womb, proceeded from the ſeparation of the 
Placenta, and both the waters and blood were 
kept in by the Membranes and the Child's 
ſtopping up the paſſage. The Infant was born 
dead; the. Placenta having been ſome time 
ſeparated: the Woman, as I was informed 
afterwards, died ſoon aſter I left her. The 
Midwite not ſending in time, the poor Wo- 
man was quite exhauſted of her blood, from 
the Arge car n on Kath Burthen 5 
being Ixparated.,; * id 


Tuts Caſe mould * 2 e to o Mid- 
wiyes, and others aſſiſting, that in great 
Floodings the Delivery ſhould never be 
deferred, by which 5 Liſe of the Mother 
and Child would be very often preſerved:

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Bovr the denise of Fahy, able 
poor Woman was brought to me by

under for ſome time ; but when ſhe came to 
me, it was wholly ſtopp'd. She was'in ſome 
doubt whether ſhe was with Child, although 
her Belly was very much extended and pro- 
tuberant; for ſhe found but an imperfett 
motion of the Child. 1 thereupon examined 
her; and, handling her Belly, 1 found it ex- 
tended very much, particularly forwards, 
and the Nayel Prelſes outwards, I then 

paſſed 
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paſſed my two Fore-fingers into the Vagina, 
but could not touch the inward Orifice, it 
lay ſo high: I gave it as my opinion that 
ſhe was with Child, and that ſhe. had not 
long to go; at the ſame time adviſing her to 
keep herſelf quiet, and not to uſe any violent 
exerciſe, nor carry any burthens, Which her 
neceflities before had obliged her to do, her 
employ being that of a Milk-woman. On 
the 27th of the ſaid Month, her Midwife 
came to me again, and told me chat the Flood 
ing was returned, but not in a very violent 
manner: Whereupon I adviſed her to kee 

her quiet, and in bed, and ordered her a 
quieting and aſtringent draught, and deſired 
they would let me know, if her F looding 
continued, or increaſed. The next morning 
the Midwife came and told me it returned in 
the night, and that ſhe had had a fit: I then 
enquired, if ſhe had Touched her; ſhe an- 


ſwered in the affirmative, but that ſhe could 


not touch the inner Orifice, nor any part of 
the Womb; the reaſon was, ſhe was ignorant 
of the knowledge of Touching ; ſhe had only 
paſſed a Finger or two at moſt, whereas. the 

Womb and inner Orifice, lying ſo high, ſhe 
ſhould have paſſed her whole Hand; and 
there is no great difficulty in doing it, 


eſpecially when the Woman has had Chil- 


5 — before, as this Woman had: and, truly 
the want of this Knowledge in Mid wives 


often occaſions. great inconyentencies to the, 
poor Woman. 
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Upon finding matters in this ſtate, I told 
the Midwife that I would call and ſee the 
Woman ſoon; and I went in a ſhort time. 
Firſt I examined her Pulſe, which was full 
and quick: I then enquired, if any thing 
came from her ; ſhe anſwered, that ſhe had 
a continual draining, but it was not ſo vio- 
lent as ſome hours before. I thought it ad- 
viſable to Touch her, that I might be able 
to know what occaſioned this complaint; for 
the poor Woman did not complain of any 
Pain, much leſs of any Throws, like thoſe 
preceding Labour. I therefore paſſed up 
my whole Hand, and found the inner Ori- 
fice lying high, and preſſed backwards to- 
wards the bending of the Os ſacrum, ſo that 
I could only reach the lower edge of the 
Orifice : the Vagina was full of coagulated 
blood, and the Placenta in part protruded 
out of the inner Orifice, by which it was 
ſtopped up. This hindred the blood from 
flowing away as before, but at the fame time 
it was emptied into the Uterus, which was 
kept diſtended by the Placenta“ and Child. 
I gave it as my opinion, that the only me- 
thod leſt to ſave the Mother and Child, was 
to deliver her immediately: but I forewarned 
the Perſons preſent of the danger both were 
in, and that I could not anſwer for the con- 
ſequence. They readily came into my opi- 
nion, and deſired I would attempt the Deli- 
very. 

I THERE 
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I THEREFORE paſſed my Hand imme- 
diately through the Vagina into the Uterus, 
the Mouth of which was open enough to let 
my Hand paſs, and with my Fingers put 
back the Placenta; and then paſſing my Hand 
beyond it, I found the Child lying acroſs, 
and floating in its Waters, with its Head 
downwards, but ſome diſtance from the 


Mouth of the Womb; the Feet lay forwards, 


and were ſtretched up towards the Navel, 
the bottom of the Womb being depreſſed, or 
bent forwards, was the reaſon her Belly was 


ſo protuberant, and that the inner Orifice 


inclined ſo much towards the Os ſacrum. I 


immediately broke the Membranes, and 


ſearching. for the Feet, brought out one, 
and then the other. About this time the 
poor Woman fell into a Convulſion fit, which 
continued upon her, till I had brought the 
Child : this incident was no ſmall hindrance 
to me, becauſe the Woman was no ways ca- 
pable of aſſiſting me by bearing down. When 
I had brought both Feet beyond the Labia, 
I wrapped them in a Cloth; the Toes being 
turned upward, I endeayoured, as I drew 
forwards, to turn them ; and having drawn 


it to the Hips, I continued my endeavours 


to bring the Face downwards ; but as the 
poor Woman was all the while ſenſeleſs, I 
was not able to effe& it. When I had brought 
it out almoſt to the Shoulders, I paſſed up 
my Hand aboye them, and fetched down the 

„„ Arms; 
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Arms; and clapping one Hand upon its 
Breaft, and the other behind upon the Shoul- 
ders, I pulled gently, and with my Fingers I 
extricated the Chin from the Os Pubis, and fo 
brought out the Head. The Child at firſt 
appeared dead; but uſing proper Methods, 
it recovered. As I paſſed my Hand to fetch 
the Placenta, I found it in the Vagina, and 
wholly ſeparated from the Womb. I deli- 
ver'd the Child with the Placenta to the Mid- 
wife; and ſhe, believing it to be dead, cut 
the Umbilical Cord, without making a Liga- 
ture, and had laid it aſide as dead; but I im- 
mediately examining the Child, blamed her 
for her carcleſneſs, and ordered a Ligature 
to be made. The poor Woman, ſoon after 
her Delivery, recovered out of her convul- 
ſive fit, but was very weak; her pulſe was 
very much ſunk and languid, and her breath 
ſhort, which gave me ſtrong ſuggeſtions ſhe 
would die. I ordered her ſome warm Wine, 
diluted with water, which I adviſed ſhould 
be often repeated a ſpoonful or two at a 
time; but ſhe died in about an hour. The 
Child recovered apace, and is very likely to 
live, In all appearance, ſhe had gone her 
fall time, the Child being yery large and 
luſty.

N Fuly the 29th, 1728. I was fetched 

by a Man to viſit his Wife, whom he 

told me was in Labour; and when I came, 
the Midwife informed me the Child pre- 
ſented right, but that the Membranes con- 
taining the Water, were broke, and the Wa- 
ters gone off ſome hours before. The Child 
did not adyance, neither were her Pains 
forcing : and as this was the firſt time of her 
being in Labour, The was not ſo governable 
as the ſhould haye been, for ſhe would not 
make the moſt of her Pains when they came. 
I therenpon examined her, and upon ſearch 
found the Head locked in the Pelvis; and 
her Pains cutting ſhort off, were of little uſe; 
therefore part of the Head preſenting firſt, 1 
endeavoured to move it with my Fingers, but 
to no purpoſe; the inner Orifice was very 
much ſpread, and ready to give way, had 
the Head been preſſed upon it: I therefore 


_ paſſed 
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paſſed one fide of my Extractor over the 


back part of the Head, in hopes that by pull- 
ing, when her Pains came on, I ſhould bring 


it forwards ; but after ſeveral ineffectual at- 
tempts I paſſed my ExtraQor on each fide 
of the Temples, and drew ftrongly towards 
me, by which one of the branches (which 


upon examination I found was before cracked 


through) gaye way, and I was forced to 
ſend home for another. As ſoon as I had 

ed and fixed them as before, I drew the 
Head forwards beyond the Labia, and then 
with my Hands brought out the Shoulders ; 
and the Head followed. I gave the Child 
(which, as ſoon as born, cried heartily) to the 
Midwife, to make a Ligature about the Um- 
bilical Veſſels; and paſſing one Hand up 
near to the Placenta, the lower part of the 


String being twiſted round two Fingers of 


the other Hand, I endeavoured to bring it 
away; but finding i it adhered on one ſide to 


the Uterus, I ſeparated it with the ends of 


my Fingers, and brought it out. I then paſſed 
my Hand again into the Uterus, to examine 
if any part of the fleſhy ſubſtance, or the 
Membranes, or any Clods of Blood remained 
behind ; I found ſome Clods, with a ſmall 
remnant of the Membranes ; which I brought 
out; for ſhould they have been left, they 
might have occaſion'd, either troubleſome 
After-pains, or a Flooding, before Nature 
might have thrown them off. 
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Iv IE this Caſe, to ſhew that the Head, 

when ſticking in the Paſſage, and not able to 

paſs by the force of Pains, may by a proper 

Inſtrument be brou ght out, without deſtroying

W LA ver the firſt, 1728. I was fetched 
to a Woman who had been two or three 


BY in Labour; the Child had been ſunk 

very low in the Pelvis, for about twelve 
hours, with its Face downwards; the Chin 
and Mouth, lying a little above the Zabia 
Pudendi, were fixed there, and could not be 
brought forwards either by the Midwife's 
endeavours, or efforts of the how Woman. 
Finding matters in this ſtate, I judged it 
highly- neceſſary to extricate (if poſſible) the 
Head out of its priſon : I therefore paſſed up 
one Cheek of my Extractor over the Fore- 
head and Crown to the Na ape of the Neck, 
where when I had fixed it, I drew gently 
forwards, and the. Head followed i in a few 
minutes. When I had brought the Head 
out, I placed one Hand under the Chin, and

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the other on the Nape of the Neck, in order 

to get out the — at Which it ſtuck;

A Flooding. 


CEPTEMBER the 16th, 1728. I was 
 defired to go to a Woman, near St. An- 
drew's Church, Hothorn, whom I had been 


with three weeks before, on account of a 


Flooding, which at that time ſtopped. I 
then told her Husband, if her Flooding re- 
turned, ſhe muſt of neceſſity be delivered, 
there being no other way to ſave her life. 
I gave it as my opinion, that the Placenta 
muſt have been in part ſeparated from the 
Uterus, which | occaſioned this Flooding : 


this I found to be true; for upon ſearching, 


the firſt thing I met with, was the Placenta, 
ſtopping up in part the inner Orifice. She 
had loſt, before I came, about half a com- 


mon Chamber-pot of blood, and had one or

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two Convulſion fits; her pulſe was very low 
and languid, which gave me ſmall hopes of 
ſucceſs, if I attempted to deliver her; yet 
as I was well aſſured from repeated Obſer- 
vations, that certain death would be the con- 
ſequence, if ſhe was not delivered, I judged 
it better, to try a doubtful remedy, than to 
leave her in that deplorable condition. After 
1 had fatisfied her Friends of the extreme 
danger which attended, both her Deli very, 
and the not attempting it, (a perſon cannot 
be too cautious how he as in ſuch difficul- 
ties, to skreen himſelf from maleyolent 
Tongues) 1 undertook the Work. 


HAvinG well greaſed my Fingers and 
Hand with Pomatum, I gently paſſed it up 
to the inner Orifice, which I found opened 
wide enough to admit the ends of all my 
Fingers: by ftretching them, I made way 
for my whole Hand, and the firſt thing T 
met with, as I mentioned before, was part of 
the Placenta (this I had foretold was her 
caſe); and paſſing my Hand forwards by 
the fide of it, 1 came to the Membranes, and 
broke them. The Waters had not room to 
paſs bff, my Arm ſtopping up the inner Ori- 
fice, ſo that 1 both readily and quickly 
found the Feet, and brought them through 
the Vagina beyond the Zabia Pudendi then 
taking hold of them with a ſoſt and warm 
Cloth, I drew gently forwards, and brought

. up my Hand backward. towards the 
8 | Kectum, 
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Refum, to preſs back the Os Coccygis, and 
dilate the Paſſage for the more eaſy protru- 
ſion of the Infant, which was ſo locked be- 
.eween the Bones of the Pelvis, that I could 
not preſs the Hips back into the Uterus; 
I therefore endeavoured to bring it forward 

in the poſture it preſented, (not being able 
to come at the Feet) by preſſing back- 
wards with the back of my Hand upon the 
ReFum.

for the Hips to come forwards. I then 
examined, and found the other Leg and 
Thigh bent towards the Belly; 1 
taking hold of the Leg before brought down, 
with a ſoft and dry Cloth, I pulled gently, 
and the Hips, with the other Leg bent up- 
wards, readily followed. When I had brought 
the Child to the Hips, and extricated the Leg 
and Thigh, I found the Face turned a little 
to the right Hip of the Mother ; wherefore I 
paſſed up one Hand ab aur, Belly of the 
Child, and at the ſame time, putting the 
other to the Back, I brought the Face back- 
wards.

OVEMBER the 20th, 1728. I was 
deſired to go into Durham Yard, to a 
poor Woman, the Wife of a porter; and 
when I came there, I found the Child pre- 
ſenting double, with the right Hip and 
Scrotum ſunk low into the Vagina, and 
preſs'd upon the Os Pubis. In endeavouring 
to find another perſon, who was not in the 
way, ſome time had been ſpent before I 
came, and the Midwife being a Novice in 
her, Profeſſion, was not capable of giving

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proper directions. She ſhould have adviſed 
the labouring Woman to have kept back 
as much as poſhble her Throws, and not 
forced downwards; and ſhe ought to have 
paſſed her Hand up, and preſſed againſt the 
Child's Buttocks, to retain it from flipping 
down, whenever the Pains preſſed forwards; 
but the Midwife neglecting to give this ad- 
vice, or to act in this manner, I found the 
Hip of the Infant, as I before mentioned, 
with the Scrotum ſunk low into the Vagina, 
and ſtrongly engaged between the Bones of 
the Pelvis, fo that I could not move it by 
any means. I endeavoured, by paſling my 
Fore-finger over the Thigh near the Groin,

Upon my coming, I enquired of the 
Midwife, how long the Woman had been in 
Labour; to which ſhe anſwered, about forty - 
eight hours; and that the Child was ſunk 
low in the Paſſage, and had lain there, with- 
out advancing in the leaſt, for ſeveral hours. 
I then inquired, if there had been any ga- 
thering of the Waters ; and if there had been, 
how long before I came? I likewiſe asked 
NO mak 
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her, whether the Membranes were already 
broke, and the Waters paſſed off? To which 
the Midwife anſwered, that the Head was 
now bare, and that there was a Guſh of 
Waters at every Pain, but ſhe had not ob- 
ſerved any regular Gathering: I therefore 
concluded that the Membranes were broke 
when the Head lay high; and that the Wa- 
ters which guſhed out, might be juſtly called 
Au furtive.

the Funis Umbilicalis came before the Head, 


and was protruded into the Vagina: ſhe had 
endeavoured to put it back ſeveral times; 
but, as is uſual, it was thruſt out again, at 
eyery Pain. L thereupon paſſed up the two

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Fore- fingers of my left Hand, and found the 
doubling: of the String protruded as far as 
the Labia Pudendi.

TXr1s Caſe proves, that by the right uſe 
of a proper Inſtrument, the Head, when 
ſtuck in the Paſſage, and not able to pals, 
may be brought out whole, without leſſen- 
ing it, nay, very often without loſs of life 
to the Child ; for the Head will mould al- 
moſt into any form, like wax, whilſt the 
parts are ſo tender.

DECEMBER the 22d, 1728. I was 
called up about One a'clock in the 
morning, to go to a Woman in Gray's - [un 
Lane, who had Flooded for ſome hours: 
the Membranes were broke, and the Waters 
diſcharged. The Midwife, upon enquiry, 
could not fatisfy me what part preſented ; 
the Child lay ſo high, ſhe could not rcach 
it: I therefore immediately paſſed up two 
Fingers well greaſed into the Vagina, and 
found the Navel-ſtring protruded beyond the 
Os internum. As I could feel no part of the 
Child with my Fingers, I put up my whole 
Hand, and found the String as before, and 
the Vagina ſtopped up with a large quantity 
of clodded blood. This 1 immediately re- 
moved: and then paſſing my Hand higher 
to the Os internum, found it ſo far dilated 
as almoſt to admit my Hand: I ſearched 
with my Fingers, and met with part of the

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Placenta lying on one fide of the Mouth f 
the Womb; wherefore I judged it to bein 
part, if not wholly ſeparated from the Uterus - 

the Head lay next within the Uterus, and no 
ways engaged —__ the 2 of the

THIS being the ſtate of the Caſe, I gave 
it as my opinion, that the only way to ſave 
the Woman was, immediately to deliver her; 
not that I would aſſure them of ſucceſs, ſince 
ſhe was become very weak from the large 
effuſion of blood before I was ſent for. Her 
Friends and others preſent, readily conſent- 
ing, I paſſed up my Hand to the Os inter-

Was called up, January the 23d, 1728.

and that the Funis Unbzilicalis, with one Arm, 
were protruded into the Vagina, upon the 
breaking of the Membranes, I told the Mid- 
wife, ſhe was to blame in being ſo dilatory 
in ſending : I therefore .

1 was is called 
upon about ſix a clock in the morning, 
to go to a Woman in Theobald's Row, at the 
houſe of a Baker. Upon enquiry; when I 
came there, the Midwife told me that the 
Membranes were broke, and the Waters 
un off about twelve a clock at night, and 
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that the firſt part which preſented, was an 
Elbow. I rebuked her for ſtaying ſo long 
before ſhe ſent for help; and I ſoon diſegs 

pyered her ignorance, — ſhe told me that 
ſhe had delivered ſeveral Children where the 
Arm came firſt, in the ſame poſture, and 
C ſome were born alive: wherefore I explained 
| to her the .1improbability, if not the almoſt 
impoſlibility of a Child's being brought out 
in that poſture, and that ſne would ſooner 
pull off the Arm, than bring the Body; for 
when the Infant preſents an Arm, the Head 
muſt be bent either backwards or ſideways 
acroſs the Uterus, and the Shoulder is ſo 
ſtopped by the bones of the Pelvis, that it 
can hardly ever pats with the Head bent.

FE BRUARY the 18th, 1728. I was 
ſent for to a poor Woman, the Wife of 
a Coachman near St. Martin's Lane. When

- preſſed backwards towards the Os ſacrum - 
the Os Uteri expanded about the breadth of 
a Crown, and carried down with the Head, 
which was turned towards the Rectum, ſo 
that I could only touch one edge of the Os 
Uteri; from whence I judged the Fundus 
to lie obliquely forwards. As her Pains 
were weak, and her intervals ſtrong, I di-

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told me, that the Waters were run off ſeveral

drawing the Head forward, but it was fo 
preſſed between the bones, it could not be

She had been in Labour for two days; the 
Membranes were broke, and the Waters 
paſſed off four or five hours before I was 
ſent for; her Throws were weak, and long 
intervals between them. Upon examination 
I found the upper and back part of the 


Head ſunk into the Paſſage, and prefſed 


againſt - the Os Sacrum, and cloſely locked 
between 
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between the bones of the Pelbis. I endea- 


voured with my Hand to dilate the Paſſage, 


and bring forwards the Head, but without 
effect: the Head lay quite bare, and the Os 
Uteri was largely ſpread and drawn upwards. 


I therefore paſſed one ſide of my Extractor 


above the Os Pubis, and got it over the 


| hinder part of the Child's Head, and then 


tried to lift it from the Os Pubis, and draw

TuIs ſhould be a caution to Aude 
and others, to be very careful in making the 
Ligature; for if it is too flack, a flux of 
blood enſues; and if too tight, there is danger 
of cutting the Navel-ſtring aſunder, which. 
would occaſion the ſame diſorder.

M RCH the 6th, 1728. I was fetch'd 
by a Breeches Maker in Piccadilly, to 
his Wife, who had been for ſeveral hours in 
Labour : the Membranes were broke, and 
the Waters run off about ſix hours before, 
and one Arm was ſunk very low in the Paſ- 
ſage, the whole Hand being protruded 
beyond the Labia Pudendi, and the Shoul- 
ders were clofely locked between the bones 
of the Pelvis. The Midwife that was firſt 
with her, judged wrong, and thought it was 
the Foot that was fallen down ; but another 
being ſent for, cleared up the former's miſtake 
beine I was ſent to. I found, upon exami- 


nation, 
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the Mid wife related it to be in: it was very 
much ſwelled, and very looſe at the Shoul- 
der; from whence I judged that the Mid wife 
had been pulling at the Arm, for which I 
rebuked her; but ſhe faintly denied it. I 
endeavoured with my Hand paſſed up 
to preſs the Shoulder upwards, and to return 
the Arm, but it was ſo locked in the Paſſage, 
and the Womb ſo cloſely contracted about 
the Child that I could not move the Shoul- 
der, nor return the Arm. I tried to get my 
Hand by the Shoulder into the Uterus, which

Brains: by this means I was able to get in 
two Fingers, with which I enlarged the 
Opening, and ſqueez'd out the Brains; and 
taking hold of the Skull and outer Tegu— 
ments, I drew towards me with all my 
ſtrength; but yet it would not move, the 
bones of the Head giving way, and breaking 
off, ſo that 1 brought out at divers times 
ſeveral pieces of the Skull. I then paſſed up 
a Hook, and endeavoured to fix it below 
the Ear; but by pulling, the Membranes 
and bones gave way; yet I had this ſucceſs, 
the Head advanced ſo far that I was able to 
get a Finger into the Month, and there bend- 
ing it, I with much labour and pains brought 
it out by the Chin.

forty years of age. I told her that it was 
impoſſible for a Child to be born without 
Pains, and that therefore ſhe muſt endeavour 
to bear them with patience, and make the 
moſt of them by bearing ſtrongly down when 
they ſeized her. Upon examination 1 found 


the upper part of the Head protruded out of

I ſoon met 
with one Thigh, and ſlipping my Hand 
down the Leg to the Foot, I readily brought 
it out. I paſſed up my Hand again by the 
Leg and Foot brought down, to examine 
how the other Leg lay, which I found bent 
towards the Child's Belly; for had it lain 
acroſs either the Leg or Thigh already 


brought into the Paſſage, or been bent back- 
wards towards the Buttocks, I muſt have 


fetched that alſo, for fear of breaking it 
when I ſhould have pulled the other for- 
wards ; but as I found it was bent towards 
the Child's Belly, and the Hips being now 
advanced to the inner Orifice (which was 


very much dilated) I. wrapped a ſoft cloth 


about the Leg near the Ankle, and pulled 
gently towards me in a ſtrait line, at the 


fame time 'adviſing the Woman to bear 
Rrongly down, which ſhe performing, the 


Hips flipped out beyond the Os internum, in 
the ſame manner as if it had come with it's 
Buttocks foremoſt. I ſoon after extricated 


| the other Leg, and drew it out beyond the 


Flips 3 and 3 hold woe them, W 
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out the Body to the Shoulders: which done, 
to make more way for the Head, I paſſed 
up my Hand on each fide, and fetched down 
the Arms. I then, as uſual, clapped one 
Hand to.the Breaſt, and the other behind 
over the Shoulders; and by pulling boldly 
(the Woman aſſiſted me very much by 
bearing all the time ſtrongly down) I ſoon 
diſengaged the Head, and brought it out 
beyond the Labia Pudendi. Ihe Child 
Fr alarmed us all, by crying out. 
loudly. I made a Ligature upon the Unbi- 
lical Veſſels, about two inches from the 
Woman's Belly, and divided them about the 
{ame diſtance above the Ligature ; and then 
twiſting the String about two Fingers of one 
Hand, I paſſed up the other, in ſearch of the 
Placenta, which J found in part ſunk beyond 
the Os internum into the Vagina. As it did 
not adhere to the Merus, I Teadily drew it 
out, and the Flooding, which there was be- 
fore, immediately was ſtopped. In this caſe 
I was ſent for early, ſoon after the Mem- 
branes were broke; which much contributed 
to the quickneſs of the Delivery, the Waters 
being not wholly run off, ſo that the Womb 
was kept ſomewhat diſtended. By the help 
of theſe Waters I could more readily paſs my 
Hand and turn the Child, which in ſome 
meaſure lay ſtill floating in them; whereas 
when the Waters are all gone off, the Uterus 
collapſes and contracts ſo cloſely about the 
Hand introduced into it, that it is with much 
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difficulty the Operator can move it, to turn 
the Infant. This ſhould be a caution to 


Mid wives, not to delay, but to ſend early 
for help, if they think they are not able ol 
perform the Delivery; and by ſo 
ſeveral Women, but more watery 8 —

Aug the 25th, 1729. 1 was called

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not bring away the Placenta. I found her 
extremely weak, labouring under cold ſweats 
and faintings ; her pulſe was low, and ſhe.

judged to proceed from the great quantity 
of blood ſhe had loſt ſince the time that the 
Child was born. I therefore immediately 
paſſed up my Hand, and found part of the 
Placenta protruded into the Jag ina, the other 
part remaining in the Urzeras, to which it 
adhered : the Os internum Uteri being con- 
trated about the Burden, I endeavoured to 
dilate it, that I might be able to paſs 'my 
Hand and ſeparate the adhering part.

AYE UST the 26th, 1729. I was called 
up about two a 'clock in the morning, 
to go # a poor Woman in We/tminfter, who 
was then in Labour: upon the burſting of 
the Membranes, and the coming away of 
the Waters, one Hand was protruded — 
the Os internum; and upon my coming, 
which was about an hour and a half after, 
the Arm was ſunk into the Yagina, and the 
Os internum wholly ſtopped up by the Shoul- 
der. Paſſing up my Hand into the Vagina, 
I found that Arm bent and broke by the 
Midwife's too rudely handling it, in her 
endeavouring perhaps to return and keep it 
up. At firſt I ftrove to preſs back the 
Shoulder, in order to return the Arm, but it 
was fo rivetted in the paſſage that I could 
not move it: wherefore paſſing up my Hand 
by the Arm to the Os internum, I dilated it,

and had ſome difficulty to remove it. As 
the Waters were run off ſome time before I 
came, the Uterus was cloſely contracted 
about the Child, ſo that I could neither 
readily nor eaſily move my Hand, for fear 
of hurting the Womb; but at length I met 
with one Foot, which I drew towards me 
and as I could not eaſily get the other, I 
brought that forwards.

Bou x ſeven a'clock in the morning of 
the laſt-mentioned day, I was ſent for 
to a a Lady in Labour, and found her com-

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Mapine of pain, which returned at certain 


tervals: ſhe told me ſhe had a ſhew of 


blood, and that a flimy matter flipped from 
her. As the Throws grew {tronger, I thought 
it proper to Touch her, that I might be the 
better able to judge of her condition; wheres 


fore p . my two Fore- fingers into the 


Vagina, 1 found the Membranes containing 
he Waters preſſed through the Os internum 
low into the Yagina, and very much ſpread. 
The Head was far advanced, and in the 
time of the 'Throws the Membranes were very 
much ſtretched, and tight, ſo that 1 was in 
full expettation of a ſpecdy Delivery. In a

a large quantity. I then touched her again,

the firſt thing I met with was the Placenta, 
which I put on one fide; and thruſting my

| her pulſe, which was low, and the Midwife- 
told me ſhe had loſt a large quantity of 
blood, and that her Pains had been ſtrong, 
though the Child did not advance. I there 
fore paſſed up my two Fore- fingers, and 
found the Os intemum, or Os Tince ſpread to 
the full breadth of the palm of my Hand,

moſt, but no part of the Placenta as yet 
ſunk down, as is cuſtomary upon Flooding, 
Upon paſling my Hand farther into the Ne- 
rus, I ſoundiſome part of the Placentaloolened, 
which was the occaſion. of the | Flooding ; 
I therefore gave it as. my opinion, that the 
only way to ſave both Mother and Child, 
was to attempt a ſpeedy Delivery: and as 
all that were preſent leſt it wholly to my 
conduct, Iimmediately broke the Membranes 
by preſſing them between the ends of my 
Fingers, and then paſſing up my Hand 
within them, till I came to the Child, I 
put the Head aſide, and the firſt part 1 
met with was one Arm, and afterwards 
I" got hold of the other. I put them 
both aſide, and at length met with one 
Foot, which I drew. for yards into the Vagina, 
and the other not following, I paſſed my 
Hand by the inſide of the Leg and Thigh 
already brought. down, up to the Groin, and 
ſo. on; (© the inſide of the other Thigh, and 
ſoon got hold of that Foot: when I had 
brought it down, I joined them both tggether, 
and gently drew the Child out beyond the 
Hips, which I took hold of with a warm 
Cloth, and drew it forwards to the Shoul- 
ders: finding it ſtuck there, I paſſed up my 
Hand to the Shoulders, firſt on one ſide, and 
aſterwards on the other; and ſo ſlipping a 
Finger or two don the Arm to the Elbow, 
Grhich I. did to avoid 1 
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1 ſoon extricated and brought them down, 
making more room for the Head to paſs. 1 
now clapped one Hand to the Breaſt near 
the Neck, partly to ſupport the Child, and 
partly to aſſiſt in bringing the Head for- 
wards, and with the other I took hold behind 
above the Shoulders; and then adviſing the 
Woman to bear ſtrongly down, I pulled 
gently: but as the Head ſtuck above between 
the bones that form the Velvis, I was forced 
to paſs up two of my Fingers into the Mouth 
of the Infant, and by gently preſſing upon 
the lower Jaw, drew both that and the 
Face forwards; the Head readily followed. 
It proved a very luſty and lively Child. I 
ordered the Midwife to make a Ligature 
upon the Umbilical Veſſels, which ſhe im- 
mediately did, and divided them; yet the 
Os iuternum was very much contracted when 
I paſſed up my Hand to fetch the Placenta, 
and gave me ſome trouble in bringing it out 
of the Nerus. This is à ſtrong argument 
why the Placenta ſhould be immediately 
ſetched after the Delivery of the Child; for 
both the Uterus and Os internum contract as 
ſoon as the Child is protguded. Men- mid wives 
frequently find great difficulty in paſſing 
their Hand into the Womb, when, from the 
ignorance of the Midwife, they are obliged 
to fetch the Placenta after the Child has been 
born ſome time, the Os internum being upon 
theſe occaſions generally very much con- 
tracted. I went the next day to ſee this

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Woman, when I found her fitting up in her 
bed, and eating part of a Chicken: ſhe told 
me that her E looding was entirely ſtopped, 
and her Cleanſings were as uſual, and that 
her fits were quite gone off.

N the aforeſaid day, about fix a'clock 
in the evening, a Waterman came to 
me from Batterſea, deſiring me to go with 
him, telling me his wife was very ill: her 
Midwife had been with me about two days 
before, to conſult me about her complaint, 
which was a Flooding : ſhe had laboured 
under it for three or four weeks paſt,” and, 
as I remember, ſhe was about ſeven months 
gone with Child. When the Midwife came 
to me, I told her, that if a Flooding con- 
tinued, there would be a neceſſity of de- 
livering her, for otherwiſe — cum 
ſanguine vitam; by the loſs of blood ſhe 
would loſe her. life, - I then ordered her an 
aſtringent mixture, and a quicting aſtringent 
draught, to be repeated for two or three 
nights; and that if my Preſcription did not 
anſwer, and the Flooding returned with any 
violence, I deſired ſne would give me early 
notice, becauſe in thoſe caſes the Placenta is 
in part, if not wholly ſeparated. from the 
1 and ſo long as the Lierus is kept 
diſtended 
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diſtended by either that or the Fetus, or 


both retained in it, blood will be poured out 
of the mouths of the Veſſels before inoſ- 
_ culated into the Placenta. I found the poor 
Woman very faint and weak, her pulſe low, 
and her blood continually draining away; 
wherefore I gave it as my opinion, that the 
only remaining remedy to ſave her life was 
immediately to deliver her: and as all that 
were preſent concurred with my ſentiments, 
I immediately went to work; and paſſing up 
my Hand into the Vagina, found the Os in- 
ternum dilated to about the breadth of a 
Shilling: I therefore endeavoured to dilate 
it by putting in, firſt two Fingers, and 
ſpreading them, afterwards three, and ſo on, 
till I was able to introduce my whole Hand, 
where I found the Membranes broke, the 
Waters run off, and the parts of the Fxtus 
huddled up together: The firſt part that I 
met with was the Head, and then one Arm, 
and aſterwards the other. I paſſed them all 
by, and at length I met with one Foot, 
which I drew towards me, and brought it 
into the Vagina. As the Child was very ſmall; 
and the Woman had been delivered of 
feveral Children before, at their full time 
and growth, I was the leſs ſollicitous What 

became of the other Foot; but taking hold 
of that already brought out, with a ſoſt cloth, 
I very readily and eafily drew it out heyond 


the Hips, and ſo on, till I had extricated the 


whole Fetus. The Placenta readily fol- 


lowed, 
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lowed, as being before in part ſeparated from 
the Uzerus, This Child was born alive, and 
cried very briskly, and the Flooding im- 
mediately ſtopped upon the bringing away 
of the Child and the Placenta. 
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CASE IANvi. 


A Delivery of Twins, the firſt ticking 
at the Head which was protruded 
into the Vagina, and could paſs no 

farther, and the ſecond was delivered 


by the Feet. 


FEPTEMBER the 19th, 1729, A Car- 
penter near the Seven Dials came to me 
about ſeven a'clock in the evening, and de- 
ſired me to go along with him to his wife, 
who, as he told me, had been in Labour 
about thirty-ſix hours. When I came there, 
I found, upon examination, that the upper 
and hinder part of the Child's Head was 
ſunk very low in the Vagina, lying preſt 
upon and over the Os Pabis, which prevented 
it's advancing further; wherefore I im- 
mediately paſſed one fide of my Extractor 
between the Os Pubis and the Head of the 
Ant | Child, 
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Child, and by lifting it gently upwards, and 
drawing it at the ſame time backwards to- 
' wards the Rectum, I brought it off the ſaid 
bone; after which, the Head being by every 
Pain very much preſſed againſt the Rectum 
and Perinæum, I was afraid of a rupture of 
the latter: I therefore paſſed one fide of my 

Extractor in the interim of her Throws be- 
tween the Perinæum and the Head of the 
Child, and when her Pains came, I gently 
preſſed againſt the fore part of the Child's 
Head, and lifted it upwards, and at the ſame 
time brought it more forwards into the Paſ- 
ſage and between the Labia Pudendi, and in 
two or three Pains I got the whole Head 
beyond them; then taking hold on each fide 
of the Head, by gently pulling, the Shoul- 
ders and the reſt of the Body readily fol- 
lowed. I ordered the Midwife to make a 
ligature upon the Navel- ſtring, whilſt I 
with one Hand took hold of it above, and 
paſſed up the other by the String into the 
Uterus, with deſign to fetch the Placenta ; 
but finding the Head of another Infant, I 
bid the Midwife make a ſecond Ligature, 
about two inches higher, and divide the 
Navel-ſtring between them; which done, I 
paſſed up my Hand into the Uterus, and found 
the other Child lying with the Head fore- 
moſt, and incloſed in it's Membranes, which 
were not much extended, having very little 
Water in them. I broke the Membranes 
with my Fingers, * paſſing my Hand 
| within 


within them, took hold of one Foot, which 
I drew out; and as the Paſſage was very 
much dilated by the Birth of the firſt Child, 
I readily and eaſily found the other Foot, 
which J alſo brought down, and joining them 
together, I wrapped a warm and ſoſt cloth 
about both the Feet, and drew the Child out 
beyond the Hips; and then taking hold 
above them, ſoon extricated the reſt of the 
Body. I ordered the Midwife to make a 
Ligature about this Navel-ftring, and taking 
hold of both the Strings, I endeavoured by 
gently pulling them to bring out the Bur- 
thens, which were entirely ſeparate ; but as 
I found they adhered to the Uzeras, I ſeparated 
them with the ends of my Fingers, and 
brought them away one after the other. The 
String of the Child firſt born was very ſhort, 
being not aboye twelve inches long, but that 
of the other was of the uſual length, but 
ſmall, as well as the Child: the firſt was a 
luſty Boy, but the latter a ſmall Girl; they 
were brought out both alive. I made no 
difficulty of paſſing up my Hand into the 
Uterus, and fetching the laſt Child by the 
Feet; becauſe as the Os internum and Vagina 
were much dilated by the protruſion of the 
firſt Child, which was large and luſty, there 


was a free and eaſy paſlage for the ſecond, 
which was but ſmall. | 


WHEN the Child lays high up in the 


Uterus, the Head being no ways protruded 
into 


/ 
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into the Vagina, (I am ſpeaking of a Child 
remaining in the Womb after one is bort 
into the World) I always take this method 
of delivering it by the Feet, for the Mother 
is ſooner and with much leſs fatigue relieved. 
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CASE LAXXVIL 


Delivery where the back part of the 
Head was ſunk low into the Vagina, 
and there it ſtuck. 


CTOBER the Stb, 1729. I was called 
upon by Mr. B-—- a Printer, to go to 
his Wife, who had been in Labour about 
twenty-four hours before I came : a ſmall 


quantity of Waters had come away and con- 


tinned dribbling at that time upon every 


Throw, and of conſequence her Throws 


were weak, for they are never ſtrong ſo long 
as the Water continues dribbling, but always 
grow ſtronger when that _ and then the 
Labour generally comes forward. Upon 
examination I found the upper and hinder 
part of the Head ſunk low into the Pagina, 
| almoſt to the Labia Pudendi, and cloſely 
preſſed upon and over the Os Pubis, the fore- 


part 
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part lying looſe above, and not preſſed back. 
wards againſt the Refum - this gave me 
hopes if her Throws grew ſtronger, which 
I hed good reaſon to expect ſince the drib- 
bling water was ſtopped, that Nature would 
have performed the work without the help 
of Art: I therefore recommended patience; 
and as ſhe had good ſpirits and a full pulſe, 
only ordered ſome wine as a proper Cordial 
to keep up her ſpirits. Her husband and 
others were deſirous I ſhould ſtay and attend 
the iſſue of it; which I readily ſubmitted 
to. In about half an hour I examined her 
again, and found the back part of the Head 
advanced ſomewhat lower, but the fore part 
remained as before; her pulſe was good, 
and the Head not cloſely preſſed between 
the bones : wherefore I was of opinion that 
a longer delay would neither endanger the 
life of the Mother, or Child. About eleven 
a'clock I again Touched, and found the 
Head as before, only the fore and upper 
part preſſed more backwards, and the back 
part ſunk ſomewhat lower between the La- 
bia Pudendi ; but as her Throws were weak, 
and long intervals between them, I was now 
much afraid for the Child's Life, eſpecially 
as it had lain ſo long in the Paſſage. I 
now thought it highly ad viſeable to haſten 
the Delivery, being ſatisfied the method I 
ſhould purſue would neither prejudice the 
Mother, or endanger the Child; and there 
fore paſſing one fide of my Extractor be- 
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tween the Os Pubis and the back part of the 


Child's Head, lying upon it, I endeavoured 
by lifting the Head off, and bringing it back- 
wards and downwards, to extricate ĩt out of 
it's ſtreights; which with the aſſiſtance of a 
few Throws I ſoon effected, and brought 
out good part of the Head beyond the Labia 


1 Pudendi. I then laid aſide my Inſtrument, 


and with my Hands only, aſter two or three 
Throws, brought out the whole Head; and 


taking freſh hold about the Temples, drew | 


out the Shoulders and the reſt of the Body. 
I ordered the Midwife to make a Ligature 
upon the Funis Umbilicalis, and at the fame 
time taking hold of ic above with one Hand, 
I paſled up my other by it to the Os inter- 
num, which was very much contracted, 
although I paſſed up my Hand ſo N 
after the ance: of the Child. 


I MENTION this to ſhaw how ſoon! both 


the Os internum and Uterus, generally ſpeak- 
ing, contract, after the Infant is born; and 
as a caution, not to make any delay in 

paſſing up your Hand, which at that time 
is done with little or no pain to the Woman, 
the parts being 10 much dilated by the Birth. 
By following this direction you will eaſily 


_ diſcover whether the Placenta adheres, and 


if it does, more readily ſeparate, and bring 
it away. The Placenta is a broad, flat Body, 
and is often ſtopped at the Mouth of the 
| Womb bee * delay), altho' wholly 


ſeparated 
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ſeparated from the Nrerus. This Caſe I 
have very often met with, when ſent for to 
fetch a Burden left by the Mid wife after the 
Birth of a Child; and ſometimes the conſe- 
quence of it's being left has been very un- 
happy, even the death of the Woman; for 
as the Uterus is kept diſtended by the Pla- 
centa retained in, but ſeparated from jt, it 
is continually endeavouring to disburden it 
ſelf of that then uſeleſs body; by which 
efforts large quantities of blood are poured 
from the Womb by the Mouths of the Veſlels 
before inoſculated into the Placenta adhering 
to the Uterus; and from this Flooding, as I 
ſaid before, ſometimes death enſues : on the 
contrary, as ſoon as the Womb is diſcharged 
either of the Placenta, or any other extra- 
neous body contained within it, it im- 
mediately corrugates and contracts, by which 
the Mouths of the Veſſels are ſtopped. By 
| paſſing up the Hand after the Birth of the 
Child, you readily know whether there is 
another or more Children in the Uzerwus; for 
want of which knowledge Midwives have 
ſometimes erred 3 by pulling the Navel- 
_ firing they have endeavoured to bring away 
the Placenta, although another Child re- 
mained in the Womb, which ſhould” never 
be done, unleſs the Placenta of the firſt 
ſhould be wholly ſeparated and found ſtop- 
ping up the Paſſage ; and in this caſe it is 
always to be done, to make way for the Birth 
of the other Child or Children. 

N 2 AFTER: 
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AFTER a long and painful Labour the 


Child cried out loudly, which ſoon revived 


the Mother : it was the firſt time of her 
lying in.

CASE LXXXVII. 
A Delivery with a Flooding preceding. 


OO ER the 1oth, 1729. J was ſent 
for to a Woman in Water-Lane near 
Arundel - fireet, the Wife of a Carpenter. 
She was about nine months gone with Child, 
was ſeized about five or ſix hours before I 
came with a violent Flooding, and had loft 
a large quantity of blood. I inquired of the 
Midwife, whether ſhe had Touched her; 
and if ſo, whether ſhe found the Os internum 
open : She told me, ſhe had not Touched 
her. I therefore immediately paſſed up the 


two Fore-fingers of one Hand, and found 


the Os internum turned towards the Back- 
bone, and opened to the breadth of a half 
Crown. I paſſed my Finger within it, and 
found the Uterus filled with clotted blood; 
one fide of the Placenta was ſeparated or 

un 
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ſunk down almoſt to the edge of the Os 


internum, and the Child lay high, with it's 
Head foremoſt to the Birth, I enquired of 


the poor Woman, whether ſhe felt the Child 


ſtir, and if not, how long it was ſince ſhe 
had felt it; to which ſhe anſwer'd, ſhe had 
not perceiy'd it ſtir for ſome time; from 
whence I concluded the Child was dead, 
occaſioned by the Placenta being in part, 
if not wholly ſeparated from the Uteras ; 
which was likewiſe the occaſion of the pre- 


ſent Flooding, I gave it as my opinion, 


that the Delivery ought to be immediately 
attempted, and that there was no other 
method left but that, to ſave her; yet I 
would not promiſe certain ſucceſs, ſince the 
r Woman was very weak, and had had 
ſeveral fainting fits before I ſaw her : her 
pulſe was very languid and low, and ſhe 
laboured under cold ſweats, which were ver 
bad Prognoſticks; yet as I had often before 
ſucceeded in the like caſes, I was the more 
encouraged to undertake this ; for I think it 
better in ſuch dangerous caſes to attempt a 
Delivery, than leave a Woman to certain 
death. At the intreaties of the poor Woman 
and her friends I reſolved upon the Deli- 
very, and therefore paſſed up my Hand, 
well greaſed, into the Vagina, and the ends 


of my Fingers into the Os internum, and by 
ſpreading them abroad, ſo far dilated it as 


to make a Paſſage for my whole Hand into 


the Uterus, where I found the Child included 


FE in 
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in it's Membranes, and ſwimming in it's 


Waters : I broke the Membranes immediately, 
and getting my Hand within them, ſearched 
for the Feet of the Child, which I brought 
down beyond the Labia Pudendi; and then 
taking hold of them with a ſoft cloth, I 
drew out the Body as far as the Shoul- 
ders. It ſtuck there; ſo I brought down 
the Arms, and paſſed up two Fingers of one 
Hand into the Child's Mouth; and taking 


hold with my other above at the Shoulders, I 


endeayoured by gently pulling to bring out 
the Head; but That not readily following 
I judged there muſt be ſome other unexpected 
impediment, and therefore paſſed my Fin- 
gers to the back part of the Head, and found 
the Os internum cloſely girt about it : I put 
up the ends of my Fingers between the 
Child's Head and the Os internum, and ſo 
far dilated it that the Head immediately 
came forwards, and I brought it out. Agree- 
able to my firſt Prognoſtick, I found, upon 


paſſing up my Hand, that the Placenta was 


wholly ſeparated from the Uterys, and lying 
in the Vagina, ſo that it came away almoſt 
with a touch. About two hours after I was 
ſent for again, when I found her labouring 
under great inquietudes and cold ſweats, 
her extream parts cold, and no pulſe, ſo 
that I judged her death to be at hand. I 
ordered her a very warm cordial Bolus and 
Julap, with volatile drops, but ſhe died be- 
lore they were brought. I could not upon 

| : _ Enquiry 
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enquiry find that ſhe had any Flooding after 
Delivery, and there was little or none at 
the time of bringing away the Child, which 
] performed in about the ſpace of five mi- 
nutes; and this was as ſpeedy a Delivery as 


1 could deſire; ſo that the blood which 


came away in her violent Flooding, for five 
or ſix hours before I was ſent for, in all pro- 
bability was the occaſion of her death. | 
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CASE LXXXIX. 
Delivery where the Child came 


Footling, and was protruded as far 
as the Shoulders, the Head ſticking 
between the bones of the Pelvis. 


()©7OBER the 27th, 1729. I was ſent 


for about four a'clock in the afternoon, 

to the Wife of one of the Butlers in the 

Temple, living in Clare-Court, Drury-Lane; 
. The Membranes were broke, and the Wa- 
x ters in part run off about ſeven a'clock in 
1 the morning, at which time one Foot was 
a protruded out of the Uterus into the Vagina; 


but the Midwife ( thinking her ſelf capable 
of delivering the Woman, being in her own 
| „„ opinion 
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opinion very ſelf-ſufficient, although ſhe was 
very ignorant) would not at firſt ſend for 
aſſiſtance, ſo that it was near one a'clock 
before ſhe brought out the other Foot, and 
the reſt of the Body, as far as the Head, 
which ſhe was not able to extricate; ſo that 
when ſhe found all her endeavours ineffectual, 
I was at length ſent for. Upon my coming 
I found the Child protruded beyond the 
Shoulders, and hanging betwixt the Thighs, 
very cold, and it's Face turned towards the 
Hips of the Mother. I therefore immediatel 
took hold behind above the Shoulders with 
one Hand, and paſſed two Fingers of the 
other into the Mouth of the Child; and 
gently pulling, I by this method, in the 
ſpace of half a minute (after I had ſecured 
my hold) drew out the Head beyond the 
bones of the Pelbis, between which it was 
locked. The Child was dead; which was 
wholly owing to it's ſo long lying in that 
poſture ; for when a Child is brought Foot- 
ling, and happens to ſtop at the Head, if it 
is not ſoon extricated, it muſt certainly die 
from the compreſſure that 1s made about it's 
Neck by the Os internum and the circulation 
through the U7zbilical Veſſels being impeded 
by their compreſſure between the bones of 
the Pelvis and the Head of the Child. |

A Delivery with the Buttocks foremoſt, 


and dalb Hands ſunk down „ before 
them. 8890 „ 


VE NE the gth, 1729. I was 
fetched by the Husband of one Mrs. Mea- 
therbone, a Midwife, to a very poor Woman 
in Helmet Court, in the Strand. Upon my. 
coming, the Midwife told me that both 
Hands preſented : immediately I paſſed up 
my Hand, and found the Child coming dou- 
ble, with the Buttocks foremoſt, and both 
Hands thruſt down, one on each fide beyond 
the Hips, and the back of the Child towards 
the back of the Mother. I ſoon returned 
the Hands; and as the Paſſage was large, by 
the diſtance between the bones of the Pelvis, 
and the Buttocks ſunk into and engaged be⸗ 
tween them, I could not readily reach the 
Feet, which were bent upwards over the Os 
Pubis I therefore was of opinion that the 
Birth ſhould, be forwarded in the poſture it 
preſented ; for I could not bring down the 
Feet without danger of hurting either the 

Mother, 
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Mother, the Child, or both: wherefore 1 


adviſed the poor Woman to make the moſt 
of her Throws, by bearing ſtrongly down, 


and to retain her Breath, and recover it 


flowly when her Pains went off. By this 
method I found the Hips advanced at every 
Throw. I aflifted, indeed, at the ſame time, 


by dilating the Paſſage with my Hand, and 
in leſs than half an hour the Buttocks were 


protruded as far as the Labia Pudendi. 1 
then paſſed up a Finger into the Groin of the 


Child, and there bending it, I preſſed upon 


the Groin, and the next 'Throw brought out 


both the Hips: but as the Face of the Child 


was towards the Os Pubis of the Mother, I 
gently turned it towards the Inteſtinum Re- 


Frum, as I drew the Body forwards. When 


I had brought it as far as the Shoulders, I 
perceived it ſtuck above at the Head; I 
therefore, to make more room for the Head 
to paſs, brought down the Arms on each 
fide; and then clapping one Hand to the 
Breaſt of the Child, and the other behind 
over the Shoulders, I drew boldly towards 


me in a ſtrait line: at the fame time 1 


adviſed the Woman to aſſiſt by bearing 
ſtrongly down, and by this method every 
thing anſwered my expectation; the Head 
readily and immediately followed, and the 


Mother and others preſent had the pleaſure 


of finding the Child was alive, by it's briskly 
ery ing out ſoon after. I ordered the Mid- 
wife to tie the Navel - ſtring, whilſt 1 at 


the - 
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the ſame time took hold of it above with 
one Hand, and paſſed up the other to the 
Placenta; and then pulling gently, it readily 
ſunk down upon my Hand, and was ſoon 
brought away whole. 


TH1s caſe was attended with more diffi- 
culty than it need have been, from the ob- 
ſtinacy of the Mother, who ſaid, ſhe had 
had Throws all the day, but would not ſend 
for her Midwife ; nor did ſhe ſend, till the 
Membranes were broke, the Waters run off; 
and 'till the Hands and Buttocks were ſunk 
down, and the Uterus was cloſely contracted 
about the Fxtus ; all which was owing to the 
Mother's not ſending for her Midwife in time: 
for as ſoon as the Midwife found, by paſſing 
her Fingers, that .the Hands preſented, ſhe 
ſent for me. This is what Midwives ſeldam 
do; truſting too much to, and depending 
upon their own ſufficiency, which very often 
occaſions the loſs of the Child, and ſome- 
times of the Mother; and if not either of 
theſe, gives very great trouble and diffi- 
culty to the Man- mid wife. 
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E XCE 
The Placenta left in the Uterus. 
OFEMBER the 11th, 1729. A perſon 


came to me about twelve a 'clock, from 
FWild-ftreet, to deſire me to go to a Woman, 
whoſe Child was born about eight a clock. 
She had been twice at my houſe, and im- 
diately after her ſecond coming I came home, 
and being told of it, went there.; and put- 
ting my Hand to the Tabia, found the 
String hanging out between them with the 
Membranes, which were ſo contracted to- 
gether they ſeemed to be another String. | 
inſtantly paſſed up my Hand into the Va- 
gina, and found the Plxenta in part pro- 
truded into it: I then preſſed my Hand be- 
tween the Placenta and the Vagina forward 
into the Os internum and Uterns, to examine 
if it adhered to the Cerus; and finding it 
looſe, I took hold of it above with my Fin- 
gers, at the ſame time pulling the String that 
I had twiſted about two Fingers of my other 
Hand, and by this method ſoon brought it 
away "whole. The Midwife's ignorance in 
not > knowing how to pals her Hand, oc- 
caſioned 
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caſioned this uneaſineſs, the Placenta being 
retained only by the Uzerus and Os internum 
cloſely contracted about it, which ſtopped 
it's egreſs. 8 * 


THr1s proves that the immediate paſſing 
the Hand after the Child is born, is of very 
great advantage; for then the Urerus, ſo 
lately extended for the protruſion of the 
Child, is not fo ſoon contracted as to hinder 
it's paſſing ; but if this is delay'd for ſome 
time, both the Os internum and Uterns it ſelf 
are generally ſo contracted, that you cannot 
paſs your Hand without difficulty ; and the 
Placenta is ſo cloſely compreſſed that you 
cannot readily move your Hand to take hold 

of it. This therefore ſhould be a juſt cau- 
tion to Midwives, not to delay ( if they 

cannot bring it) to ſend early for help; 
which would prevent many unhappy conſe- 
quences, as great Floodings, &c. which ſome- 
times enſue from delays. | © DAR

the String torn away. 


: Vo EUER the 14th, 1729, I was. 
called upon about three a clock in the 
morning, to go — a poor Woman in Zutener's 
Lane, whoſe Child had been born ſome time 
before. The Midwife, in pulling the String 

too rudely to fetch the Placenta, had ſe- 
parated the String from it; and the Placenta 
remaining in the Uterus, was the occaſion of 
my being ſent for. I immediately upon my 
coming paſſed up my Hand into the Vagina, 
and found the Os internum very much cloſed 
and contracted, ſo that I could not readily 
paſs my Hand beyond it into the Urerus, 
which I likewiſe found ſo collapſed and 
contracted, that when I had got in my 
Hand, I could not readily move it. I en- 
deavoured to take hold of it with my Fin- 
gers, but it tore, as I pulled it towards me. 
I examined all round it with my Fingers, to 
find where it adhered, in order to ſeparate 
it, but I could not bring it away, only by 
picce-meal, and was at length forced to 
leave 
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leave ſome remnants : it adhered fo cloſely 
to the bottom of the Womb, that had I en- 
deayoured to bring thoſe remains away, I 
might very eaſily have hurt or tore the 
Womb with the ends of my Fingers; fo 
that I thought it more adviſeable to leave it 
to Nature; the remains generally coming away 
ia the time of Purgations, or when the 
Woman endeayours to make Water, or go 
to Stool; yet nothing ought to be left in 
the Uterus, if it can poſſibly be avoided, 
becauſe evil , conſequences may enſue: but 
on the other ſide, by moving the Hand too 
rudely in the Womb, there often ariſes In- 
flammation and Gangrene, and ſometimes 
the Woman dies. $ 


Tris is One among the many miſ- 
fortunes that attend a Man-midwife, when 
he is ſent for too late, proceeding from the 
Negligence, Supineneſs, Ignorance, or Self- 
ſuffciency of the Midwife; which laſt pre- 
vails in moſt of them, and is very often 
the occaſion of the loſs either of the Mo- 
ther, or Child, or ſometimes both; which 
miglit have been prevented, had a eg 
perſon been ſent for in time.

ND VE MBER the 15th, 1529. A man 


came to me a little before twelve a'clock 


at night, and deſired me to go to his Wife in 


Diſtaff-Lane, over againſt Cordwainers- Hall, 
Upon my coming there, the Midwife told 
me, that before the Membranes broke, the 
Child lay ſo high that ſhe could not feel 
any part of it; but ſoon after their breaking 
and the coming away of the Waters, the 
Buttoc ks, as ſhe thought, preſented, which 
| occaſioned her ſending for me. I thereupon 
immediately paſſed up the two Fore-fingers 
of my left Hand into the Vagina; but as the 
Child lay very high, I could only touch it 
with the ends of them, and could not ſo 
readily diſtinguiſn what part preſented ; 
wherefore I paſſed up my whole Hand into 
the Vagina (which may generally be done 
without any great pain to the Woman, when 
the parts haye been before diſtended by La- 
bours) , and there found, as the Midwife 
had before informed me, the Buttocks pre- 
yy | ſenting, 
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ſenting, and protruded beyond the Os inter- 
num, which was much dilated ; but the 
Woman's Throws were ſhort, and ſhe could 
not aſſiſt as ſhe ought, becauſe ſhe labour'd 
under an Aſthma and ſhortneſs of breath; 
nor could ſhe bear down ſo long as ſhe 
ought to have done; ſo that I was afraid 
the Child could not be protruded in the 
poſture it preſented, and that if it lay long 
in that condition, it would certainly die. I 
thought it adviſable (having endeavoured 
to promote the protruſion of the Child with- 
out any effect, by dilating the parts with my 
Hand when her Throws came upon her) to 
endeayour to alter the poſture, and bring 
down the Feet; for by this method the parts 
would not be ſo much extended as if it 
advanced double: I therefore paſſed the flat 
of my Hand againſt the Child's Buttocks, 
and returned them ſomewhat upwards from 
the parts where they were before engaged, 
and had now more room to move my Hand 
and reach down one of the Feet; and taking 
hold of the Ankle, I brought that Foot and 
Leg beyond the Os internum into the Vagina, 
and ſo on, without the Labia Pudendi and 
as the other Leg and Thigh were bent up- 
wards towards the Infant's Belly, I was the 
leſs ſollicitous about bringing That down, 
well knowing that the Hips will paſs by 
pulling at one Leg, eſpecially when 'tis not 
the firſt time of a Woman's Delivery. I 
lucrefore took hold of the Leg brought down 

Q with 
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with a ſoſt cloth, and pulled gently towards 
me, at the e time adviſing the Woman 
to aſſiſt by bearing ſtrongly down; by this 
method the Hips gradually came forwards; 
and when I had brought them beyond the 
Labia Padendi, 1 ſoon extricated the other 
Leg: but as the Child had not alter'd it's 
natural poſture whilſt in the Womb C the 
Head having not fell down, which is cuſto- 
mary, ſome time before the Birth) but was 
only ſunk down with it's Face towards the 
Os Pubis, and it's Toes turned upwards, I 
endeavoured, as I brought it forwards, to 
turn the Face towards the Anus of the Mo- 
ther; and by putting one Hand as high as 
1 could towards the Breaſt, and the other to 
the Back, as I pulled, I turned the Face to 
the Anus. I was now in hopes I had ſur- 
mounted my greateſt difficulty; but as 1 
drew it forward towards the Shoulders, I 
found it ſtuck above; wherefore I adviſed 
the Woman to aſſiſt me by bearing ſtrongly. 
down, whilſt T endeavoured to deliver her. 
The Child advanced very flowly, and the 
Shoulders being very large, 1 could not 
readily bring them down, neither could I 
paſs my Fingers above them to aſſiſt, becauſe 
the Parts by their largeneſs were kept upon 
full ſtretch ; however at length I brought 
them out ; and then taking hold with one 
Hand behind above them ( the other being 
put to the Breaſt) I brought out the Head. 
* Child was born alixe, but died. aber 
ter: 
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aſter: it's Death, as I judged, proceeded 
partly from the ſtreightneſs of the Paſſage 
(this Woman was very fat, by which the 
Vagina was very much ſtopped up) and 
partly from the largeneſs of the Shoulders 
and Head of the Child, ſo that it could not 
be brought out without difficulty.

| \/[OYV EMBER the 16th, 1729. A Petſon 
b WH *!' came to me about ſeven a'clock in the 
3 WH morning, deſiring me to go to a Barber's in 
J Eſex-ſtreet, to a Woman in Labour. I 
. found her upon my coming there, lying in 
c J ſtrong Convulſion-fit, and the Midwife 
told me that ſhe had had ſeveral before, and 
been ſtupid and ſenſeleſs for ſome time. I 
ſc. WW farther inquired of her how the Child pre- 
ſented, and if the Membranes were broke, 
and the Waters run off; but as ſhe gave an 
imperfe& account, I was the more deſirous 
of ſatisfying my ſelf, and therefore paſſed 
up the two Fore- fingers of one Hand, and 
found the Head of the Child funk low into

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the Vagina, and the Os internum preſſed dow l 


wich it, which was not dilated to the breadth 


of a Crown piece. As the Head was lodged 


in the bending: of the Os Coccygis, it was fo 
engaged there that it not could be moved 
forwards; neither could it make any preſſure 
upon the Os internum, which was unhappily 
carried down before it : her fits returning at 
every Throw, the poor Woman was ſo ſtupid 
and ſenſeleſs, that inſtead of aſſiſting by 
bearing down, ſhe contracted her ſelf, and 
drew the Child upwards. At firft I endea- 
voured to enlarge the opening of the Os 
internum, by paſling up the ends of my Fin- 
gers between it and the Child's Head, and by 
gently moving and ſpreading them I ſo far 
dilated the Os internum, that I was able to 
return the Head backwards, and to paſs my 
Hand all round it, it being ſunk down beyond 
the bending in the Os /acrum the Body of 
the Child was preſſed forwards to the Navel; 
I therefore endeavoured to return the Head 
by preſſing it backwards, that I might be 
able to turn the Child, and bring it by the 
Feet; but all my attempts were ineffectual, 
for it was now ſunk ſo low, I could no way 
move it backwards; beſides, I could not ke 

the Woman in any poſture fit to aſſiſt her 
in, ſhe being ſo very reſtleſs, and flinging 
herſelf from one ſide to the other; where- 
fore as I could not ſo far remove the Head 
as to come at the Feet, I attempted to bring 
it forwards in the poſture it preſented, and fo 


paſſed 
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paſſed up my Extractor on each fide, and 
after ſeveral eſſays fixed it about the Tem- 
ples and behind the Ears. Although a good 
many perſons held this Woman, yet could 
ſhe not be kept in any fit poſture, till at 
laſt, turning herſelf upon her Belly and 
Knees, I ſoon extricated the Head: in that 
poſture no parts are preſſed, and will more 
readily give way; the Body and other parts 
eaſily followed. I had judged from the pre- 
ceding difficulty that the Child muſt be dead, 
but was ſoon agreeably convinced of the 
contrary, by it's moving and crying out 
briskly. The Placenta 1 brought as uſual, 
only that as it ſtuck to the Fundus Uteri, I 
was obliged to ſeparate it with the ends of 
my Fingers: no flooding ſucceeded, and her 
N convulſive fits left her, but ſhe continued 
ſtupid and ſenſeleſs. I order'd her after her

in Labour. I met, when I came there, one 
Mrs. Harriſon, a Midwife of good character 


and underſtanding ; ſhe told me that the 
Child preſented with the Face foremoſt : I 
thereupon examined, and found it as ſhe 


repreſented; and as it was ſunk low and 


engaged between the bones of the Pelvis, I 
could not without bruiſing and hurting ſome 
parts of the Face, remove it, otherwiſe I 
would have done it, in order to haye hrought 
down the upper part of the Head, or to have 
turned the Child, and brought it by the 
Feet. I therefore encouraged the Woman, 
and recommended patience, adviſing her to 
make the beſt of her "Throws whenever they 
came on, by retaining her breath, and 
bearing ſtrongly down, whilſt I at the ſame 
time aſſiſted with my Hand by dilating the 
Paſſage, taking care not to hurt the Child's 
Face with my Fingers. By this method I 
found the Face come forward at every Throw, 
and in about half an hour I brought out the 
whole Head; but it ſtuck at the Shoulders, 
lo that I was forced to clap one Hand under 
the Chin, and the other behind in the Nape 
of the Neck, and then pulling boldly but 
cautiouſly forwards, 1 foon brought out the 
Shoulders, and the other parts readily fol- 
lowed. It proved a very luſty and lively 
Girl, I ordered the Midwife to make a Li- 
gature upon the Fanis Umbilicalis, whilft I 
a the ſame time took hold of it above with

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one Hand, and paſſed up the other to the 


Os internum, which I found very much con- 
trated, although it was ſo ſoon after the

Caution to perſons practiſing Midwifry, not 
to be too dilatory in bringing away the 
Placenta; for by doing it early, they would 
often ſave much trouble to themſelves, and 
pain to the Woman. I had ſome Trouble 
in paſſing my Hand through the Os inter- 
num, which lay high, into the Uterus: 1 
found the Placenta cloſely adhering to the 
bottom of the Womb, jo that I was forced 
to ſeparate it with my Fingers; which done, 
by gently pulling the String with my Hand 
that was without, the Placenta fell upon my 
other Hand that was within the Uzerus, and 
then I eg and ſoon brought it out.

under a large rupture at her Navel, ſor 
which I had ordered her a Truſs ; but as ſhe 
grew big and drew nearer her Reckoning, it 
could not be kept ſo cloſe as it ought to 
have been. She had likewiſe for ſome time 
laboured under a Cholick, Nauſea, and great 
pain in her Belly, for which 1 had ordered 
her ſeyeral Medicines; but calling upon her 
the morning above-mentioned, as I had done 
ſeveral times before, I then found her under 
true Labour- Pajns. I asked her Midwife, 
whom I found with her, if ſhe had Touched 


her; ſhe anſwer'd in the affirmative, and 


that the Os internum was ſomewhat open, 
and the Membranes were preſſed outwards 
by the Waters, but that ſhe could not feel 
any part of theChild ; wherefore I Touched, 
and found the Head preſenting, but lying 
high. I ordered a Cliſter to empty the R- 
Hum and make more room, and a Cordial, 

and then I left her, but called again about 
two of the Clock, when I touched her again, 
and found the Os internum more expanded, 
the Membranes with the Waters more ex- 
tended, and the Head ſunk lower. I then 
adviſed patience, and that ſhe ſhould not 
labour too much when her Throws came 
on, for fear ſhe ſhould by bearing too ſtrongly 
down, encreaſe her Rupture, and to keep 
her Hand flat upon the Navel whenever her 
Throws came on. Between five and fix 
her husband came to me again, deſiring me 
to go immediately with him; when I came, 
vin 5 | being 
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being informed that the Membranes were 
broke, and a large quantity of Water run off, 1 
touched her again, and found the inner Ori- 
fice looſe, and ſpread ſo wide as readily to 
admit my whole Hand: but the Head ſtill 
lying fo high, that it did not preſs againſt 
it, I thereupon paſſed up my whole Hand 
into the Yagina, and finding the Head lay 
toofe, and no ways engaged between the 
Bones of the Pelvis, I had reaſon to believe 
that the Child was ſtopped above by the 
broadneſs of the Shoulders; I now adviſed 
her to preſs down when-ever her Throws 
came on, at the ſame time ordering a perſon 
to keep a flat Hand preſſed againſt the Na- 
vel, whilſt I at every Pain preſſed, with the 
back of my Hand, againſt the Os Coccygis, 
and lower part of the Os Sacrum, in order 
to make more way, and dilate the Paſſage :

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gently lifting it off the bone, and drawing 
backwards, the Woman at the ſame time © 
bearing ſtrongly down when her Pains came 
on, I brought the hinder part of the Head 
more backward into the Vagina, and quite 
off from the Os Pubzis, and then the Crown 
gradually advanced to the Labia Pudendi, 
ſo that by the aſſiſtance of a few Pains I 
brought out the whole Head. I was then 
in hopes I had ſurmounted my greateſt Ob- 
ſtacle, wherefore, taking hold with one 
Hand under the Chin, and with the other 
behind at the Occiput, I pulled boldly to- 
wards me, in hopes that the Shoulders, and 
the reſt of the Body, would have readily 
followed ; but, to my ſurprize, I found it 
ſtopped above at the Shoulders, which ſtuck 
between the Os Pubis and the convex part of 
the Os Sacrum; however I got the fore Fin- 
gers of one Hand under the Arm- pit, and 
brought the Shoulder forwards, and at the 
ſame time pulling at the Head with my other 
Hand, I with ſome difficulty extricated the 
Shoulders, and the reſt of the Body readily 
followed. I then fetched the Placenta as 
uſual, which came away very eaſily. This 
Child was born dead, which I judge pro- 
ceeded from it's being ſo compreſſed at the 
Shoulders and Neck, about which, as I ſhould 
have before obſerved, the Navel-ftring was 
twiſted, but not ſo tight as to ſtrangle the 
Child, for I eaſily and readily. diſengaged 
and brought it oyer the Head; ſo that the

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death of the Child proceeded from the com- 5 
preſſure between the bones of the Pelvis. I 


mould likewiſe have taken notice before, 
that at my laſt coming, as ſoon as the Mem- 
branes were broke, the Funis Umnbilicalis had 
 Nipt out, and lay doubled in the Vagina; 

but as I came early, I very readily and caſily 
returned it, and with my Hand paſſed up, 
put it back ſo far, that it was never aſter 
thruſt down again ; for I never felt it again 
till the Head was protruded. This ſhews 
the advantage the Operator has by being 
either preſent at, or coming ſoon after the 
Membranes are broke, and before the Wa- 
ters are wholly diſcharged, after which, the 
Womb collapſes, and the parts are ſo corru- 
gated that one cannot paſs the Hand with- 
out difficulty, Obſerving the bigneſs of the 
Shoulders, my curioſity induced me to mea- 
ſure them; it meaſured eighteen Inches over 
the Breaſt in circumference, and was, I 
think, the largeſt Child I ever met with;

judged, ſhe found either a Hand or a Foot 
(being uncertain which) to preſent over the 
Head, and that the Membranes were not yet 
broke.

poſture is preſented. I ſhould have obſerved 
that this Head lay very forward over the Os 
Pubis, I now found that ſomething advanced 
backwards at every Throw, towatds the Os 
Sacrum, and at length found it to be a Foot, 
which I immediately, upon the breaking of 
the Waters, brought out, and paſſing up my 
Hand found the other, which I alſo drew 
forwards, and join'd them together; from 
hence I conchided that there muſt be two 
Children, becauſe *tis ſcarcely poſſible for 
one to be ſo bent as to preſent with the Head, 
one Hand and both Feet.

I was informed 
by the Midwife that ſhe had delivered her 
of One Child about fix hours before, and 
that ſhe found freſh Membranes thruſting 
forwards, and extended by the Waters con- 
tained in them, but ſhe could not reach any 
part of the Child, and that her Throws went 
entirely off aſter the Birth of the firſt Child, 
I therefore paſfed up my Hand well greaſed 
into the Vagina, where I found the Mem- 
branes extended and protruded as big as my 
fiſt, beyond the Os internum into the Yagina.

ANUARY the {5 1729-30. I was 
call'd upon to go to e on 
account of a Flooding after the Child and 


Placenta were brought away; I found the 
Woman very weak and low, and her Pulſe 
very languid. I examined the Placenta and 
| Mem- 
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Membranes, and found them whole; where- 
fore I judged the Flooding to proceed from 
either coagulated blood, or ſome other ſub- 
ſtance retain'd in, and diſtending the Uterus, 
by which the Mouths of the Veſſels before 
inoſculated into the Placenta, were kept open, 
and conſequently they poured blood into the 
Uterus. Aſter I had examined her, agree- 
able to my opinion, I found the Vagina in a 
great meaſure ſtopp'd up by coagulated 
blood, the Os internum kept open, and the 
Uterus ſomewhat diſtended by the ſame: I 
immediately took it out with my Hand, and 
cleared the Paſſage, whereupon the F lood- 
ing ſoon ſtopp'd, her Pulſe became fuller 
and ſtronger, and ſhe recovered her Spirits. 
The occaſion of this Flooding, as I judge, 
was, from the Placenta's being in part, if 
not wholly, ſeparated from the Uterns, and 
it's having been retained in it for ſome time 
after the Child had been born, and confe- 
quently the Uzerus could not ſo cloſely con- 
tract itſelf, as to ſtop up the Mouths of the 
Veſfels. This Cafe ſhould remind all per- 
ſons practiſing Midwifry, that, as ſoon as 
the Child and Placenta are brought away, 
They ſhould repaſs their Hand into the Ute- 
rus, and bring ane all Clots of hlood, or

 FEBRUART the 3d, 1729-30. I was 


about one of the Clock in the morning, 
fetched by three Women to a poor Woman 
living in Little Turn-Stile, Holborn, who 
had been ſeveral hours in Labour, and the 
Membranes were broke, and the Waters run 
off ſome time before : 'The Crown preſented, 
and although her Throws were ftrong and 
forcing, yet the Head did not adyance, but 
was ſtopp'd-by the narrowneſs of the Paſ- 
{age between the Os Sacrum and Pubis : 1 
paſs d up my Hand, well greas'd, into the 
Fagina, and found the Os internum ſpread 
wide, and opened ſufficiently to let the Head

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Feet ſtill farther, one of them flipt out of my

about it, and held it with one Hand, whilſt | 
I paſs'd up my other into the Vagina in ſearch 
of the Foot I had loſt, but I could not meet 
with it, it being lipp'd far back into the 
Uterus. I therefore drew forwards the Foot 
and Leg before brought out, and the But- 
tocks readily advanced, which I likewiſe. 
brought out, and then ſoon extricated the 
other Leg; upon which, I took hold above 
the Hips, and drew the Child out as far as 
the Shoulders, when, finding that it ſtuck 
above, to make a freer paſſage, I firſt brought 
down one Arm, and afterwards the other : I 
now clapp'd, as ufual, one Hand to the 
Breaſt, and took hold with the other behind, 
above the Shoulders, and endeavoured to 
draw out the Head : but that flicking, 1 
pals'd up two Fingers into the Mouth of the 
Child, and by preſſing upon the lower Jaw, 
and pulling at the fame time in a ſtrait line 
at the Shoulders, in a little ſpace of time I 
brought out the whole Head. I took hold 
of the Funis Umbilicalis with one Hand, and 
paſſed up the other into the Vagina, where I 
found the Placenta partly protruded beyond 
the Os internum, and wholly looſened 1 
the Crerus, ſo that I readily and quickly 
brought it out. The Child at firſt ſeem'd to 
be dead, but by proper applications ſoon

Burthens, having broke off two of the Strings; 
ſhe not knowing how to paſs her Hand to 
fetch them, and being call'd away to another 
Woman, had left her in this condition: an- 
other Midwife was ſent for, but ſhe would 
not attempt the bringing them away, fear- 
ing the poor Woman ſhould die, and her 
death be laid at her door; ſo that when I 
came 1 found the Woman in the agonies of 


Death, her whole mals of blood being drain'd 
away by the continual Flooding, occaſion'd 


by: the Womb's being kept diſtended by the 
After- 
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After-Burthens retain'd in the Uterus, and 
ſtopping up in ſome meaſure the Os inter- 
num finding the Burthens partly protruded 


into the Vagina, I immediately brought them 


out, and clear'd the Womb of all the Clods 
| of extravaſated Blood, upon which the Flood- 
| ing ſtopped; but the poor Woman's blood 


and Spirits were ſo much exhauſted before,

I was 
ſent for to a Woman in Deumark- Court, 
the Wife of a Stay-maker, about ſeven 
o'clock in the Evening. She had been in 
ſtrong Labour part of the preceding : night, 
and all that day, and the Funis Umbilicalis 
was ſlippꝰd down into the Paſſage before the 
Midwife could feel any part of the Child; 
She endeayour'd, as ſhe told me, to return 
and keep it up, but it fell down again at 
every Throw: When I came, I found the 
upper part of the Head ſunk low into the 
Vagina, with part of the Navel String dou- 
ble before it, and the Head, about the 
Temples, cloſe lock d between the bones;

oat one Foot and Leg, and the other is bent 
upwards, towards the Child's Belly, you 
need not / be ſollicitous about bringing that 
out, for by gently drawing the Leg brought 


down, the Hips will advance and come for- 


wards, as if it came with the Buttocks fore- 
moſt, eſpecially if the Woman aſſiſts by 
bearing ſtrongly down at the ſame time that 
you draw the Leg. I cannot implicitly ae- 
ceed to the opinion of moſt writers in Mid- 


wifry, which is, that the Placenta always 
adheres to the Fundus Uteri, for in this, aa

my left Hand into the Vagina, which I found 
in ſome meaſure ſtopp'd up with coagulated 
blood, this I removed, and then being able 
to touch the Os internum, I found it dilated 
wide enough to admit the ends of three or 
four Fingers, which I paſſed into it, and by 
ſpreading them endeavoured to dilate it:

Lion-Street; the Membranes were broke, and 
the Waters run off, and ſhe had been in La- 
bour about forty-eight hours; the Child's 
Head was ſunk low into the Vagina, and the 
Os internum preſſed down before it, but was 
not dilated wide enough to admit it's paſſing

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Throws, by beating ſtrongly down when 
they ſeized her; and the Head lying for- 
wards over the Os Pubis, and cloſely preſſed 
between the Bones, I thought it adviſable to 
paſs up one fide of my Extractor over the 
Os Pubis, between the Uterus and the Head 
of the Child, and fixing it in the Nape of 
the Neck, I endeavoured to lift the Head 
off from the Os Pubis, and to draw it for- 
wards, at the ſame time adviſing the Woman 
to aſſiſt by bearing ſtrongly down; by this 
Method I found the upper and back part of 
the Head gradually to come forwards and 
ſink lower toward the Labia, and by degrees 
brought it all out; I then took hold about 
the Ears, and by gently pulling, drew out 
the Shoulders, the reſt of the Body readily 
followed. I now ordered the Midwife to 
make a Ligature on the Funis Umbilicalis, 
whilſt I took hold with one hand on the 
String, and paſſed up the other through the 
Vagina into the Uterns, where I found the 
Placenta adhering cloſely to it; this I gently 
ſeparated with the ends of my Fingers, and 
brought it out whole. It proved a luſty 
boy, and ſurprized all that were preſent by 
it's crying out very briskly, they believing 
it to have been dead for ſome time paſt, ſince 
it had lain ſo long and cloſely preſſed in the 
Paſſage: as the back part of the Head was 
lomewhat bruiſed by the preſſure of the In- 
ſtrument againſt it, I ordered it to be embro- 
cated with Oil of Roſes as long as the Tu- 
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mour remained; this Medicine I have often 
found effectual upon ſuch like accidents,

The Delivery of a Fœtus of about fix 
Months, occaſioned by a precedent 
Flooding. 


PRIL the 1ſt, 1730. I was ſent for to 

a poor Woman in Knave's- Acre, the 
Wife of a Smith, ſhe was about fix Months 
gone with Child, and had been ſeiz'd with a 
Flooding ſome days before, for which her 
Midwife had, not long before, come to con- 
ſult me, when I ordered an aſtringent mix- 
ture to be taken three or four Spoonfuls now 
and then, and a quieting aſtringent draught 


to be taken at night, which I ordered to be 


continued every night, in caſe her Flooding 
did not ſtop, with orders to give me an account 
of her the next day, at the ſame time telling 
the Midwife, that, in caſe it continued, the 
only means left to ſave her life, was to deli- 
yer her; but as the Method I ordered had, 
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in ſome meaſure, the deſired effect for the 


preſent, I heard nothing farther for two or 


three days; but her Flooding returning again, 
her husband came to me, and defired I would 

go to her, which accordingly I did, and up- 
on examination found the Os internum not 
dilated enough to admit the end of one Fin- 
ger, and not eaſily to be dilated, wherefore 
I adviſed a Repetition of the Medicines be- 


fore preſcribed, and on the next day he 


called again to tell me, that the draining 
continued, but was not ſo violent; however, 
as ſhe became weaker, he deſired I would 
ſee her; I then found the Os internum as it 
was the precedent day, and as I could not 
dilate it with my Fingers, I adviſed a con- 
tinuance of the Mixture and Draught; on 
the third day the Midwife ſent me word, 
that the draining continued, but that the Os 
internum was dilated ſomewhat more than 
the precedent day, which gave me encou- 
ragement to hope that I might dilate it wide 
enough to paſs my Hand and bring the Fæ- 
tus. Upon my Touching, I found an open- 
ing large enough to admit the end of three 
Fingers, wherefore I endet Vour' d to dilate it 
with my Fingers, and ſtretching them wide 
from each other, I got in my Thumb, and 
afterwards my whole Hand: 'The firſt thing 
I met with was part of the Placenta ſeparated 
from the Uterus, and paſſing my hand by it, 
| felt the Child encloſed in the Membranes, 
and floating in the Waters: I readily broke 
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the Membranes with my Fingers, and paſſing 
my Hand within them, ſoon met with a Leg, 
which I drew out, and taking hold of it 
with a ſoft Cloth, I gently pull'd towards 
me, at the ſame time adviſing the Woman to 
aſſiſt by bearing ſtrongly down, and by this 
method I preſently drew out the Fetus whole 
and entire; I was indeed afraid, as it was 
very tender, that the Limbs would have 
ſeparated from the Body. The Placenta 
readily. followed, being before, in part, if 
not wholly, ſeparatod from the Iterus, the 
Flooding fopp'd immediately "py ond Ons 
livery.

[ endeayoured to looſen it with the ends of 
my Fingers, beginning at that part where it 
adhered leaſt; yet, after much pains and 
trouble, I could only bring it by Piece-meals, 
it adhered ſo ſtrongly to the Uterus; and at 
laſt ſome. ſmall remains were left, which I 
judge to be.of much lefs danger than tearing

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CASE CXX. 
A Flooding. 


APE IL the 8th, 1730. one Mrs. Good- 

ing, a Nidwife, came to me about eight 
o'clock in the morning, and deſired me to 
go with her to the Wife of a Carrier, who 
had been ſix or ſeven days before ſeized on 
a ſudden with a violent Flooding, but by 
the Uſe of ſome Remedies it was ſtopp'd for 
the preſent, which encouraged her to ven- 
ture to trayel in the Waggon with her Huſ- 
band; ſhe. was about ſeven Months gone 
with Child, and was again ſeized about two 
or three of the Clock in the morning, and 
had loſt a very large quantity of blood; fo 
that when I came, I found her extreamly low 
and weak ; I could not diſcern either pulſa- 
tion or vibration in the Arteries ; ſhe had no 
ſenſe or motion, and a general coldneſs all 


over her body, with clammy cold ſweats, ſo 


that every thing threatned her diſſolution : 
but as ſhe ſtill breath'd (which was the only 


remaining ſign of life) I was of opinion that 


an immediate Delivery ought to be attempted, 
for certain Dcath muſt haye been the conſe- 
quence, 
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quence, had it been deterr'd any longer, and 
certainly, in ſuch deplorable Caſes, a doubt- 
ful attempt is better than none, eſpecially as 
we have often found perſons that haye reco- 
vered, and that were ſnatch'd out of the Jaws 
of a ſeeming approaching Death, by a ſpeedy 
Delivery. I therefore gave my Opinion to 
her Husband and others preſent, that ſhe 
ſhould be inſtantly delivered, whereupon 
the whole conduct was left to me: I there- 
fore immediately paſſed up my Hand into 
the Vagina to the Os internum, which I found 
dilated wide enough to admit the ends of my 
Fingers, which I paſſed into it, and by. 
moving and . ſtretching them one from the 
other, endeayoured to dilate it wide enough 
to paſs 1n my whole Hand, which, by this 
Method, I foon effected: The firſt thing I 
met with was the Placenta, which, upon my 
irſt paſſing my Hand, I found partly pro- 
truded out beyond the opening of the Os in- 
ternum ; this I put aſide with my Fingers, 
and paſſing my Hand farther into the Me- 
u, I met with the Membranes extended with 
the Waters, and the Child floating in them;

AY the 16th, 1730. I was ſent for 
about ſeyen o'Clock in the Evening, to 
a Gentlewoman the Wife of Mr. M-—k, a 
Counſellor : The Midwife, about half an 
hour before I came, had delivered her of a 
Child, but was foiled in bringing away the 
Placenta, for the Os internum contracting 
immediately after Delivery, and the middle 
part of the Placenta lying flat and oppoſite 
to the Opening, it could not readily come 
away; and as it was wholly ſeparated from 
the Urerus, by remaining in it, the Uterus was 
ſo far kept diſtended that the Mouths of the 
Veſſels before inoſculated into the Placenta, 
continually poured out the blood brought by 
them into the Womb, and of conſequence a 
great Flooding enſued : 1 found the Patient 
had loſt a large quantity of blood before 1

lis, and before the Waters were wholly run

Reputation, and the ſaſety of many Women, 
but more Children.

A Placenta left, and the Funis Umbi- 
licalis broke off. _ | 


N the 29th, 1730. I was call'd up 
about four o'Clock in the morning to 
go to a poor Woman in St. Giles's; but be- 
fore I got there the Child was born, and the 
Midwife in endeavouring to bring away the 
Placenta, by too rudely pulling the String, 
had broke it off cloſe to the Placenta. Im- 
mediately I paſs'd up my Hand into the 
Vagina, which 1 found choak'd up with 
coagulated blood; this I removed, and then 
paſſing my Hand forwards, I found the Os 
Tincæ very much contracted, and the Pla- 
centa lying wholly within the Womb, from 
whence I concluded that it adhered in ſome 
part; I therefore endeavour'd to get my Hand 
within the Womb, which with ſome diffi- 
culty J effected, where I found the Placenta 
cloſely adhering, which put me under a 
neceſſity. of paſſing my Fingers between it 
and the Uteras, in order to ſeparate or peel it 
from the Uteras, like as Dough from a Board, 

beginning at that part where it ſtuck leaſt; 


but 
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but as it adhered very cloſely, I was forced 
to thruſt the ends of my Fingers into it, and 
to bring it away by Piece-meals, and was 
at laſt obliged to lea ve ſome ſmall remnants, 
which adhered ſo very cloſe to the Uteras, 
that I could not remove them without danger 
of hurting the Womb, which might have 
occaſion'd an Inflammation, and other very 
ill conſequences; ſo that of two evils I was 
willing to ſhun the greater, for generally 
thoſe remnants come away, without any great 
trouble, with the Cleanſings.

when I came, all but the Head was pro- 


| truded beyond the Labia Pudendi, but that 
ſtuck above, although the Midwife had pul- 
led ſo ſtrongly, that ſhe had near ſeparated 
the Body from the Head. The occaſion of 
the Child's being ſtopp'd at the Head, was, 
as I judged, from the Face being turn d up- 
ward towards the Os Pubis, and the Chin's 


falling over the ſaid bone: The Midwife be- 


ing ignorant, did not take care to turn it 
towards the Spine of the Mother as the Body 
advanced; I therefore immediately paſs'd 
up one Hand to the, Head, and endeavour'd 
to move the Head off the Os Pubis, and 
preſs it more backwards into the Vagina, 
which ſo far ſucceeded to my Wiſh, that by 


gently pulling at the Shoulders, I brought | 


it out in a minute's time; this ſurprized all 
that were preſent, becauſe the Midwife had 
been working above an hour without making 


any advance. I had indeed ſome difficulty 


in bringing away the Placenta, which adhered 
to the bottom of the Womb, and I was at 
laſt obliged to bring, it by pieces; for one 
piece ſeparated from the other upon the leaſt 
pulling : however, I at length brought all 
away, and clear'd the Womb. Had I been 
there carly,. at.the firſt falling down of the 
Feet, I might very probably have ſaved the 
life of the Child, and more readily and eaſily 


brought away the Placenta but Self- ſuffi⸗ 


ciency, join d with an idle notion that they. 
X ſuffer 
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ſuffer in their Character if they ſend for a 
Man's aſſiſtance (when they meet with a dif- 
ficult Labour) generally prevents moſt Mid- 
wives from ſending early, by which they too 
often endanger the lives both of Mothers and 
Children, and give no ſmall trouble to the 
Man-midwife.

'UNE the 7th, 1730. I was s deſired to 
lt 1 go to a poor Woman in Hblles-Street 
( near Clare-Market, about ſix o'Clock in the 
Evening: one Child had been born the pre- 
ceding night, and the Midwife upon paſſing 
up her Hand to fetch the Placenta, found 
ſome Membranes forced forwards to the Os 
internum, whereupon ſhe made a Ligature 
upon the Umbilical Veſſels of the Child born: 

The Membranes of the ſecond Child broke 
early in the morning, and all her Pains went 
off, wherefore I judged the Child to preſent 
in a wrong poſture, and — paſſing up 
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* my Hand, I found one Foot protruded be- 
yond the Os internum, which I immediately 
drew forwards, and then paſs'd it up again 
in ſearch of the other, which I found bent 
pwards towards the Belly, and as the parts 
were dilated by the birth of the former Child, 
I was not ſollicitous about fetching down that 
Leg, and therefore taking hold with a ſoft 
Cloth about the Ankle before brought out, 
adviſing the Woman to aſſiſt by bearing 
ſtrongly down, I drew forwards: in a ſtrait 
line, and in a ſhort time brought out the 
Hips; and then taking hold above the Hips, 
I gently drew the Body forwards, but find- 
ing that it ſtuck above,. I paſſed. up my 
Hand, and dilating the Os internum, which 
cloſely environed the Head, I brought, down 
the Arms; and then, as uſual, clapping one 
Hand to the Breaſt, and the other behind 
above the Shoulders, I pull'd boldly, and 
the Head ſoon ſlipp'd out beyond the Os in- 
ternum, into the Fagian, and ſo on beyond 
the Labia Pudendi: I then paſſed up my 
Hand in order to bring away the After-bur- 
thens, for I found there were two, entirel 
ſeparated the one from the other; that of the 
firſt Child was wholly ſeparated from the 
Uterus, and partly. protruded into the V.

UNE the 19th, 1730. A Barber near 
the Horſe-ferry, Weſtminſter, came to 
me about twelve o'Clock, to deſire me to go 
to his Wife, who had been in Labour about 
two days, and the Midwife ſent me word by 
him, that the Child preſented with one Arm, 
and that the Navel-ſtring was protruded out 
of the Yagina: When I came there I found 
It as before repreſented, and thoſe parts had 
lain in the Paſſage for ſome hours; upon 
examining the Navel-ſtring I could not feel 
any pulſation in it, wherefore I judged the 
Child to be dead, and upon paſſing my Hand

I was deſired to go 
to a poor Woman behind St. Clement's 
Church; between five and fix in the Morning, 
She had been delivered of one Child the 
evening before, and tne Midwife had made 
a Ligature upon the end of that part of the 
Navel-ſtring which adhered to the Placenta, 
but ſhe told me ſhe could not feel any part 
of the Child remaining in the Uterus ; where- 
fore · I paſs'd up my Hand into the Vagina, 
where I found the Membranes very much 
preſs'd forwards, and extended by the Wa- 
ters contain'd in them, but 1 could not feel 
any part of the Child; I therefore judged 
that it would preſent in a wrong Poſture,

I found the Child preſenting with one Foot,

Uthe 12th, 17 30. about one o'Clock 
in the Morning, I was deſired to go to a 
poor Woman in Sheer-Lane the Midwife had 
brought out the Head beyond the Labia 
Pudendi, about two hours before I came, 
but with all her endeavours could not get 
the Child any further, it ſticking at the 
Shoulders: by her pulling ſhe had ſo ftretch'd | 
the Vertebræ, and tore the fleſh of the Neck, 
and ſo bruis'd the Head, that it was almoſt | 
ſeparated from the Body.

again into the Arm-pits, and endeavoured 


to bring the Shoulders forwards, but the 


Arm before torn, being now ſeparated from 
the Body, ſlipp'd out, as did likewiſe the 


other Arm. The Mother was in imminent 


danger, and as I had no further regard to the 
Child, I took a Hook and paſſed it up, 
taking care that the point ſhould not hurt 
the Woman, and then thruſt it in between the 


Ribs; but by pulling, the parts gave way: 


I fixed it a ſecond time in the Belly, and 
then with one Hand pulling the Hook, and 
aſſiſting with my other, I found the Body 
to adyance, and the Hips, which before ſtuck 
above between the bones, came forwards, 
and by this Method I ſoon brought out the 
Trunk, Hips, Thighs, and Legs beyond 
the Labia Pudendi.

A Delivery where the Head preſented, 
but was ſtopp'd above by the Os 
Sacrum being bent inwards, ſtrait- 
ning the Paſſage between it and the 
Os Pubis. 


HE ſame day I was ſent for, about fix 
o'Clock in the morning, to a poor 
Woman the Wife of a Butcher near Leather- 
Lane. I found that her Membranes were 
broke, and the Waters run off, and that the 
upper part of the Head preſented, but lay 
high up, preſs d between and againſt the Os 
Sacrum and Os Pubis; her Throws were 
weak, and the Waters continually dribbling. 
I therefore adviſed patience, and for that 
time ordered a Clyſter, and an Opiate 
Draught after it, in hopes, that when the 
dribbling of the Waters ceas'd, her Throws 
would grow ſtronger, and if her Labour did 
not advance, that ſhe ſhould let me know in 
ſix or eight hours; and about two o Clock 
that day, the ſame perſon came to me again 
and told me, that the poor Woman had for 
og ; two 
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twoor three hours before had ſtrong Throws, 
but that the Midwite obſerved no great ad- 
vantage from them, the Head advancing 
very little. I was deſired to go again becauſe 
ſhe was afraid that ſhe could not deliver her; 
I therefore weat ſoon after, and found ver 
little Alteration from the rime I before ſaw 
her, and upon paſſing my Hand I found the 
Head cloſely preſs'd between the Os Sacrum 
and the Os Pubis, and an indentation made 
on one ſide of the Skull by the bending in- 
wards of the Os Sacrum her Throws were 
then very ſtrong, and ſhe aſſiſted by bearing 
down ſtrongly, as often as they came upon 
her, and I endeavour'd to aſſiſt by putting 
my Fingers between the Os Sacrum and the 
Head .of the Child, and at the inſtant her 
Throws came on, I preſsd the back part ofthem 
againſt the Os Coccygis, to make more room 
for the Child to avs ; I likewiſe endeavour'd 
to bring the Head downwards by drawing 
my Fingers outwards as often as her Throws 
came on; hut after ſeveral Eſſays, finding 
no Advantage from this Method, I withdrew 
my Hand; and taking one Cheek of my 
Extractor, J paſs'd it up on one ſide, and 
fixing it near the right ear of the Child, I 
preſs'd againſt the Head, and drew forwards 
as often as her Throws came, adviſing her 
to bear ſtrongly down, and to hold her breath 
as long as ſhe could, and not to draw it in 
too quick, but ſlowly ; whilſt, at the ſame 
time, I paſſed. up the Fingers of my other 
_ Hand 
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Hand on the contrary ſide, and aſſiſted by 
preſſing my Fingers againſt the Skull, and 
drawing it outwards: By this Method I 
found the Head to advance gradually at 
every Throw, and in a ſhort time it ſunk {6 
low, that the upper and hinder part came 
down, and appeared without the Zabia: I 
then adviſed the Woman to aſſiſt by bear- 
ing ſtrongly down, and withdrew my In- 
ſtrument, and endeayour'd to dilate the Paſ- 
ſage, by paſſing the ends of my Fingers up 
between the Labia and the Child's Head; by 
this method I ſoon. brought out the whole 
Head; when I ſoon found that the Funis 
Umbilicalis was cloſely girt and twiſted about 
the Child's Neck; and as the Head advanced 
the String of courſe was more contraQed 
about the Neck ; I therefore immediately 
divided it, and drew out the Child ; but 
notwithſtanding this early precaution the 
Child was born dead, which was wholly 
owing to the cloſe contraction of the Navel- 
ſtring round the Neck of the Child ; for the 
Face was very black, like to a perſon hanged. 
The Placenta came away very readily by 
only gently pulling the String, as is utual in 
ſuch Caſes, where it is twiſted about the 
Neck, or any other part, for it's being ſo 
twiſted takes up a great deal of the length of 
the String, and conſequently as the Child 
ad vances forwards, the Placenta is drawn for-

A Placenta left in the Uterus. 


ULY the 17th, 1730. I was ſent for in- 
to Little Drury-Lane, to fetch away an 
After-burthen ; the Midwife had delivered 
the Child about half an hour before I came, 
but could not bring the Placenta ; for as ſhe 
was ignorant in the Method of paſling her 
Hand into the Uterus, up to the Body of 
the Placenta, to examine whether it adhered 
to it, ſhe had only pulled by the end of the 
string which hung out, and ſo had very 
near broke it off cloſe to the Placenta; for 
upon my pulling it very gently, it ſeparated 
and came away; and as ſhe had made no 
Ligature upon the end of the String, an 
Hemorrhage had enſued, and the Woman 
had loſt a large quantity of blood: Imme- 
diately I paſs'd up my Hand to the Os in- 
ternum, which I found much contracted and 
cloſely embracing part of the Placenta, 
which was forced down below it; but the 
much larger part remain'd behind in the 
Uterus I had ſome difficulty to get my 
Hand within the Uzeras, to examine whether 
it 
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it adhered, and to get my Fingers beyond it 
up to the Fundus; which when I had effected, 
1 ſeparated it where it ſtuck, and drew it 
out with my Hand; whereupon the Flood- 
ing immediately ſopp'd.. Midwives very 
ofren depend too much on their, own judg- 
ment, and think themſelves ſelf-ſufficient, ſo 
that they poſtpone ſending for help in time, 
whereby the poor Women become Victims 
to their ignorance or ſelf· conceit.

I was Jellies) to 
go, about nine o'Clock in the Morning, 
to a Woman in Compton-Street, St Année 's: 
the Membranes were broke, and the Waters 
had paſs'd off about three 0 Clock, and the 
Midwife being ignorant in the Method of 
Touching, was not able to inform me how 
the Child preſented, no part being protruded 
into the Vagina beyond the Os Tincæ; and 
when I came, which was in leſs than an 
hour, upon examination I found the Os in- 
ternum 
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ternum very largely dilated, and the upper 
part of the Head lying within it, cloſely 
preſs d againſt the Os Sacrum and the Os 
Pubis : Ihe Woman was very weak, partly 
from a preceding illneſs, and partly from the 
loſs of blood which. came away at every

into the Vagina, and found the Head placed 
as beforementioned, but as it was only preſsd 
againſt, not lock d between the Bones, I eaſily 
moved it, by prefling it backwards and up- 
wards, and ſo got room to paſs my Hand in 
ſearch of the Feet, one of which I readily

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The Funis Umbilicalis was got between the 
Legs, ſo that had I drawn the Child for- 
wards I had endangered it's Life, either by 
breaking the String, or by it's being ſo much 
preſs'd as to ſtop the Circulation; I there. 
fore took hold of the Navel-ſtring with one 
Hand, and having hold of the Foot with the 
other, I bent the Leg a little, diſengaged 
the String, and brought it over the Leg: 
The Toes were at firſt turned forward to- 
wards the Os Pubis, which often happens 
when you are forced to fetch the Child by the 
Feet; in order to prevent any inconvenieney 
which might have enſued by it's advancing 
with the Face towards the Mother's Belly, I 
turned the Toes as I drew the Child forwards, 
towards the Back of the Mother, and readily 
brought it out beyond the Labia Pudendi, 
without paſſing up my Hand to bring down 
the Arms; the Vagina being large, and the 
Os internum very widely dilated.

Bones of the Cheek gave way, ſo that I was 
forced to withdraw it; and paſſing it up 
gain, I fix'd it more deeply and ſtrong- 
ly, and had then better ſucceſs; for, upon 
pulling the Hook with one Hand, whilſt I 
tew down the Shoulders with the other, I 
bad the pleaſure to find the Head came for- 
vards from between the bones, (Where it

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had been ſo long and ſo ſtraitly compreſs d 
and in a ſhort ſpace of time I brought it out 
beyond the Labia Pudendi. The Placenta 
readily followed, being in part protruded

I was told that the 
Membranes were broke, and that the Wa- 
ters had continued dribling at every Throw 
for about thirty hours; upon examination I 
found the Os Tince dilated as broad as the 
Palm of my Hand; it was very lax, and 
ready to give way to the Head, had her 
Pains been ſtrong and forcing : She com- 
plain'd of a pain and uneaſineſs all over her, 
and her Labour- ſeeming Pains were only 
grinding Pains in her Back which forced very 
little forwards or downwards, and ſhe was 
much diſpirited: As the Head, preſented and 
lay high up and looſe, I adviſed patience and 
ordered her a carminative Clyſter, and an 
opiate Draught, to be taken after it, with a 
Cordial Julap, of which ſhe was to take 
three or four ſpoonfuls now and then, if faint 
or low ſpirited, A Clyſter not only makes

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more room, by freeing the Redtum from the 
excrements contained in it, but very much 
forwards the Delivery, by putting the Muf. | 
cles and Uteras in Motion, by it's irritation: 
An Opiate quiets and takes off thoſe falſe and 
irregular Pains which often afflict Women, 
and are more inſupportable than the true and 
genuine Throws in Labour; and a Cordial 
gives new Vigour, and ſupports their Spirits, 
I took my leave for that time, with a pro- 
miſe of coming again if occaſion required; 
and about fix hours after the Nurſe came to 
me in a great hurry, telling me, that thc 
Child was born, but that the Midwife was 
foiled in her attempts to fetch away the Pla- 
centa I thereupon went again immediately, 
and upon examination found the Placenta 
wholly ſeparated from the Nerus, and partly 
protruded without the Os Tincæ into the 
Vagina, which was cloſely contracted about 
it: and as the Midwife was both ignorant of 
the cauſe of it's being retain'd, and the Me-.

40 UST the 15th, 17 30. I was ſent for 
to a Woman in Maiden-Lane near Co- 


vent-Garden She had been ſeiz'd with a 


feveriſh indiſpoſition about two days before, 
which, notwithſtanding all remedies, had 
encreas'd upon her ; and ſome hours before I 
had been ſent for, ſhe had been ſeiz'd with 
violent Convulſions, which had deprived 
her of all ſenſe and ſpeech ; ſhe had been 
let blood and taken a Clyſter before I ſaw 
her, with other remedies : Upon examina- 
tion I found the Os internum dilated wide 
enough to admit the ends of my four Fin- 
gers, and the upper part of the Head of the 
Child preſenting firſt within the Uzerus, and 
ſhe was gone her full reckoning. I repre- 
ſented the great danger ſhe was in to her

henſive that it might prove a loſt caſe, and 
he might ſomewhat ſuffer in his Character;

gives an honeſt and juſt Prognoſtick, and

of a Cordial Hyſterick Julep, and a Plaiſter 
of Galbanum to her Navel: I then left her 
for that time, and call'd again about ten 


Aok in the morning, and was told that 
ſhe 
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me had continued in the ſame ſtate I left 
her, and that they could not make her take 
any thing; however I found her pulſe much 
better, and more diſtinct, and not ſo flutter- 
ing: I then ordered a bliſter to be applied to 
the Neck, and another to each Arm, with a 
continuance of the former Preſcription, and 
the addition of Sp. C. C. per /e to be given to 
twenty or thirty drops now and then in any 
Vehicle; but upon my calling the next 
morning, I was informed that ſhe died a few

I there- 
fore adviſed patience, and ordered her a l 
carminative Clyſter, and an Opiat Draught, 
with orders to repeat the latter ſix hours after, | 
in caſe the firſt did not anſwer; this was the 
Method which Dr. Chamberlain | the: moſt 
noted Practitioner in Midwifry in his time in 
England] always [purſued where the pains 
were irregular or weak, and the Labour was 
lingring ; it being his opinion, that forcing 
Medicines did more harm than good, which 
I have always found verified in my own 
practice. I left her for this time, and called 
again between eleven and twelve o'Clock the 
next day, to know the Iſſue; the Midwife 
then inform'd me, that the Head was ſunk 
much lower, the Os Tincæ ſpread wider, 
that her Throws came on much ſtronger, and 
that ſhe hoped to deliver her in a ſhort time;

Placenta : 1 found another Child very high 
in the Iterus contained in the Membranes, 
and ſwimming in it's Waters, but lying croſs, 
with one Hand firſt preſenting; had I left it 
to advance farther, it muſt have come in a 
wrong poſture, which I always prevent by 
immediately fetching the Child; nor is there 
any danger, for where the Paſſage has been 
before dilated by a preceding birth, I have 
always purſued this Method with ſucceſs, un- 
leſs the Head was fallen before very low in- 
to the Paſſage, and the Throws ſtrong.

ping before both the Child and Placenta were 
brought away, for as long as the Uterus was 
kept diſtended by them, the mouths of "5

which then wholly adhered to the Uteras, 
but was now in part or wholly; ſeparated 
from it] would: continually pour the blood 
into the Womb, ſo that the whole maſs 
would be exhauſted, nnleſs ſne was deli- 
vered: Then indeed the Womb would con- 
tract and be collapſed, by which the Mouths 
of the Veſſels are ſtopped, and the Flooding 
generally ceaſes.

Fo R the moſt part, when the Membranes 
are thruſt out in a long form, like a gut in- 
flated, and not broad or round; and no part 
of the Child [ upon paſſing up the Fingers or 
Hand] can be felt, it preſents in a wrong 
poſture, I had in this caſe the advantage of 


being early ſent for, before the Membranes 


were broke, the Waters paſſed off, or the 
Womb collapſed and contracted about the 
Child, ſo that I could readily paſs my Hand 
into the Uterus, and there eaſily move it to 
turn the Child: Whereas, on the contrary, 
if the Man-midwife is ſent for ſometime after 
the Membranes are broke, and the Waters 
paſſed off, the Uzerus is left dry, and it na- 
turally contracts itſelf cloſe about the Child, 

ſo conſequently the Operator meets with more 
dificulty in turning and moving his Hand to 
bring it out. This too often proceeds from 
the ignorance or ſelf-ſufficiency of the Mid- 
wife, who either not Knowing how to behave

SEPTEMBER the 3d, 1730. I was 
& ſent for to College-Court, Weſtminſter, 
where I found a poor Woman extremely 
weak and low ſpirited, and I ſmelt an un- 
uſual ſtink: The Membranes were broke, 
and the Waters run off many hours before 1 
came; the Pudendum and Vagina appeared 
upon examination much ſwelled, were ver 
hot and dry, and the upper and hinder part 
of the Head was ſunk down within leſs than 
an Inch of the Labia; it was fo cloſely em- 
braced that the bones at the Sutyres were 
preſs d oyer one another, and ſo much, that

which generally affords a ſure hold, and will 
not eaſily lip : But as I had not thruſt the 
ſides of my Extractor far enough, the Head, 
upon pulling, gave way, and they ſlip'd 
out; I therefore paſſed them a ſecond time, 
but farther up, by which J gained ſo ſure 
hold, that by pulling ſtrongly I drew. out, 
with ſome Difficulty, the upper and hinder 


part of the Head beyond the Labia, and with 


my Hands drew out the remainder; finding 
it ſtick at the Shoulders, I clapped one Hand 
under the Chin, and the other to the Nape 
of the Neck, then boldly pulling and ſhaking 
the Head, 1 got out the Shoulders, the reft 
of the Body readily followed.

A Printer in 
Gray's=-Iun-Lane came to me about nine. 
0'Clock at Night, to deſire me to go to his 
Wife, who was in Labour, and whom I had 
delivered about two years before; at this 
time the Child came with it's Legs lying a- 
ARS ; crots 
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croſs the Os internum, ſo that at firſt, having 
only paſs'd up my two Fore-fingers, I was 
at a loſs to know what parts preſented ; but 
paſſing my whole Hand I ſoon diſtinguiſh'd, 
and found that the firſt parts T met with were 
the Shins of both Legs, which were ſo ſmall 
I was in doubt whether I felt the Legs or 
the Arms, but upon examining further I 
found the Feet; theſe I brought out, and 
having got hold of them with a warm Cloth, 
I drew them forwards, taking care at the 
ſame time to turn the Toes towards the Os;

()<7OBER the 15th, 1730. I was ſent 
for, between eight and nine in the 
Evening, to a poor Woman in Labour in 
Church-Court near St. Martin's Church: up- 
on the breaking of her Membranes, the Mid- 
wife found one Elbow preſenting firſt, and 
protruded into the Vagina, whereupon ſhe 
immediately deſired my help, and endea- 
vour'd to return, or, at leaſt, retain the Arm 
that it ſhould not fink further down: When 
I came, ſhe told me that the poor Woman 
had not had any return of her 'Throws from 
the time that the Membranes broke, and the 
Waters run off, which I was well-pleas'd to 
hear, becauſe had forcing Pains came on, the 
Arm would have been driven lower down, 
and the Shoulder more cloſely engaged be- 
tween 
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tween the bones of the Pelvis, which would 
have added to the difficulty of either return. 
ing the Arm back again, or paſling the 
Hand by the Shoulder into the Uterus, to 
turn the Child and reach the Feet. Upon 
paſſing my Hand into the Vagina, I found 
the Arm lying bent in it, but wholly pro- 
truded beyond the Os internum, which was 


cloſely contracted about it, ſo that I was 
forced to dilate the Os internum before 1 


could return the Arm; which done, I paſſed 
my Hand within the Urerus, and the firſt 
part I met with was the Shoulder; this I 
puſh'd upwards, and ſo made way to paſs 
my Hand forward in ſearch of the Feet; I then 
met with the Head lying on one fide, bent 
towards the other Shoulder, and all the parts 
were ſo huddled together, that I could not 
readily get hold of either Leg or Foot; at 
length I met with one Knee, and flipping my 
Hand down the Leg, I got hold of the Foot 
and brought it intothe Vagina I paſſed in my 


HFHland again in ſearch of the other Foot, which 


I found bent upwards towards the Child's 
Belly, and it was not an eaſy matter to 
bring it out; I therefore took hold of the 
Leg before brought out with a ſoft Cloth, 
and adviſed the Woman to aſſiſt by bearing 
ſtrongly down, whilft I at the ſame time 
drew the Leg outwards, by which Method 
I found the Hips to advance and fink into 
the Vagina; and as ſoon as I was able, I 
paſs d up a Finger into the Groin of the 2 
b that 
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that was bent upwards, and preſſing there, 
whilſt I pull'd the other Leg, I ſoon ex- 
tricated the Hips, and taking hold above 
them, I brought out the Body almoſt to the 
Shoulders; the Child ſtuck at the Shoulders, 
which obliged: me to bring down the Arms, 
and then clapping one Hand, as uſual, Aat 
to the Breaſt, and the other behind over the 
Shoulders, I endeayour'd to bring down the 
Head; but as the Paſſage was much ſtrait- 
ned by the Convexity of the Os Sacrum, the 
Head was ſtopped above at the Temples: I 
now paſſed; one Finger into the Child's 
Mouth, and preſſing upon the lower Jaw at 
the ſame time that I pull'd at the Shoulders, 
I ſtroye to draw down the Face, and bring 
out the Head, which, at laſt, with great 
difficulty, and not without apprehenſions of 
ſeparating it from the Body, I brought out 
whole ; but the Child was dead : The Pla- 
centa readily followed, being wholly ſepa- 
rated from the Uterus, and partly protruded 
into the Vagina.

A Flooding after a Miſcarriage. 


OE BER the 18th, 1730. a Carpenter 

near Rufſel-Court in Drury-Lane came 
to me, and deſired I would go to his Wife, 
who judged herſelf to be nine or ten Weeks 
gone with Child : She had for ſome days 
laboured under a Flooding, and had loſt a 
very large quantity of blood, 10 that ſhe was 
very much ſunk and diſpirited, and had 
fainted ſeveral times: Upon my coming I 


firſt felt her Pulſe, which I found very low 


and weak; ſhe complained of a grinding 
Pain in her Back, and a forcing down and 
weight upon the Os Tincæ; I therefore 
thought it neceſſary to 'Touch her, believing 
whatever was to come away was lodged up- 
on, and ſtopp'd up the Os Tiucæ, which might 
occaſion thoſe complaints. I found the Va- 
gina and Os internum choak'd up with coa- 
gulated blood, the latter very little open, 
and not wide enough to admit the paſſing up 
of one Finger; however, with the end of 


my Finger I felt a ſoft ſubſtance within, ly- 


ing at the Mouth of the Womb : at that time 
I thought 
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I thought it adviſable not to attempt the 
fetching it, in hopes that the Os internum 
would fink lower, and ſpread wider; and 
therefore I only ordered her the following 
Draught and Mixture, promiſing to ſee her 
again in a few hours.

 ABovur three hours after I called again, 


when I was informed that the draining con-

I touched 
her again, and found the Os internum ſunk 
lower, and opened wide enough to admit 
one Finger to paſs into it, with which J 
telt a ſoft ſubſtance ; this I judged to be the 
Placenta ſunk low down, and lying at the 
Os Tince. I therefore paſſed one Finger up 
into the Uterus, where I found the aforeſaid 
ſubſtance lying looſe in the Uterus ; where- 
upon I thruſt my Finger further up, and 
bending the end in the manner of a Hook,

forcing Pains went off. I then ordered her 


à Cordial Bolus to be taken immediately, at 
night, and the next morning, with three or 


four ſpoonfuls of a Julep, after each Bolus ; 
or at any other time, in caſe ſhe was faint 
or ſick. I call'd the next day, and found 
her very brisk and free from all her former 
complaints, and that ſhe had had no return

tinuing, had reduced her to a very low and 
weak condition, ſo that ſhe often fainted, 


had cold and clammy Sweats, was now and 


then conyuls'd, and her Pulſe was ſo low 
that it could ſcarcely be felt ; all which

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appearances not only alarmed her, but alſo 
her Husband and Friends. I enquired of 


Mrs. Luddington, the Midwite, whether ſhe 


had Touched her, ſhe anſwered that ſhe had, 
but could not feel any thing; 1 therefore 
thought it convenient to Touch her, and 


paſſed up two of my Fingers into the Vagina, 


where I found ſome Clots of blood, which TI 
drew out, and then examining farther, L 
could not perceſve any thing lying upon the 
Os internum, which was very little opened, 

and would not admit the paſſing in of one 
Finger : As ſhe had taken a Clyſter of warm 
Milk by the direction of the Midwife, and 
as her Flooding had been abated for ſome _ 
time, and ſhe very timerous and unwilling 
that 1 ſhould attempt to deliver her; I there- 
fore, for that time, ordered her a quieting 


and. aſtringent draught, and affured her 1 


would come again in an hour or two, be 
in hopes that I might then find the Os inter- 
zum more dilated ; but in little more than 
an hour after, I was ſent for in a great hur- 
ry; I was told that her F looding had return'd 
with great violence, and that they were 
afraid he would be dead before I could get 
to her: I found her now weaker, and her 
Spirits more ſunk, and therefore ſtrongly 
preſs d her to admit me to attempt the fetch- 
ing away whatever cauſed the Flooding, 
which ſhe, though with great difficulty, at 
laſt ſubmitted to. I therefore agun paſſed 
up my two Fore-fingers into the Vagina, to 
B b the 
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the Os internum, where I then found a ſoft 
Body partly protruded out; whereupon I 
immediately took hold of it between my Fin- 
gers, and readily brought it away, after 
which her Flooding and Pain inftantly 
ceaſed; but as ſhe was reduced very low 
from the large quantity of blood ſhe had be- 
fore loſt, I was afraid ſhe would die; there- 
fore, firſt putting dry and ſoft linen Clouts 
warmed to her body, to defend her from the 
wet and cold, I ordered her half a Nutmeg 
fliced, mixed with fine Sugar, and a draught 
of Sack and Water, and deſired ſhe might 
be kept very quiet and ſtill; but ſhe yomited 
up this Medicine in a ſhort time after it was 
taken, which occaſion'd a return of her faint- 
ing fits; wherefore I then gave her four 
Spoonfuls of a Cordial Pearl Julep, before 
ordered by Dr. Wharton, who had been with 
her, and directed their ſending for me; this 
ſtaid with her, and in about half an hour 
after I gave her a Cordial Bolus, with four 
Spoonfuls of the Cordial, as preſcribed by 
the Doctor: I ſtaid with her about an hour, 
in which time her cold Sweats left her, and 
her pulſe began to riſe a little, and ſhe had 
ſomewhat recovered her ſpirits, but {till con- 
tinued very cold: I waited upon her, accord- 
ing to her. defire, about three hours after, 
when I found her pulſe yery much raiſed, 
and her Hands and other parts warm as in 
her natural temper, and ſhe was now vet) 
- lively and brisk. I then directed ſhe _ 
| cep 
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keep herſelf quiet, and take chicken broth, 
and other nouriſhments often, but in ſmall 
quantities, for fear of offending her Stomach 
and cauſing Vomiting, which might produce 
ill conſequences ; The next morning, upon 
my viſiting her, I was informed that ſhe had 
reſted well, her pulſe was full and regular, 
and ſhe was very brisk and lively: I then ad- 
viſed a nouriſhing, cooling, and thickning 
diet, and ordered that no body ſhould diſturb 
her reſt, and that ſhe ſhould keep herſelf 
ſtill, by which means ſhe mended . and

NOVEMBER the 1K, 17 364 I was ſent 
for to a Woman in Boyle's-Head-Court 
in the Strand, who had been delivered of 
one Child, a Daughter, the day before 'I 
came; but as the Midwife could not for 
B b 2 near 
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near twenty- four hours feel any thing but 
the Membranes of the other Child, which 
were full and preſſed by the Waters contain d 
in them, ſhe judged that the ſecond Child 
preſented in a wrong poſture for Birth: 
Whereupon I was {ent for, and paſling up 
my Hand I found the Membranes as before, 
but could not, until I had got my Hand in- 
to the Os internum, feel any part of the 
Child. I firſt met with one Foot, and 
- afterwards a Hand; I therefore immediately 
broke the Membranes with my Fingers, and 
putting my Hand (at the fame time the Wa- 
ters were running off) between them, I took 
hold of the Foot, which I drew out, and 
then paſſed up my Hand again into the Ute- 
rus in ſearch of the other Leg and Foot; 
which being bent upwards towards the Child's 
© Belly, could not readily be brought out ; and 
as the Paſſage was dilated by the paſling of 
the former Child, I was the leſs ſollicitous 
about bringing it down; and taking hold of 
the Leg already fetch'd out with a ſoft Cloth, 
{ drew it gently forwards, adviſing the Wo- 
man to aſſiſt at the ſame time, by bearing 
ſtrongly down, and at length I found the 
Hips to advance and fink down beyond the 
Os internum into the Vagina, and ſo on gra- 
dually to the Labia Pudend; . I then pafled 
up one Finger, and fixing it near the Groin, 
in the bending of the Thigh, I gently pulled 
the Thigh, which very much contributed to 
the bringing out of the Hips; the Child 
| coming 
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coming with it's Face towards the Mother's _ i 
Belly, as I brought it forwards, I turn'd the 
Face toward the Anus: Having at length | 
drawn it as far as the Shoulders, I found it 
ſtuck above at the Head; this was occaſion'd 
by the convexity of the Os Sacrum, which 
much ſtraitned the Paſſage: To make more 
room, I firſt brought down both the Arms, 
and paſling up one Finger into the Child's 
Mouth, I preſs'd upon the lower Jaw, by 
which I brought the Face forwards, and at 
the ſame time I pulled behind at the Shoul- 
ders, whereby the Head was brought lower 
into the Vagina, and in a ſhort time quite 
out. I thought at firſt that the Child would

vinced of the contrary by it's crying briskly.

A Placenta left in the Uterus. 


AOLEMBER the 2d, 1730. I was 
call'd upon to go to New-8?reet in Fet- 
ter-Lane, to a Woman whoſe Child was 
born, but the Midwife could not bring the 
Placenta: I therefore immediately paſſed up 
my Hand into the Vagina, and found the Os 
internum very much contracted, the Child 
being protruded above an hour before; I 
had ſome difficulty to dilate it again, to 


length I effected it, and brought out the 
Placenta with the Membranes which before 
contain d the Child. This ſnews how highly 
requiſite it is, immediately after the protru- 
ſion of the Child, to paſs your Hand and 
fetch the Placenta ; for generally, as ſoon as 
the Uterus is diſingaged of the Child, the Os 
Tincæ is ſo contracted, that the Placenta can- 
not readily paſs through it. 


CASE 
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Fectus above fix month's old contained 
in a Sacculus without the Womb, and 
protruded through the Anus. 


OVEMBER the 34d, 1730. I was ſent 
for to the Wife of one Waters, a Wa- 
terman near Capid -Bridge. This Woman, 
about the middle of Auguſt laſt, believed ſhe 
was between three and four months gone 
with Child; ſhe then had the uſual Symp- 
toms foregoing and attending a Miſcarriage z 
a Flooding and a great Pain, which began 
in the Back, and terminated forwards in the 
Belly : and upon Touching, I found the Os 
Tincæ ſomewhat dilated, from whence I con- 
cluded a Miſcarriage would enſue ; ; where- 
fore I then ordered her a Carminative Clyſter 
and a quieting draught after it. I was ſome 
time after informed by her Husband, that 
although ſhe belicy'd that ſhe had miſcarried, 
yet that now ſhe thought herſelf quick, as 
feeling ſomewhat to move in her Belly, like 
the movement ſhe had ſeveral times before 
perceiy'd after former Quickening : Thus it 
Bb 4 paſs d 
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paſs'd on for about fix or ſeven weeks, in 
which time ſhe grew much bigger, and the 
motion was more perceptible, ſo that there 
remain'd no doubt of her being with Child. 
About the zd of OFober ſhe was ſeiz'd with 
violent pains both in her Belly and Back, 
which daily encreaſing, her Siſter, by her 
defire, came to me on the ſixth, when I went 
to her, and found her labouring under very 
great pains, and other complaints like thoſe 
preceding a Miſcarriage or a Delivery, ſhews 
of blood excepted ; but to be better ſatisfied, 
and to ſtrengthen my opinion, I paſs'd up two 
Fingers into the Vagina, to examine by the 
Touch whether the Os Tincæ began to open 
and ſpread ; when, to my very great ſur- 
prize, I found ſomewhat, that cauſed a large 
and unuſual fulneſs Ve tenſion, which 1 
then judged to be the Body of the Uterus 
ſunk low into, and much diftending the Ya- 
gina it was extended backwards and prefs'd 
againſt the Re/Zum, ſo that the excrements 
could not readily pats, neither could the 
Woman, from it's preſſure upon the Neck of 
the Bladder, freely make Water. I endea- 
vourcd to find the Os Tincæ, but could not, 
although I very carefully examined all about 
with the ends of my Fingers; from hence ! 
judged, that the Fundus Uzeri muſt have 
receded from it's natural ſituation, and was 
bent backwards towards the Rectum, in 
which opinion I was the more ftrength- 
ned, from the ſulneſs I had before felt, 
| ſtretch- 
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told me, that a Fetus was protruded through 
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ſtretching backwards; and therenpon I con- 
cluded that the Os Tincæ muſt lie very for- 
ward ; wherefore I endeayoured to paſs my 
Fingers between the Os Pubis and the ful- 
neſs, which preſſed againſt the upper edge 
of the ſaid bone ; this, with ſome difficulty, 
] effected, and at length, at leaſt two inches 
above the ſaid Bone, I felt the Os Tince, 
with the ends of my Fingers : The cauſe of 
this ſituation will more clearly appear in the 
purſuit of this account. I ordered her a 
Carminative Clyſter, and Anodine and quiet- 
ing Medicines, to relieve her pain, which 
being very great, ſhe was obliged to repeat 
the latter every twelve hours, and to take 
proper Cordials to ſupport Nature ; the 
Clyſter was to be repeated now and then, as 
occaſion required. She continued after this 
manner till the 2oth, only that for ſome 
days before, a water tinged with blood came 
away, as ſhe judged, by the Anus; and 
this, ſhe believ'd, proceeded from the Piles, 
which ſhe was ſometimes troubled with; but 
by the Sequel it will appear to be the Wa- 
ter in which the Fætus floated, and that the 
blood proceeded from the opening of fome 
ſmall Veſſels. On the aoth her Husband 
came to me about ſix o'Clock in the Morn- 
ing, telling me that the Midwiſe had brought. 
away a Fetus, but could not compleat her 
buſineſs; whereupon I immediately went 
with him, and the Midwife as ſoon as I came 
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the Anus; and, to confirm it, deſired me to 
examine, which I did immediately, and 
found the Funis Umbilicalis hanging out of, 
and below the Anus, about two or three 
inches: I thereupon paſſed up my two Fore- 
fingers by the String into the Auus, where, 
about three inches up, I found an opening, 
as I then judged, into the Uterus, wide 
enough to admit the ends of three or four 
Fingers, and the Navel-ſtring paſſing in 
through it; from hence I was aſſured that 
the Fetus had come out that way. I then 
endeavoured, with my Fingers paſſed into 
that opening, to bring away the Placenta; but 
as it was very rotten, upon pulling .it tore 
between my Fingers, ſo that I was forced to 
bring it away 1n ſmall pieces, and at laſt was 
obliged to leave a large part of it. 'The Sep- 
tum or Partition between the Anus and the 
Vagina was entirely whole, and no perfora- 
tion through it, the Opening into the Gut 
being above it. From all theſe appearances 
T then concluded that a Mortification muſt 
have began in the Uterus, and from it's 
contiguity been communicated to the Rectum; 
ſo that Nature, endeavouring to expel what 
was here contained, by foreing it againſt 
this part already mortified, and conſequent- 
1y ready to give way and ſeparate upon any 
preſſure made againſt it, produced this Open- 
ing, and the protruſion of the Fetus through 
it into the ReZum, and ſo on through the 
Anus. 
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THERE was a arg ge diſcharge of grumous 
blood and other Subſtances through the 
Anus, which continued coming away until 
the 26th of the ſame Month, when the Wo- 
man died about three o Clock in the After- 
noon. I ſhonld have obſerved, that there 
was a fulneſs and hardneſs very perceptible 
to be felt-outwardly in the fore part of the 
Belly, ſome diſtance below the Navel, from 
the time that the Fizrus, Sc. came away, 
to the hour of her death ; which, upon 
opening the Body, I was well afſared, was 
the Uterus drove upwards and forwards by 
the Sacculus, which being large and diſtended 
filled up the Pelvis, and by it's bulk preſſed 
the Uterus both upwards and forwards. Dr. 
Dodd, Phyſician to St. Bartholomew's Hoſpi- 
tal, was preſent whilſt Mr. Noar/e, Surgeon 
to the ſaid Hoſpital, and myſelf opened the 
Body, and found the 1 as hereafter de- 
ſcribed. 


TAE Vagina, Uterus, Lis ramenta a rotunda, 
the Ovary, Pallopian Tube, and Ligamentum 
latum, together with the Hypogaſtrick and 
Spermatick Veſſels on the left ſide were in a 
natural State: The Fallopian Tube on the 
right ſide, we traced from the Fundus Utert - 
_ almoſt to the Mor/as Diaboli, where it open'd 
into, and was confuſedly and cloſely united 
with a Sacculus, immediately to be deſcribed. 
The Ovary on this fide, together with the 
Liga- 
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Zigamentum latum, was dilated into a large 
'  Sacculus of an irregular form, extending it- 
{elf behind the Uzerus, (to the back part of 
which it adhered) and paſſing on towards 
the left fide, was connected to that part of 
the Colon that terminates in the Rectum, as 
alto to the Refum. In this Succulus we found | 

part of a Placenta, and the Remains of the 

| lacerated Membranes ; and belides the Aper- 
ture of the Fallopian Tube mention'd before, 
there was another about four inches in Dia- 
meter, into the middle of the Rectum That 
part of the Creter on the right ſide, which 
lay between the Ovary and the Kidney was 
dilated, and ſo was that part of the ReiZum 
between the Aperture and the Colon: The 
dilatation of both theſe Canals was cauſed 
from the contents being obſtructed in their 
paſſage. As this Caſe was communicated to 
the Royal Society, and the parts ſhewn there, 
the Preſident, Sir Hans Sloane, ordered two 
Draughts to be taken of them, which I have 
here annexed.

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CASE CLVIII. 
A Flooding. 


OFVEMBER the 11th, 1750. I was 

*ſerit for, about eight o'Clock in the 
Evening, to a Gentlewoman in Craven- 
Burldings, who was gone very near her full 
time, and was ſeiz'd, ſome hours before I 
ſaw her, with a violent Flux of blood, with 
very little pain; this had much reduced her, 
fo that ſhe fell into fainting Fits: I enquired 
of the Midwife whether ſhe had touched her, 
the told me ſhe had, but could not reach any 
part of the Child; and that the Vagina was 
filled and choaked up with coagulated blood: 
Whereupon I examined and found matters 
as ſhe repreſented, but with this addition, 
that the Os Tince was dilated wide enough 
to admit the ends of three Fingers, but was 
very hard round the edges, ſo that I con- 
cluded that ſhe had received ſome prejudice 
in a former Labour, from whence it grew 
callous: I therefore ask'd her about it ; ſhe 
told me, that when ſhe was in Labour of a 
former child ſhe thought her Midwife had

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prejudiced her, and tore ſome part; this 
ſome what confirmed my opinion; and after 
I had cleared the Vagina of the coagulated 
blood, I paſs d one Finger into the Nerus, 
where I felt the Placenta in part ſeparated 


and ſunk down before the Child, and many 


Clots . of blood in the Womb towards it's 
Neck; but the Child lay fo high that I could 
not feel any part of it. Upon theſe appear- 
ances, and as the blood continued to come 
away in a large quantity, T was of opinion 
that her Delivery ought to be immediately 
attempted ; and as the whole conduct of the 
affair was left to me, after well-greaſing my 
Hand, I paſſed it up into the Vagina, and 
endeavoured, by thruſting the ends of three 
Fingers into the Os internum, to dilate it, 
by ſpreading them apart in imitation of a 
Steculum Matricis : by this Method I found 
it give way, though ſlowly ; but at length 
I introduced my whole Hand into the Uteras, 
where I firſt met with one edge of the Pla- 
centa, and next the Head and Body of the 
Child, lying very high up, and incloſed in the 
Membranes ; theſe I broke with the Ends of 

my Fingers, and paſling my Hand within 
them, ſearch'd for the Feet, which I drew 
out beyond the Os internum; but whilſt I 
was drawing them on towards the Labhia Pa- 
dendi, one flipp'd from my Fingers, the 
other I drew out; and afterwards, though it 


was with ſome difficulty, I brought down the 
foot that flipp'd from me; when, joining 


them 
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em together, and wrapping a ſoft Cloth 
about them, I drew out the Child to the 
Hips, and ſo on to the Shoulders, but as it 
ſtuck above at the Head, I was obliged, to 
make more way, to bring down the Arms, 
and then clapping one Hand to the Breaſt, 
and the other behind above the Shoulders, I 
ſtrove to draw the Head forwards, but as it 
did not readily follow, I paſſed up two Fin- 


gers into the Child's Mouth, and preſling 


upon the lower Jaw, and pulling at the ſame 
time behind at the Shoulders, the Head i im- 
mediately ſunk down, and I ſoon brought it 
out beyond the Labia; and upon paſſing my 
Hand again to fetch the Placenta, I found it 
entirely looſen'd from the Uzerus, and ſunk 
into the Vagina, ſo that I readily brought it 
away. This Gentlewoman very much con- 
tributed, by bearing ſtrongly down, as often 
as I ordered her. It proved a luſty and live- 
ly Boy.

der part of the Head preſented. 


OYVEMBER the 16th, 1730. I was 
deſired to go to a poor Woman in Saint 
Clement's-Lane : the Child preſented with 
the upper and back part of the Head, which 
was ſunk down within an Inch of the Labia 
Pudendi, but ſtuck above at the Temples ; 
it had remain'd in this condition ſeveral 
hours, and did not, as the Midwife informed 

me, in the leaſt adyance, notwithſtandin 
her Throws were forcing : Wherefore I 
paſs'd up one fide of my Extractor between 
the back part of the Child's Head and the 
0s Pubis of the Mother, in hopes to have pul- 
led the Head forwards, but that proving in- 
effectual, I withdrew my Extrafor, and 
paſs d it up again between the right Os hm 
of the Mother and the Head of the Child; 
and fixing it near the Ear, I drew outwards 
as often as her Throws came on, adviſing. 
her to aſſiſt at the ſame time by bearing 
ſtrongly down'; Tfound that the Head came 
Co for- 
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forward, and in a ſhort time I brought it be- 
yond the Labia, when, quitting my Inſtru- 
ment, I took hold with my Hands on each 
fide, and brought out the Shoulders; the 
reſt of the Body readily followed: Upon 
paſſing my Hand I found the Placenta whol- 
ly looſened from the Cterus, and partly pro- 
truded into the Vagina, ſo that I readily 
brought it away with it's Membranes. It 
proved a very luſty and lively Girl.

Mrs. Wetherbone, a Midwife, came to 
me between twelve and one in the morning,

Flooding and grinding pains in her Back; 
whereupon I immediately went with her, | 
and found matters as ſhe had repreſented; | 
and as thin and clear blood came away, I 
Judged the Placeuta to be either in part or 
wholly ſeparated: I Touched her, and found 


the Os Tincæ opened wide enough to admit 
8 the 
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the ends of two fingers; but as the Flooding 
was not then very violent, 1 adviſed pa- 


tience : In expeQation that the Os Tinc# 
would be more ſpread, I only ordered an 
aſtringent and quieting Draught; and as I 
had a particular value for her, I reſolved to 
ſtay with her, and attend the Iſſue: in a 
ſnort time ſne vomited up the Draught, her 


Flooding encreaſed, and her pulſe was very 
much ſunk, and by her falling into little 


fainting fits, I was afraid, that if her Deli- 
very was much longer deferred, it might oc-" 
caſion a fatal conſequence : I therefore gave 
it as my opinion, that her Delivery ought to 


be inſtantly attempted; acquainting them at 
the ſame time of the danger which muſt 


neceſſarily attend it: As they relied entirely 
upon my conduct, I immediately paſſed  up- 
my Hand into the Vagina, and found the Os 
Tiucæ much more ſpread then when I before 
Touch'd her, and wide enough to admit the 
ends of my four Fingers, which I paſſed in, 
and by gently ſpreading them, ſoon dilated. 
it wide enough to get my whole Hand into 
the Uterus, where I firſt met with the Pla- 
centa entirely ſeparated on one fide from it ; 
I obſery'd likewiſe/at this time, that a large 
quantity of blood flow'd from the Uterus. 
I ſoon broke the Membranes with my Fin- 
gers, and paſſing my Hand within them, 
readily met with the Feet, which I imme 
diately, and without any trouble, brought 
out; and as the Child was ſmall, the Body

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and Head followed without any difficulty. 
The Placenta was now wholly looſened from 
the Uterus, and ſo I eaſily brought it away; 
it was entirely whole, as were the Mem- 
branes, yet a draining continued, which at 
length, notwithſtanding all remedies, ſo much 
exhauſted her, that ſhe died about fix of the 
Clock, She was, as I have many times ob- 
ſerved after a great loſs of blood, very reſt- 
leſs, and always flinging herſelf from one 
fide to the other, which much contributed to 
the draining; for in theſe Caſes, they ought 
always, if poſſible, to keep themſelves quiet 
and ftill, which much contributes to the 
ſtopping any Hemorrhage. |

V VE MHB E R the 2oth, 1730. one of the 
Butlers of the Temple came to me about 
ſix O'Clock in the morning, and deſired I 
would go to his Wife: This Woman I had 
delivered about a year before, when the 
Child came Footling, and was brought into 
the World all but the Head, where it by 
| © 4 ſuc 
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ſtuck two or three hours before I came: The 
Midwife being very ignorant, was not able 

to do the buſineſs herſelf, nor would ſhe 

ſend for aſſiſtance in time, ſo that the Child 

was loſt, and the Woman narrowly eſcaped. 

At this time the Waters were paſſed off ſome 

hours before I came, but the Head of the 

Child lay high, wherefore I adviſed patience, 

and ordered her a Clyſter and an Opiate 
Draught after it, and then left her for that 

time; but about fix in the Evening the Nurſe 

came to me, and told me, that the Head had 

made but little advance, although her Pains 
ſeem'd very forcing, and that ſhe grew much 
weaker and more diſpirited: Whereupon TI 

went again, and, upon Touching, found the 

Head but little advanced, and the Face 
turned towards the right Os Ileum, and a 

dent on the left fide of the upper part of the 

Skull made by the Os Sacrum, which was 

very much bent inwards, and conſequently 

made the Paſſage much narrower, and thereby 

| the other {ide of the Head was preſs'd forwards 
over the Os Pubis, and lodged on the upper 
edge of the {aid bone: The Head being here 
cloſely locked in, could not in the leaſt be 
moved upwards, and therefore I concluded 

that I ſhould meet with no ſmall difficulty, 
and that the Mother and Child were in great 
danger : but as there were only two ways to 

bring away the Child, either by leflening the 
Head, or making uſe of my yn ime I 

judg' d the latter more eligible, if by that

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means it could be effected, and ſo reſolved 
to attempt it. I therefore endeavoured to 
paſs one fide of my Extractor between the 
upper edge of the Os Pubis and the Head 1 
the Child, which was lodged upon it: 
paſſing the Extractor between them, I wide 
with no ſmall obſtacle, but at length I got 
it near as far as the Ear; I then ſtrove to 
paſs the other Cheek backwards to the op- 
poſite fide of the Head; but this I could not 
do, becauſe of the convexity of the Os da- 
crum, which was cloſely preſs'd againſt it: 
I then endeavoured to draw the Head to- 
wards me, with that ſide that was paſs'd up 
forwards; but when I laid any ftreſs upon 
it, it lipped, and therefore by this Method 
I could not make the Head advance. There 
were two reaſons why I would, if poſſible, 
have paſs d one Cheek of my Brera be- 
tween the Os Pubis and the Head, and the 
other Cheek between the Head and the Os 
Sacrum; firſt, becauſe (could J have paſſed 
them in this manner) I ſhould have taken 
off the preſſure of the Head upon the 0, 
Sacrum and Os Pubis, by preſſing the Cheeks 
of my Extractor againſt the ſides of the 
Head, which would have brought the Head 
natrower ; and ſecondly, had I paſſed them 
towards the Jleum, I ſhould have riſqued 
the hurting of the Face: But I was at laſt 
neceſſitated to do it, there being no other 
way to bring the Head out whole. I there- 
fore * firſt one de towards one Os | 
6: | Ileum, 
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Heum, and the other towards the contraryj; 
and there fixing them, avoiding the Face as 
much as poſſible, I took hold of the parts of 
my Extractor which were without the Labia, 
and drew boldly forwards, whereby I found 
the Head to advance, and in a ſhort time I 
extracted the whole Head. I then found 
that the String was twiſted about the Neck, 
and having brought it over the Head, I took 
hold on each ſide, and drew out the Shoul- 
ders; the reſt of the Body readily followed. 
I ordered the Midwife to make a Ligature 
upon the Navel-String; and paſling up af- 


terwards one Hand to the Placenta, I found 


it cloſely adhering to the Uterus, ſo I was 
forced to ſeparate it with the ends of my 
fingers, and then brought it away with my 
Hand. The Child, contrary to my own, 
and the opinion of all-thoſe that were pre- 
ſent, was born alive, and ſoon cried very 
briskly ; ; but the Fore-head and hinder part 
of the Head, was ſomewhat bruiſed by the 
preſſure of the Inſtrument in the time of the 
extraction, however, of two Exils, this is 
more eligible than the leſſening of the Head, 
which is certain death to the Infant; but, 
on the contrary, many eſcape with Life by 
this Method. Very unhappy is the Caſe of 
thoſe Women whoſe Paſſage. is fo narrow 

from the convexity of the Os Sacrum, which 
very often occaſions the death of the Child, 
and ſometimes the death of the Mother. 

The 22d the Child died, about four-o'Clock 
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in the morning, having been ſeiz d the pre- 
cedent evening with Con vulſion fits. 


CASE CLXI I. 
Delivery with the Breech foremoſe. 


OVEMBER the 22d, 1730. I was 
ſent for to a Woman in Swan-7ard; 


where the Child was ſunk low into the Paſ- 
ſage, with the Buttocks foremoſt ; and as 


the Midwife could not bring the Child for- 
wards, I was therefore deſired to undertake 
the Delivery. The Breech, more particu- 
larly one Buttock, was ſunk ſo low, and 
fixed between the Bones, it was impoſlible 
to return the Child back to bring it by the 


Feet. I was therefore reſolved to bring it 
_ forwards in the Poſture it preſented ; but as 


the Child was large, I apprehended fome 
difficulty: I ordered the Woman to retain 
her breath and bear ſtrongly down, as often 
as her Pains fe1z'd her, encouraging her with 
the hopes of a ſpeedy Delivery, whilſt I at 
the ſame time paſs d up my Fore-finger into 


the Child's Groin, and there bending it, 1 


endeavoured to bring the Hip downwards, 
by which Method, and the Woman's forcing

down, I found that the Child advanced, and 
after three or four Pains I brought out both 
the Burtocks, and then extricated the Legs 
and Thighs: but as the Child advanced with 
it's Face towards the Belly of the Mother, 
which it moſt frequently does when the Breech 
preſents ; therefore as I drew the Body for- 
wards 1 turned it, and ſo brought the Face 
towards the Os Sacrum of the Mother: When 
I had got it out as far as the Shoulders, I 
found that the Head ſtuck above, and in 
order to make more room for the eaſier exit 
of the Head, I paſs'd up one Hand and 
brought down the Arms; and then clapping 
one Hand to the Breaſt, and the other be- 
hind over the Shoulders, I drew forwards, 
and ſoon brought out the Head. The Funis

A Delivery where the upper and back 
part of the Head preſented, and was 
fixed upon the Os Pubis. 


ECEMBER the iſt, 1730. I was 

. about two o'Clock in the Morning 
fetch'd by Mr. M—-, a Butcher in Clare- 
Market, to his Wife, who had been thirty- 
fix hours in Labour: The Membranes were 
broke, and the Waters run off ſome time 
before 1 came ; the Child preſented with the 
upper and back part of the Head, which 
was ſunk down and lodged over and upon 
the Os Pubis; it had lain thus for ſeveral 
hours, and had not in the leaſt adyanced, 
notwithſtanding the utmoſt efforts of the 
Mother, whole Throws were forcing, and 
the endeavours of the Midwife. This Wo- 
man was between thirty and forty years old, 
and this being the firſt time ſhe had been in 
Labour, the Parts would not ſo readily give 
way; and what added to the difficulty was, 
the Child's Head was both large and long. 
I waited with patience, and tryed ſeveral 
Pains, 
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Pains, but could not obſe rve that the Head 
either ſunk lower or was preſſed backwards 
into the Vagina; wherefore I paſſed up one 
ſide of my Extractor between the upper edge 
of the Os Pubis of the Mother, and the 
Head of the Child, and preſſed it forwards 
as far as the Nape of the Child's Neck: I 
then endeavoured, by liſting and drawing 
the Head back ards, to bring it further into 
the Vagina, adviſing the Woman to aſſiſt by 
bearing ſtrongly down as often as her Throws 
came on, by which means 1 found that the 
Head advanced, though it was but ſlowly, 
it being very ſtrictly compreſſed by the ad- 


jacent parts; yet at laſt I brought the upper 


and hinder part of the Head ſo low, as to 
appear without the Labia Pudendi, and the 
fore- part was ſunk down and preſs'd back- 
wards, ſo that in a ſhort time I brought out 
the whole Head, when taking hold on each 
ſide, I pulled out the Shoulders, and the 
reſt of the Body readily followed. The 
Funis Umbilicalis was twiſted about the Body, 
which I immediately looſened. As ſoon as 
I had brought out all the parts, I ordered 
the Midwife to make a Ligature upon the 
String, and at the ſame time taking hold of 
it above with one Hand, I paſſed up the 
other into the Vagina, where, although I 
had paſſed my Hand ſo quick, 1 found the 
Os Fincæ very much contracted, as alſo that 


part of the Uterus which was neareſt the

be too ſpeedy in your attempts to bring 
away the Placenta, after the Child is born. 
Upon this very account it b, that Mid wives

A Child preſenting -with the Head 


foremoſt. 


| DECEMBER the 4th, 1730. a Man 


came to me out of Butcher Roto, about 


five o'Clock in the morning, deſiring me to 
go to his Wife, who had been in Labour 
about thirty hours : 'The Membranes were 
broke, and the Waters paſs'd off ſome hours 
before I came; the upper and back part of 
the Child's Head was advanced forwards in- 
to the Yagina, and the upper and fore part 
was preſs'd againſt the Os Sacrum; it had 
lain in this condition at leaſt two hours, and 
had not made the leaſt advance, notwith- 
ſtanding her Pains were quick and forcing. 
As it was the firſt time of her being in La- 


bour, 
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bour, ſhe was afraid of her Pains, and did 


not, as ſhe ought, bear down and make the 
moſt of them; but, on the contrary, cryed 
out, and endeavoured to evade them. I ſaid 
all 1 could to encourage her, giving her 
hopes of a ſpeedy Delivery, if ſhe would 
behave as ſhe ought; yet, as the Head 
ſeem'd to be lock'd above between the 
bones, I therefore thought it adviſable to 
paſs up one Side of my Extractor between 
the upper edge of the Os Pubis of the Mo- 
ther, and the back part of the Child's Head, 
and fixed it about the lower part of the Occi- 
fut, and then, by lifting it from off the ſaid 
Bone, and drawing it downwards, I ſoon 
brought it lower, till it appeared between 
the Labia Pudendi, nevertheleſs the ſore part 
made no advance: I therefore was obliged. 
to paſs up the other Side of my Extrackor 
between the Redum and the Head of the 
Child, and endeavoured to fix it againſt ſome 
part of the Head, in hopes that by pulling, I 
might bring the middle part of the Crown 
more oppoſite to the Paſſage, and thereby 
prevent it's being preſs'd ſo much back- 
wards : by which means I, in ſome meaſure, 
obtain'd the end I defired; but as there was 
danger of tearing the Pe inæum, ſhould I 
have proceeded further in that manner, I 
therefore withdrew my Inſtrument, and af- 
terward clapp'd my Hand flat to her Back, 
near to the Anus, and, whenever her Pains 
ſeiz d her, I preſs'd my Hand againſt that 
ds part, 
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part, and by preſſing and drawing it down- 
wards at the ſame time, I forced the Crown 
more forward and lower into the Paſſage, 
ſo that in a few Pains I diſengaged the whole 
Head, and brought it out, and the Shoul- 
ders and other parts readily followed. I 
then made a Ligature upon the Funis Umbi- 
ticalis, and cut it, and immediately taking 
Hold of that part of the String which adhered 


to the Placenta with one Hand, I paſſed the 


other up by the String into the Vagina, 
| where I found the Os Tincæ very much con- 
tracted, ſo that I could not readily get my 
Hand into the Uzerus to the Placenta; altho? 
there was ſcarcely a minute's ſpace between 
the birth of the Child and my paſling up my 
Hand, it was cloſely environed by the Ute- 
rus. The Placenta adhered to the Womb, 
which I ſeparated, and then brought it away. 
'The Child was born dead, which proceeded, 
as I judged, from it's lying ſo long preſs'd 
between the Bones of the Pelvis.

ECEMBER the 5th, 1730. a Stay- 

Maker in Bedford-Bury came to me, about 
five o' Clock, defiring me to go to his Wife, 
who had been about thirty- ſix hours in La- 
bour. The Midwife, upon my coming there, 
told me that the Membranes were broke, 
and the Waters run off ſome hours before; 
that her Throws, which before were ſtrong, 
had entirely leſt her, and that the Child 
preſented right, but lay very high: This 
poor Woman, being very impatient, deſired 
me to examine in what condition ſhe was in, 
and thereupon I touch'd her, and found 
Matters as the Midwife had repreſented; the

ſed up my Hand into the Vagina, where I 
found the Head as before, and the Os inter- 
num {ſpread wide enough to admit my Hand;

through. I endeayoured to preſs the Head 
backwards, that I might paſs my Hand by 
it to fetch the Feet; and the firſt part I met 
with beyond the Head, was one of the 
Arms; but as I could not readily paſs my 
Hand beyond it, nor put it aſide, I was 
obliged, to make more way, to bring it out; 
and then paſſing my Hand again into the

BOUT five o'Clock in the Evening I 
was ſent for to a Milk Who in 
Hemlock-Court, whom I had delivered about 
two years before : at this time the Child pre- 
ſented with one Hand and Arm ſunk down 
into the Vagina, and the Head lay on one 
ſide of the Os Tince.

ſented right, with the upper part of the 
Head ſunk low into the Vagina, and the Os 
internum Uteri lay wholly diſengaged from 
it, but for want of Throws, could not ad- 
vance further. Upon examination I found 
the Head lay looſe, and no ways preſs'd be- 
tween the Bones; and as it had lain in this

I was not very ſollicitous about bringing it 
down; for as the Child before brought out 
was large, and this ſmall, I judged that this 
Child, the Paſſage being already ſo much 


dilated, might be readily brought away with= 


out bringing down the other Leg : I therefore 
took hold of the Leg brought out with a ſoft 
Cloth, and gently pulling the ſame, the 
Hips readily followed, as did the reſt of the 
Body and Head, without bringing down the 
Arms. I then immediately made a Liga- 
ture upon the String and divided it ; this 
done, I again paſs'd up my Hand into the 
Uterus, to which the Burthens adhered, I 
found they were cloſely united together, 
and having ſeparated them from the Uterus, 
brought them away.

ECEMBER the 25th, 1730, a poor 
man came to me from Duck-Lane in 
Me minſter, to deſire me to go to his Wife, 
who had been above two days in Labour: 
I found the Head of the Child lying high in 
the Paſſage, and the Os internum dilated 
wide enough to admit the paſling of my 
Hand, but the Head being large, was very 
cloſely lock'd between the Bones of the 
Pelvis: Her Throws were ſtrong and forc- 
ing, yet the Child had not in the leaſt ad- 
yanced for ſeveral hours; and as the poor 
Woman was very much ſunk and diſpirited, 
and her Throws began to flag, I judged ſhe 
would not be delivered by natural Pains, 
whereupon I thought it adviſable to attempt 
the fetching it, and therefore paſſed up my 
Extractor, and fixing it on each fide of the 
Head, after ſeveral eſſays, I at length, with 
great difficulty, brought it out whole: The

ſome Women are ſo unhappily formed, that 


it is ſcarcely poſſible, if the Child is large, 
to bring 1t out alive.

ECEMBER the 28th, 1730. a Bar- 
ber, over-againſt Craven-Buildings in

days: The Midwife, upon my coming, in- 
formed me, that, upon the burſting of the 
Membranes, and the coming away of the 
Waters, the Funis Umbilicalis ſlipp'd down 
on one fide before the Head: Upon exami- 
nation I found the Funis protruded into the 
Vagina near the length of half a yard, this I 
endeavoured to return back behind the Head, 
but could not, although I attempted all

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Was large; and cloſely wedged between the 
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thereſore good grounds to believe that the 
Child was dead: Upon theſe appearances I 
had little regard to the life of the Child, 
and was therefore wholly intent how to help 
and aſſiſt the Mother, who, from the tedi- 
ouſneſs of the Labour, was very much ſpent 
and diſpirited, and her 'Throws were not 
ſtrong nor frequent: Hence I judged that

On 
the 5th of February, 1730-31. I was ſent 
for about fix in the morning to a Woman at 
the Back-fide of St. Clement's, whom I had 
delivered about a Year before, at which 
time, although the Child preſented right, yet 
it could not be brought away, without great 
difficulty and danger to the Mother, and the 
Death of the Child : but at this time it was 
directly the reverſe: Upon Touching her, 
{oon after I came, I found the Os Tince 
very much ſpread, the Membranes largely 


diſtended by 46 Waters, and protruded into 


the Vagina, ſo that they ſeem'd to be of the 
bulk — a Child's Head: from hence I con- 
cluded that the Child would be ſoon born; 
and as her Throws grew ſtronger and quicker 
expected the Membranes would break very 

ſoon 
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ſoon, and as I expected, they broke in a few ' 
Minutes, and the Head of the Child, was at 
the ſame time protruded beyond the Labia 
Pudendi, fo that I had ſcarce time to put 
myſelf into a poſition proper to receive it; 

but, notwithſtanding the Child came away 
upon the burſting of the Waters, the Head, 
when I firſt Touched, lay very high, ſo that 
I could not readily reach it with the ends of 
two Fingers which I had paſs'd up. I im- 
| mediately made a Ligature upon the Funis 
- Umbilicalis, and divided it, and then as uſual 
took hold of that part of the String which 
adhered to the Placenta, and paſſing up my 
other Hand by the String, I cndeayoured by 
_ gently pulling to bring it away: But as the 
String was very tender, it broke between my 
Fingers; and the Placenta cloſely adhering 
to the Uterus, I was forced to ſeparate it 
with the ends of my Fingers; and notwith- 
ſtanding all my precaution and care, I was 
obliged to bring it away by peice-meal, 


however at length I entirely clear'd the 
Womb. 
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A Placenta left in the Uterus and it's 
String broke off. 


Nurſe came to me about two o'Clock 
in the afternoon the 6th of February, 
1730-31. and deſired me to go immediately 
with her to a Plummer's in long Acre, where 
a Child was born, but the Midwife by pul- 
ling the Navel-ſtring too rudely had broke it 
off near to the Placenta, which was left in 
the Womb: As ſoon as I came to her, I 
paſs'd up my Hand into the Yagina, where 
I found the Placenta entirely ſeparated from 
the Uteras, and partly protruded into the 
Vagina, ſo that I readily brought it away, 
and in ſo ſhort a time that the People that 
were preſent were greatly ſurprized. Had 
the Midwife underſtood how to have paſs'd 
her Hand, ſhe might very eaſily have brought 
away the Burthen before, and for want of 
this knowledge, ſome Women fall into vio- 
lent Floodings, and are ſometimes loſt there- 
by, for ſo long as the Uzerus is kept diſtend- 
ed by. the whole, or part of the Burthen re- 
tain'd in it; and at the ſame time is looſened 


from 
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from it, the Mouths of the Veſſels, (as has 
been often obſerv'd) which before were in- 
oſculated into the Burthen, continually pour 
the blood into the Uterus, and fo occaſion 2 
violent Flooding, which if not ſoon ſtopp'd, 
brings on great Faintings, Con vulſions, and 
Death; wherefore you cannot be too ſpeedy 
in fetching the Placenta, eſpecially if it is 
wholly looſened from the Urerus.

A BOUT eight o'Clock in the Evening 
of the aforementioned day, a Brother 
Surgeon came to me at the Rainbow Coffee-

told me that one Arm of the Child was 
fipp'd out with the Funis Umbilicalis into 
the Vagina, and upon Touching I found 
matters as he had repreſented: Wherefore I 
immediately pats'd up one Hand into the Va- 
gina and met with one Hand and the Navel- 
ſtring; as the Alm was not ſunk very low,

N the ſame Day I was fetch'd about 
ſeven in the morning, to a Woman at

I found ſhe had loit ſome quantity 
of blood, but as the Child lay right for the 
Birth, with the upper part of the Head op- 
polite to the Os internum, which was ſpread 
as wide as the Palm of my Hand, and as the 
draining at preſent was very much abated, 
I was in hopes ſhe would be delivered by 
the force of natural Pains, and therefore [ 
ordered her an aftringent opiate Draught 
and Julep, and left her for that time; but 
about twelve or one o' Clock I was ſent for 
again, when I found that the Head was not

difficulty in ſeparating it, which I did with

ted and choak'd up the Paſſage: whereupon 
I paſſed up two Fingers into the Vagina, 
which I found quite choak'd up with coagu- 
lated blood, this I immediately endeayoured 
to remoye, but as I could not do it with my 
Fingers alone paſs d up, I therefore repaſs'd 
my whole Hand, and removed all that clot-

ARCH the 13th, 1730-31. I was 
called up about two o'Clock in the

morning to a Woman in Hollis Street, whom

before: at this time the Face preſented firſt, 
with theChin towards the right Os Ileum, which 
was ſunk low, but here the Head had ſtuck 


for ſome time, notwithſtanding the endea- 
vours both of the Midwife and the Mother; 


upon 'Touching, I found the parts of the Face 
ſo very much preſſed together, that I could 


not readily diſtinguiſh one part from the 


other; but as length the Mouth and Chin 
ſunk loweſt down, and appeared at the La- 
bia: I touched her very cautiouſly and ten- 
derly for fear of hurting any part of the 
Face, and endeavoured to extend the Va- 


Sina v with my Hand, as often as her Throws 


came 
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came on, in hopes that thereby the Vagina 
might be ſo far dilated as to afford a paſſage 
for the Face and Head; but after ſeveral 
. effays, not finding it in the leaſt to come 
forwards, I paſſed up one fide of my Ex- 
tractor, between the left Os Ileum of the 
Mother and the Forehead of the Child, 
taking care not to hurt the Face of the 
Child; and when I had got my Extractor fo 
far towards the back of the Head, as to be 
able to make ſome preſſure upon the Head, 
without fear of the Inſtruments Mlipping, I 
drew forwards as often as her Throws came 
on, whereby I found the Face to advance, 
and the Chin to come out beyond the Labia 
Pudendi, and in a ſhort time after the whole 
Head and Shoulders readily followed, as al- 
ſo the Placenta, and the Child-entertained us 
with crying out yery briskly, 
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A Delivery where one Arm was ſunk 


into the Vagina, and the Shoulder 


ſtopping up, and cloſely rivetted in 
the Os internum. 


BOUT nine o; Clock of the ſame 
morning I was ſent for to a place near 
Chrifl-Church i in Surrey, to a poor Woman 
who had been in Labour two or three days, 
and whoſe Membranes were broke and the 
Waters had paſſed off many hours before I 
came: The Midwife told me ſhe judg'd that 
the Child preſented wrong the Evening be- 
fore; but as it lay high up in the Womb 
ſhe could not tell what part preſented firſt. 
When I examined her, I found one Arm 
ſlipp'd out beyond the Os internum into the 
Vagina, and the whole Shoulder preſs'd into 
the Os internum, and wholly ſtopping it up, 
ſo that I could not, notwithſtanding all my: 
endeavours, either return the Arm, or re- 
move the Shoulder, ſo as to paſs my Hand 
by it to reach the Feet: upon moving the 
Arm I found it was very looſe at the Shoul- 


der, 
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der, whereby I judg'd that the Midwife had 
been pulling at the Arm, for it readily came 


off at the Shoulder; I then endeavoured 


again to remoye the Shoulder, but both that 


and the Head, which was berit ſomewhat 


upwards, had ſo ſtopp'd up the way, that 
I could neither remove the one or other, 
neither could I, by any Method, paſs my 
Hand. far enough to reach the Feet : I there- 
fore try d to get a Finger over the Neck to 
draw down the Head, but the Neck being 
very tender, the Vertebræ gave way, and 
the Head ſeparated from the Body : As the 
Shoulder preſented firſt, I fix'd a Hook near 
the Scapula, in order to draw it out, but 


the parts tore away, ſo that I was forced to 
remove the Hook two or three times; how- 


ever I was at laſt able to take hold of the 
Shoulder with my Fingers, and drew it out, 
the reſt of the Body readily followed. I 
had ſtill a great difficulty to ſurmount, which 
was to bring away the Head remaining in 
the Uzerus: I firſt endeavoured to bring it 
away by taking hold of it with my Fingers, 
but that not ſucceeding, I paſs d up a Hook, 
and fixing it between the Sutures, I drew 
the Head forwards, taking care that the 


point of the Hook ſhould not hurt either the 
Os inter num, or the inner parts of the Va- 
gina; by this Method I brought out the 


Head; and as the Placenta remained in the 


Uterus, 1 paſs'd up my Hand into it, and

ARCH the 18th, en I was ſene 
for to a poor Woman, t the Wife of a 
Waterman in Hungerford- Market, whom I 
had aſſiſted in a former Labour, when the 
Child's Buttocks preſented firſt: at this time 
the Head preſented, but lay high up in the 
Womb, and the Membranes were broke 
 feveral hours before, from which time ſhe 
had — or no pain, and the Head had not 

made 
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made the leaſt advance : Wherefore I recom- 
mended patience, as judging that Nature 
would be able to perform the work ; but the 
Woman was very impatient, and urged me 
very ſtrenuouſly to deliver her; by her en- 
| treaties I was induced to attempt the Deli- 
very, though it was contrary to my own 
Judgment: I thereupon paſſed up one part 
of my Extrafor on one ſide of the Head, 
and then endeavoured to paſs the other on 
the contrary fide, in hopes to have fix'd 
them ſo, that I might haye been able to 


draw out the Head, but the Head not being | 


fixed between the Bones of the Pelvis, gave 
way upon my preſſing upon the Inſtrument, 
and return'd backwards into the Uteras ; 
wherefore I immediately pais'd up my Hand 
into the Uzerns, and as the Head did not 
ſtop up the Paſſage, I readily paſs'd my 
Hand by it's fide, and ſoon met with one 
Leg, which I drew forwards, but as the 
Foot was ſomewhat entangled, I firſt diſen- 
gaged, and then brought it into the Vagina; 
I now paſs'd my Hand forwards by the other 
Thigh and Leg, and got hold of that Foot, 
and joining them both together, I took hold 
with a ſoft Cloth, and drew out the Knees 
and Hips; Ltook freſh hold above the Hips, 
and' drew 'out the Body to the Shoulders, 
then, having fetch'd down the Arms, I 
clapp'd one Hand flat to the Breaſt to ſup- 
rt the Child, whilft, at the ſame time, I 
took hold behind above the Shoulders with

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the other, and hy gently pulling in a ſtrait 

line the Head advanced in the Paſſage, and 
was ſoon brought out: The Funis Umbilicali- 
found was twiſted about the Neck, which 
I immediately diſengaged ; this done, I paſs d 
my Hand in ſearch of the Placenta, Which 
was wholly looſened from the Urerus, and 
partly protruded beyond the Os internum ; 
it's being ſeparated and fallen down ſo far 
into the Vagina, proceeded from the contrac- 
tion of the Funis Umbilicalis, part of it being 
twiſted about the Child's Neck, ſo that as 
the Head advanced, it drew the Placenta after 


it, and conſequently looſen'd it from the

I vo not give this Caſe as a Rule or Me- 
thod whereby one ought always to proceed, 
for certainly if the Delivery can be effected 
by the force of Nature, when the Head pre- 
ſents firſt, it is more ſafe; but ſome Women 


are ſo timorous and diſpirited that they will 


not aſſiſt their Throws by bearing down, 
but, on the contrary, endeavour to ſtifle 
them: ſo that when this is the Caſe, if the 
Paſſage is large, the Child ſmall, the Head 
not engaged in the Pelvis, and the Woman 
has been delivered before, you may ſafely, 
as I did, attempt the Delivery. 198 
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| A Delivery where the Back preſented, 
avith one Arm bent backwards and 
funk into the Vagina. 


APRIL the 22d, 1731, I was, about 
4 ſeven in the Morning, defired by a Shoe- 
maker in Bell- Tard to go to his Wife, who 
had been about thirty Hours in Labour: The 
Midwife upon examination told me, that one 
Hand and Arm preſented, and was ſunk low 
into the Vagina, and that ſhe had ſent for 
me as ſoon as ſhe found the Hand was ſlipp'd 
out, which appeared upon the breaking of 
the Membranes, and the paſling off of the 
Waters: But upon touching, I judg'd ſhe had 
been pulling at the Arm, in expectation of 
bringing the Child by it, for I found it very 
| looſe at the Shoulder, the back part of which 
was ſo preſs d down and rivetted between 
the Bones, that I could neither move it up- 
wards, nor paſs in my Hand to reach the 
Feet, the inner Orifice being ſtopp'd up ſo 
cloſe by it. The Child I believe at firſt pre-

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backwards, which, upon the coming away of 
the Waters, ſlipp'd down. I tried all Me- 
thods either to return the Arm, or to make 
way to paſs my Hand and reach the Feet 
but could not at this time ſucceed, fo I 
thought I muſt have pull'd off the Arm to 
make more room. I ſent. the Husband to 
my Houſe to fetch my Inſtruments, as be- 
lieving I ſhould have occaſion to make uſe 
of one or the other in the Proſecution of my 
Work; but whilſt he was gone, I tried again 
to paſs my Hand, and at laſt J got it by the 
Shoulder, and llippin ng it down by the ſide 
of the Child, I laid hold of the Buttocks, 
which I drew towatds me, and ſoon brought 
them out, the reſt of the Body and the Head 
readily followed. The Placenta adhering 
very cloſely to the Uterus,' I was obliged to ſe- 
parate it with the ends of my Fingers, before 
I could bring it away: the Child was born 
dead. Had I been ſent for before the Mem- 
branes were broke, the Waters paſs'd off, the 
Arm ſlipp'd down, and the back part of the 
Shoulder ſo rivetted; I might not only have 
preſerv'd the Child, but prevented the Mo- 
ther's ſuffering ſo much pain, and have like- 
wiſe ſa ved myſelf much fatigue and trouble. 


Ir is too true, that many Midwiyes are 
ignorant of the Method of Touching, and 
therefore are incapable of judging in what 
manner the Child preſents, until an Arm, or 
lome other part is protruded into the Vagina,

UNE the 4th, I was ſent for neat Saint 
Dun ſtau's in Fleet- Street, to a Woman who 
was in Labour: The Membranes were broke, 
and the Waters run off twenty-four hours 
before, and the upper part of the Child's 
Head was ſunk low into the Vagina, and 
had there ſtuck, and not made * leaſt a d- 
vance for ſixteen hours, notwithftanding her 
Throws were ſtrong. I Touched her, and 
found that the Head ſtuck at the Temples, 
between the Bones of the Pelvis; and as the 
Hand could be but of little uſe in promoting

my Extractor, wrapp'd up in a ſoft Cloth, 
that it might not hurt the Child, and when 
I had fixed it near the Groin, 1 gently pul- 
led outwards, adviſing the Woman at the 
ſame time to aſſiſt by bearing ſtrongly down, 
and by this Method I brought that Hip fo 
much forward, that I was able to paſs the

ward as to be able to bring down one Arm, 

and then clapping one Hand as uſual to the 
Breaſt, and the other behind above the 
Shoulders, I pulled outward, and ſoon 
found the Head to ſink down, and brought 
it out beyond the Labia. I then ordered 
the Midwife to make a Ligature upon the-

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SEPTEMB ER the 14th, 1731. a Mid- 
wife came to me from Exeter-Court, to 
defire- my opinion about a Woman, whoſe 
Waters were run off about twelve hours be- 
fore, anda large quantity of coagulated blood 
had been diſcharged, but at the time ſhe 
eatne te me that was ſtopp'd; ſhe further 
told me, that one foot was ſlipp'd out be- 
yond the Os internum into the Vagina. I 
gave it as my opinion that ſhe ought to be 
delivered immediately : and about half an 
hour after I was ſent for, upon Touching, I 
found one Foot lying in the Paſſage, and 
the other bent upwards againſt the Child's 
Belly, I therefore brought out the. Foot 
which lay in the Paſſage, and taking hold 
with a ſoft Cloth above the Ancle, I drew 
forwards, but as the Hips did not readily come 
out, I paſſed up my Hand by the Leg already 
brought down, and found that the Os in- 
45 5  ternum 
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ternum was not ſufficiently dilated to let the 
Hips paſs through into the Vagina, where 
open 1 dilated it with the ends of my Fin 
gers, and paſſed one Finger over the Hip 
into the Groin, and there bending it, I drew 
the Hip forward, pulling the other Leg at 
the ſame time: by this Method I found the 
Hips to advance, and ſoon brought them 
out; and then taking hold above them, I 
drew out the Body tothe Shoulders; but as

FEPTEMBER the 21ſt, 1731. about 
ten o Clock in the morning I was ſent 
for to a poor Woman near the Horſe- Ferry, 
Weſtminſter ; ſhe was between ſeven and 
eight months gone with Child, and about 
one O Cloe k that morning ſhe was feiz'd 
with a violent pain in the lower part of the 
Belly, which at firſt ſhe thought was the 
Cholick, and immediately after followed a 
Flooding, which had very much reduced 
her, ſo that when I came, I could ſcarce 
feel any Pulſation in the Arteries, and upon 
moving her ſhe was ready to ſwoon, I 
judged the Cafe would prove very danger- 
ous, ſhould 1 attempt the Delivery, but 
certain 
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certain death muſt have enſued if ſhe Was 
not delivered, and every one muſt allow it 
is better to try a doubtful remedy than leave 
your Patient to certain Death; and ſome . 
times, contrary to our expectation, we have 
the pleaſure of ſaving one if not two lives; 
you ought therefore to make a juſt Pro 
noſtick, and to tell the Husband, Relations 
or others preſent, the imminent danger the 
Woman is in, in caſe you attempt the Deli- 
very, and the fatal conſequences if not at- 
tempted : and if you are encouraged by 
them, you ſhould immediately deliver 

and leave the ſucceſs to the diſpoſal of Pro- 
vidence ; and not, like ſome Practitioners in 
Midwifry, chuſe rather to let the Womari 
die, than riſque the loſs of their reputation 
upon ſuch uncertainties; this is abandoning, 
as I think, all principles of Humanity. But 
to return to the preſent caſe, I laid the dan- 
ger before the perſons preſent, if I either 
attempted the Delivery, or if it was left un- 
attempted ; and as I was defired to act agree- 
ble to my own judgment, I therefore imme- 
diately placed the Woman acroſs the Bed, 
and paſſing my two Fore-fingers up into the 
Vagina, 1 found the inner Orifice dilated 
wide enough to admit the ends of them, 
wherefore I paſs'd up my whole Hand into the | 
Vagina, and the ends of my two Fingers into 
the Os internum, which I endeavoured to 
: dilate, by gently ſeparating them one from 
1 other, and 1 ſoon made way for a third, 
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as alſo for a fourth and my Thumb, and 
then I introduced my whole Hand into the 
Womb; where I firſt met with the Mem- 
branes unbroken, and the Child floating in 
the Waters: 1 broke the Membranes, and 
ſoon met with one Foot and one Hand, this 
Foot I drew out, and as the other was bent 
upward towards the Child's Belly, and the 
Qhild was ſmall, and the Paſſage dilated by 
Former Lahours, and alſo lubricated by the 
blood and waters paſs'd off, I therefore, 
when I had brought the Leg beyond the 
Labia, took hold with a ſoft Cloth, and 
gently drew it outward, whereby the Hips, 
came into the Paſſage; I then extricated the 
other Leg, and taking hold about the Hips 
I drew out the Body to the Shoulders, and 
clapping my Hands afterwards to the Breaſt 
and Shoulders, I readily brought out the 
Head. I found the Placenta, upon paſſing 
any Hand, wholly looſened from the Urerus, 
and Mipp'd down below the Os internum in- 
to the Vagina, for the Placenta being either 
Wholly, or in part, ſeparated from the Ute- 
nus, is the occaſion of ſuch Floodings. Af- 
ter the bringing away of the Placenta, there 
came away ſeveral large Lumps of coagu- 
lated blood before retained in the , Uterus, 
with a large quantity of blood and Waters: 
She fell into frequent faintings, and I there- 
cfore deſired that a Cloth dipp'd in Vinegar 
and Water might be applied to her, and

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given her often, and in ſmall quantities, - fot 
fear of heating her, or overcharging her 
Stomach, and then IT left her, with ſtrong 
apprehenſions that ſhe would 2 in a 
very ſhort time. The next day I was in- 
formed that ſhe died! in about an hour after

GEPTEMBER the 20th, 1731. I deli- 

vered two Women, whoſe Caſes being 
very much altke, I ſhall therefore Couch 
them both under the fame Head. The firſt 
Woman I delivered about one in the morn- 
ing in Church-Street, St. Giles's, whoſe Mem- 
branes were broke about forty-eight hours 
before, and the Child left dry in the Paſ- 
age; the Head was wholly bare, the Os 
internum being dilated and ſlipp'd back, the 
Face was turned towards the O Pubis. of 
the Mother, and the upper part of the Head 
not ſunk: low down, but preſs d againſt aud 
a 3 hing 
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lying over the ſaid Bone; in this ſituation it 
had continued for ſome hours, not advance. 
ing in the leaſt; notwithſtanding her Throws 
were ſtrong ; but as this was the firſt time 
of her being in Labour, ſhe did not, being 
afraid of pain, bear down as ſhe ought to 
have done. As I judged that the Head could 
not be protruded by the bare force of her 
*Throws, it being large, and firmly lock'd 
between the Bones, I therefore paſs'd up 
one fide of my Extractor between the Head 
of the Child and Os Pabis of the Mother, 
taking care ſo to fix it, that it ſhould not 
hurt or bruiſe the Eyes, Noſe or Cheeks of 


the Child, and therefore I carried it no far- 


| ther than the upper part of the Forehead; 
this done, I endeavoured to bring it from 
off the ſaid Bone more backward into the 
Paſſage, by pulling outwards as often as her 
Throws ſeized her: I now found that the 
Head gradually ſunk down, though it was 
but ſlowly, and fill'd the back part of the 
Vagina; but as ſhe was very ungovernable 
f wriggled about, being, as 1 before ob- 
ſerved, afraid of pain, the Head did not ad- 
vance as quick as I could have wiſh'd ; yet, 
by purſuing the ſame Method, and encou- 8 
Taging the Woman with the hopes of a 
ſpeedy Delivery, 1, at length, after ſeveral 
eſſays, brought out the Head beyond the 
Labia Pudendi, when taking hold on each 
de, I drew out the Shoulders and the whole 
Body. 1 1 ordered the Midwife to tie 
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the Navel-ſtring, whilſt at the ſame time I 
| paſs'd one Hand in ſearch of the Placenta, 

this I found adhering cloſely to the Fundus 
Uteri, fo that I was forced to ſeparate it with 
the ends of my Fingers, and then brought 
it away; but as part of the Membranes tore 
away and was left behind, I repaſs'd my 
Hand and drew them out. This Child, 
contrary to the expeQation of all preſent, 
ſoon alarm'd them with crying out briskly, 
they all judging it to be dead, ſince it had 
ow ſo long preſſed and confined in the Paſo 

age. | 


As our twelve or one o'Clock the ſame 
day, I was ſent for to Eaft-Street near Red- 
Lion-Square, where the Membranes were 
broke, and the Waters paſs'd off ſeveral 
hours before, and the Head of the Child pre- 
jented and was ſunk low into the Vagina, 
but could not be brought forwards for ſeveral 

hours, notwithſtanding the joint endeavours 
of the Midwife and Mother, whoſe Throws 
were ſtrong, I obſerved upon Touching 
that the Child's Head lay over and preſs'd 
againſt the Os Pabis of the Mother; where- 
fore I immediately paſſed up one fide of my 
Extractor between the ſaid Bone and the 

Head of the Child, and after two or three 
Throws, I brought it out. This Woman 
very much aſſiſted me, by bearing ſtrongly 
down as often as her Pains ſeiz'd her, by 

which ſhe very much help'd forward the 

K K birth 
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birth of the Child. I found, as ſoon as the 
Head was extricated, that the Fanis Unbili- 
calis was twiſted twice round the Neck of 
the Child, this I inftantly looſened, for fear 

it ſhould be drawn fo tight, when the Head 
advanced further, as to choak the Child; or 

otherwiſe one of theſe two inconveniencies 

might have happen'd, the String might have 
broke off near the Placenta, which would 
have occaſion' d a great deal of trouble to 
the Operator in extracting it, and a great 
deal of pain to the Mother; or elſe if the 
String had not been looſen'd or broke, the 
Fandus Uteri might have been drawn down 
ſo as to cauſe a Prolapſus, or, perhaps, an 
Inverſion : when I had looſened the String, 
I drew out the whole Body of the Child,

I was ſent 
for by one Mrs. /— , a Midwife, in- 
to Drury-Lane, to a young Woman who 
was in Labour of her firſt Child, which, 
Touching, I found preſented with one 
Foot, and the Funis Umbilicalis was flipp'd 
down. into the Paſſage. I could not at firſt, 
upon paſling only my two Fore-fingers, 
readily diſtinguiſn whether it was the Foot 
or an Hand, it being very ſmall ; but upon 
paffing up my whole Hand I found it to be 
the Foot, and that the Os internum was not 
dilated wide enough to admit the Paſſage of 
the Hips. I therefore endeavoured firſt to 


dilate the Qs internum, by paſling in the

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it was almoſt ſeparated at the Ancle: it was

forward in the ſame poſture it preſented, 

whereby ſhe had drawn the Hand out, and 
part of the Arm, beyond the Labia Pudendz, 
and almoſt ſeparated it at the Shoulder; and 
the whole Shoulder was ſo preſſed into the 


Os internum that it quite ſtopp'd it up. T Wo 


other Midwives came likewiſe, hearing of 
the danger this poor Woman was in, and 


both of them declared it was not their buſi- 


neſs, and deſired a Man- mid wife might be 

ſent for. Immediately upon my coming I 

touched her, and found the Hand and Arm 
lying in the Paſſage very much ſwelled; 

and en up my Hand to the Os internum 

I found 
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1 found part of the Shoulder protruded be- 
yvond the Os inter num, and ſo rivetted and 
lock'd in it, that twas impoſſible to remove 
it or return the Hand and Arm; and by 
preſſing in my Fingers by the ſide of the 
Shoulder, I found the Head bent upwards 
and preſs d againſt the fide of the Urerus - 
I was ſeveral times foiled in attempting to 
carry my Hand far enough to reach the 
Feet; but at length, with no ſmall difficulty 
to myſelf, and pain to the poor Woman, I 
paſs d it up far enough to reach one Foot, 
which 1 immediately drew out; and when I 
had brought it beyond the Labia Pudendi 1 
took hold of it with a ſoft Cloth; and whilſt 
T drew it forward with one Hand, I endea- 
vour'd, having palſs'd up the Fingers of my 
other Hand to the Shoulder, to preſs that 
upward, and by this Method the Shoulder 
and Arm were drawn inwards as the Leg ad- 
vanced; and the Child being turned, the 
Buttocks preſented at the inner Orifice, and 
ſoon paſs'd through as well as the Body and 
Head. The Placenta adhered to the Fundus 
Uteri, which I was obliged to ſeparate with 
the ends of my Fingers, before I could bring 
it away. The temerity, joined to the igno- 
rance of the ſecond Midwife, very much en- 
_ creaſed the difficulty; for had 1 been ſent 
for before the Arm was ſink ſo far down, 
and the Shoulder ſo cloſely preſs'd into and 
lock'd in the Os internum, I might with 
much more caſe have delirered the a 
| | and. 
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and withal have ſaved the Child, which; in 
all probability, was loſt for want of timel 
aſſiſtance. I have met with ſome Midwives, 
who have had the ignorance and aſſurance 


to tell me, that they have delivered Children

GTOBER the 13th, 1731, I was about 
eleven o Clock at night deſired by a

Houſe- Painter in 7ork- Buildings, to go with 


him to his Wife, who he was afraid would 
be dead before I could get to her: upon my 
arrival I was informed by the Midwife, that 
for ſome days before ſhe had been ſeized 
with a Flooding, but that it had not been 
violent ; for about an hour or more before I 
was ſent for, many and large Clots of Blood 
came away, and there was almoſt continually 


2 dribbling, ſo that ſhe had fainted away 
once or twice, which had very much alarm'd 


them: the Midwife likewiſe obſerved, upon 
Touching, that the Os internum was ſome- 
what 
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what. dilated, which dilatation was greater 
aſter. two or three good Throws, but having 
only paſs d up one or two Fingers, ſhe could 
not feel any part of the Child. I therefore 
firſt-felt her Pulſe, which I found weak and 
low, and her Spirits very much dejected, and 

upon Touching, I found the Vagina choak'd 
up with coagulated blood, and upon paſſing 
in my whole Hand, I obſerved that the Os 


tnternutm was dilated wide enough to admit 
the ends of my four Fingers, and Clods of 
Blood ſtopping up the ſame ; which being 
removed, I then found part of the Placenta 


preſentin firſt, and therefore gave it as my 


opinion that her Delivery ought to be haſt- 


ned, fearing, if the Flooding continued, ſhe 


would be ſo much reduced that ſhe would . 


not be able to aſſiſt with her Throws, ſhould 


they come on; or that her Blood, the foun- 
tain of life, being exhauſted, ſhe would die 
before the Child could be born by a natural 
Delivery; to which opinion the Midwife, 
one Mrs. Seton, a good ſenſible Woman, 
entirely agreed: The Husband and others 

that were preſent leaving it wholly to my 
conduct, I immediately ſet about my Work, 
and paſſing the ends of my four fingers into 
the Os internum, I endeavoured to dilate it | 
by ſeparating them one from the other, and 
fo ſoon made way to get in my Thumb, and 
Preſently after my whole Hand, which be- 
ing paſs'd through the Os internum, I felt 
part of the Placenta * round about 


it. 
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it. I beg leave before I proceed to give 
any — account of the Delivery, to give 
my opinion in a point of Midwitry, in which 
I differ from moſt Authors that have wrote 
on that Subject. It is generally beliey'd, 
that the Ovum, after it's impregnation and 
ſeparation from the Ovarium, and it's 
ſing through the Tuba Fallopiana, always 
adheres and is fix'd after ſome time to the 
Fundus Uteri; in this Caſe the Placenta ad- 
hered, and was fixed cloſe to and round 
about the Cervix Iteri, as I have found it in 
many other Caſes ; ſo that upon a Dilatation 
of the Os Uterz, a ſeparation has always 
followed, and hence a Flooding naturally 
enſues. It has been obſeryed, that the 
Quan, if it is ſtopp'd in the Tuba Fallopiana, 
and does not readily paſs through, will ſome- 
times adhere to the Tube, (though tis very 
rarely it ſo happens) and there make it's 
Nidus, and a Fetus will be form'd there; of 


i which I have given an Inſtance, where a 


Fetus was formed and contained ſeveral 
Months in a Sacculus out of the Womb, 
ſo likewiſe if the Ovum paſles chrough 
the Tube, and falls into the Womb, 
may adhere to the Sides of it, or :near it's 
Neck, as well as to the Bottom; but moſt. 
commonly it is fixed at the Bottom. of the 
Womb, as being the part where the Blood. 
Veſſels are largeſt and moſt plentiful, where 
by the Fetas muſt of conſequence receive 
moſt nouriſhment, - But to return: When 1 
5 ap ũ 4! 
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had paſs'd my whole Hand into the Uterns; 
I found the Placenta adhering all round the 
Os internum, ſo that I was forced to ſeparate 
it on one ſide to reach the Membranes; 
which I tore, and paſſing my Hand within 
them, I ſearch'd for the Feet, which I ſoon 
met with, and drew both out beyond the Os 
internum, but in bringing them through the 
Vagina, one Alipp'd from between my Fin- 
gers; the other I brought out, and then 
paſs'd up my Hand by it to endeavour to 
bring down the Leg that had flipp'd from 
me, but it was drawn up ſo far I could not 
readily. come at it: wherefore I took hold of 
that Leg which I had fetch'd out, and en- 
deavoured, by gently pulling, to bring 
down the Hips; but as they were ſtopp'd 
above by the Os internum, which was not 
ſufficiently dilated to admit their paſſing 
through, I therefore paſs'd up my Fingers 
between the Or internum and the Hips, and 
Jo dilated it; and at the ſame time gently 
pulling the Leg, I thereby ſoon made. way 
for the Hips to paſs, and as the Belly of the 

Child lay towards the Os Pubis of the Mo- 
ther, I gently turned it as I drew the Body 
forwards: when I had brought the Child 
almoſt out to the Shoulders, I found that it 
ſuck above, ſo I paſs'd up my Hand and 
brought down one Arm, and then clapping 
one Hand, as uſual, to the Breaſt, and the 
other behind over the Shoulders, I endea- 
youred to draw out the Head, but finding . 
3 iT 
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it ſtuck tight, I judged that the Os internum 
was not ſufficiently dilated, and thereby 
obſtructed it's Paſſage: 1 therefore once 
more paſſed up the Fingers of one Hand, 
and found the Os internum cloſely girt about 
the Head near the Ears; wherefore I endea- 
voured to dilate it, by paſling in the ends 
of my Fingers between it and the Head, 
and ſo to puſh it over the Head; by which 
Method, and putting two Fingers into the 
Child's Mouth, and preſſing upon the lower 
Jaw, whilſt I pulled with my other Hand 
at the Shoulders, I drew the Face forward, 
and the Head ſoon followed. Upon paſ- 
ſing my Hand to fetch the Placenta, I 
found it wholly looſened from the Uteras, 
ſo that it readily came out. The Child was 
dead, which was occaſioned þy. the TI 
tion of the Placenta.

Oer R the 15th; 1731. about ten 
o'Clock in the Morning I was ſent for 
to the Wife of a Printer near White-Pryars ; 
ſhe had been ſeiz d about an hour before 
with a violent Flooding, and when J came, 
I found ſhe had loſt a large quantity of 
Blood; and I was told ſhe was in about 
the ſeventh month of her Reckoning. Up- 
on Touching, I found one Arm of the Child 
ſlipp'd out beyond the Os internum, as alſo 
a large part of the Placenta; wherefore I 
gave it as my opinion, that ſhe ought to be 
immediately delivered; letting her Huſ- 
band, and others, before- hand know the great 
danger ſhe was in. As it was entirely left 
to my Conduct, I immediately paſs'd up 
my Hand well-greaſed into the Vagina, and 

ſo on by the ſide of the Shoulder into the
